SHIPMENTS IN BOND, 

OPPOSITION TO THE PRESENT LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaga Triowne, 

Wasuinotor, D. C., Dec. 5.—The discovery of 
the system of smuggling on the northern 
borders, by means of seal-locks, through bonded 
cars, has furnished some Eastern Congress- 
men and Eastern merchants with an argu- 
ment against the continuance of the law 
which permits the importation of cars 
with bonded goods in interior ports of 
entry. This class of persons make two poings 
against the law: first, that it affords opportu- 
nity for smuggliog, against which it is difficult, 
if not impossible, to guard ; second, that, owing 
to the inexperience of the Appraisers in the in- 
Yand cities, or for other causes, the duties on 
some classes of goods are frequently less at the 
inland ports of entry than at the seaports. There 
1s considerable discussion of tais subject among 
the more immediate representatives of the East- 

ern cities, but it does not now seem 
that the business opponents of the present sys-

THE TRIGGER. 
BLINDFOLDED MARKSMEN. 

A novelty in the way of shooting-matches was 
tried on Staten Island last week. It consisted 
in shooting blindfold, depending upon hearing, 
and not sight. for the aim. The distance was 
30 feet, and the location of the bull’s eve was 
indicated by the turning of a racket-wheel op- 
erated by a boy at the endof along string, and 
making a nois9 lixe the policoman’s raitie in 
‘‘Humpty Dumpty.” The first shooter was a 
Mr. Gardner, whose head was covered with a 
thick bag, and he was then turned around threo 
times so as to confuse his notions as 
to ths location of the target -as much 
as posaible, This scheme worked to a 
charm, the mairkzmen aiming their gungin go 
many d.fferent directions that the speciators 
fled in great alarm, and the boy who pulled the 
string connocted with tho rattle got badly de- 
moralized, Finally, Gardner again took his 
position, listene | intently to the clicking, faced 
it gradually, and fired. The bullet struck the 
target if the upper right-band corner, barely cs- 
caping amiss. Gedney tried noxt, and missed 
the target. Falk made a atill wilder attempt, at 
first arming well, but changing it before he tired 
to at loast 19 feet wide of the target. Luntz 
then made 4 good shot, hitting tho target about 
2 feet from the centre. Goetz nrissed, and thus 
the first round wag completed. 

The seooud round was shot in the game order. 
Garduer and Gedney missed; Falk bareiy 
into the upper edgo of tho target; Luntz made 
the wildest shot thus far, almost missing the 
great barn against which tho tareet stood, and 
Goetz, taking a quick aim, hit within 6 inches 
of the contre. 

Thas, Gardner, Luntz, Falk, and Goetz had 
each hit the target once when the third round 
was begun. Toho contest was simply as to 
which should make the best shot in three trials, 
and to beat Goetz it was necessary to get closer 
than 6 inchos to the bull’sceye. Gardner missed 
the target. Goednov struck it at the efze. Falk 
miveed. J.uatz, after listening and changing his 
aim until the string was almost pulled out, sent 
a bullet so close to the centre as to bore a hole 
in the ‘‘noise-maker.” It was almost a dead 
bull’s-eye, Gootz closed the match by missing, 
leaving Luntz the witner. Another mnatcl is 
likely to follow this experiment, the contestants 
believing that, with practice, precision may be 
ai‘ained ig blindfold shooting.

apparatus, with a bell steack oy clock-work, will 
be usod in the second trial.

A SIN UNDERTAKING 
is shortly to be made at the rink of the American 
Institute, New York, by Prof. J. R. Judd, who 
will attempt to welk 500 miles within six anda 
half consecutive days, carrying an anvil weighing 
more than 100 pounds for « quarter of a milo on 
the fifth and sixth davs, and for half a mile on 
the last half day.

From the New York Sun, Dee. 2.

Judge Booth Gives Good Advice to 
iis Fieck. 


A Protege of the Y. M. 0, A, in 
Trouble, 


Large Number of Sinful Boys in 
Court. 


The last day of the term in the Criminal Court 
is always more interesting than any other, for 
the reason that the prisoners convicted are sen- 
tenced by the presiding Judgo. There are gen- 
erally more persons present then, unless some 
important case is on trial, than usually attend 
the sessions, and very few better opportunities 
are afforded for studying human nature. The 
principal attraction is, of course, the convicts, 
are of. all ages, from the boy of 10 
to the old man of 70, and the girl of 
15 to the bloated female of 40. These 
occupy the jurors’ benches to the right of tho 
Judge, and are guarded by half a dozen bailiffs, — 
ihe prospect of a vear or two in the Bridewell or 
Penitentiary being suflicient inducement to slip 
out if possible. Tho arrangements io the 
Criminal Court building, however, are euch that 
a prisoner could not escape if he made the at- 
tempt. When their names are called, they walk 
up to the railing in front of the Clerk’s dewk. 

Noxt interesting are 

THE SPECTATORS, 
among whom are the parents of the boy-thieves, 
continually hold their handkerchiefs 
in their faces, to impress the Court 
with their sorrow. The feeling manifested 
by some of these fathers and mothers is un- 
doubtedly genuine, but others will appear in 
court almost every month to intercede for one or 
more of their offepring, and swear that Jobn or 
‘Tommy is the best ef lads, when he bad been 
convieted of stealing gmall articles half a dozen 
times. So much lfing was indulged in by parents, 
who, in @ great Many eases, received the profits 
of the thefts of their sons, that the Judges have 
failen into the habit of asking tho officials of

those who are arraigned for sentence. By this 
means many of the worst boys in the city—lads 
lixo Billy Dwyer, “Slim Jim,” ete.—have been 
sent tothe Reform School at Pontiac; and itis 
now next to impossible for a ‘’ kid” thief to pass 
the Jadges unrecognized. 

Yosterday, being the last of the term, the 
court-room was crowdod; the “dock” contained 
fifty-four prisoners; while the seats for lookers- 
on, those in the gallery as well as those on the 
were fuil. His Honor Judge Booth 
occupied the bench. 

Tho first *‘ case” which went beyond the mere 
formality wae that of 

P FRANK BEX NETT, 
a middle-aged man, who had been convicted of 
rape. 

‘Turee attorneys represented him at the bar, 
and presented the reasons why 8 new trial! should 
be granted, offering three affidavite which set 
forth that he was not present at the time of the 
assault on the young woman. 

The Court did not think the complainant could 
have been mistaken in the prisoner's identity, 
and could not doubt tbe sincerity of her state- 
ment. if he believed the alibi was an bonest 
defense, he would not hesitate to grant a 
now trial ; but, to get up in 4 place like that (the 
court), where there was abundant evidence of 
the extent to which perjury was committed on 
the witness-stand, Le could uot see the propriety 
of it. 

One of the attorneys asserted that he knew 
the enemies of the prisoner had been to three 
newly-discovered witnesses, and tried to get 
them to tell a etory contrary to the truth. 

The Court asked for the names of the “ ene- 

.’ gud they were given: A Mrs. Rvder, 
‘* Motuer Ryder,” and the prisoner’s

The Court did not doubt the integrity of the 
counsel, but from his view of the case he was 
obliged to refuse the motion for a new trial.

ROBPTERY.

The Court~—Joln, what have vou to say ? 

Jobn—t have not got anything to say.

Mr. Donohue (who had advanced to the bar 
with Lis son)—I am sorry you ever got into this. 

The Court—I am sorry to punish boys in this 
way, but if they will commit crime they must be 
punished ; there is no escape from it. 

Mr. Donohue—That is true. 

The Court—The sentence is that each of you 
be confinedin the House of Oorrection for a 
period ot three months. 

CLARENCE D. ROCKAFELLOW, 

who had been convicted of rape, set up throngh 
counsel the defense of an alibi in order to get a 
new trial, and was remanded to jail in order that 
the girl might be brought into court and con- 
front two witnesses who made affidavit that she 
bad told them if she bad not been surprisedjshe 
wonld have made no complaint. 

The next was 

GEORGE RUSSELL, 
an oily-tongued young man, withan abundance 
of cheek, who seemod to be a protege of the 
Young Men's’ Christian 
appeared that he hed 
two years ago for stealing 
from Thompson, Henrv & Co., but sen- 
tence was suspended in order to give him a 
chance to reform. Recently he carted off #150 
worth of lumber which a Mr. A. B. Lathrop 
claimed to own, and the latter, hearing of the 
indictment, revived it, and had Russell brought 
into court for sentence. 

The Court~You are charged with larceny 
under an indictment found nearly two years ago. 
The prosecution was not urged against you 
at the time, and you were allowed to 
g° at large. The occasion of your being 

rought in seems to have been a difliculty be- 
tween yourself and a Mr. Lathrop. I have heard 
his statement. He says you came in the night 
and hauled some lumber away, which you had no 
right todo. Whether that amounts to larcen 
is another question. At all events, althong 
there has been a considerable pressure brought 
to bear for the Court to let the offense go un- 
punished, I do not feel justified in doingit. [ 
shall impose upon you the lowest penalty that 
the law allows. 

The Prisoner—Will I be allowed to make a 
statement ? I have a letter which my fr.ends 
procured for mo that I would like to have you 
read, 

The Court—What is it about ? 

The Prisoner—It is in regard to what I have 
been doing for the last two years—since the 
difficulty with Thompson, Henry & Co. 

The latter, which was signed by a Mr. Van 
Werner, was handed to His Honor. 

Mr. Lathrop came forward at the request of 
the prisoner. 

The Prisoner—I entered into a partnership 
with Mr. Lathrop, and sent him four car-loads of 
lumber from Muskegon ; but I never could get a 
settlement with him. He wanted to swindle moe. 
I found out what remained of the lumber and 
sold it, and took possession of it. I have friends 
to testify that Mr. Lathrop offered to settle the 
case for $100. 

Philip Scanlan was sworn, and said he knew 
that Russell and Lathrop were in the hardware 
business, but ‘hothing about the proposition to 
settle. 

John P. Farmer testified that Lathrop said in 
M.D. Brown’s office, that if they (Russell's 
fiiends) would give him #100 he wonld intiuence 
the Court so as to get the sentence suspended ; 
otherwise he would teli the truth. 

Mr. Lathrop denied the charge. He said when 
Russell's case camo up a Mr. Cook, who was a 
momber of the Young Mey’s Chrustian Associa- 


tion, said to him, ‘‘ We want. pou to keep back 


yonr statement. If you do, we can induce the 
Judge to withhold sentence, as he (Russel!) is 
one of our members.” He (Lathrop) told 
him he was .perfoctly willing, and Rus- 
sell had been pnnithec@ enough, although 
he had datmeged hit to the amount of #150 or 
#200; and said, “if you will pay me $100, which 
is not more than half (as Russell is responsible), 
[I will keop ane? from the court; and while 
Cook and the others were giving evidence to tho 
general good character of Russell, the Judge 
said, ** Where is Lathrop?” and Cook ‘said, 
“Nowis your time, slip ont,” aud lie did s0, 
going home. He was not a witness, end thought 

e had a right to do so. Three or four 
members of tbe Youn Men's Christian 
Association said, ** We will pay vour damages, 
and see that you ate settied with,’’ and be told 
them that was ali he cared for. Oook had told 
him that they had raised $3,000 to keep one man 
out of prison, and had gotten hima good situa- 
tion, and he was preaching the Gospel [laugh- 
ter]; and that this young man [Russcil] was 
very smart, and they would get hima good sit- 
uation. 

‘The prisoner stated that that was entirely new 
toliw. If his friends had been familiar with 
the circumstances, they would not have been so 
foolish as to offer to pay Lathrop money. 

Mr. Lathrop remarked that he had evidence 
to ehow that the lutaber belonged to him; sad 
raid to the reporter that he was not in partner- 
ship with Ruaseil. 

Tie Court said that Mr. Lathrop’s roing away 
was very umproper,!{aaod entirely uawarranted, 
and the act fell verv little short of beifige a con- 
tempt of court. If it appeared that any money 
had been given, he should certainly deal with 
the parties, and was not sure but that he ought 
to do it as matters stood. 

The case was deferred for a time nnti) other 
witnesses could be brought in; and when they 
appeared, what follows occurred : 

Mr. Cnatis stated that Mr. Lathrop had said in 
M. D. Brown’s office that he would make a favo - 
able statement to the Court, if assured of his 
damages. 

Mr. Lathrép remarked that his lawyer told 
him he hada perfect right to collect damaccs 
and settie the case.

of the three chief sins and the three main vir- 
tues, which were continually batthag with each 
other. The three sins would annibilate the 
thiee virtues, were it not for the power of God, 
which was symbolized in the middle light, and 
from which dropped the oil which fed the otner 
lights.

MEETING OF THE BOALD OF DIRECTORS. 

Ihe Boara of Directors of the Ciicago Library 
held a meeting vexsterday afternoon in their 
roums in the Livrary building on Wabash ave- 
uue. Corner of Madison sticet. Mr. livcyue pre- 
Bided. 

A communication was read from the United 
States Commissiouer of j’aient- in relation to the 
supvly of bound vbiumes and drawings of patents 


iseued. The Commissioner reminded the Board 
that a litile bill was due and must be hyuidated 
before a further supply would be remitted. On 
motion $25 was appropriated to meet the bill, 
aud procure additional volumes. 

A communication from the Rev. Mr. George 
Cheney, of the Methodist Episcopal Caurch, re- 
siding at Evanston, asking privilege to draw 
bovks from the Library, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Administration with power to act. 

FINANCIAL, 

The Committee on Finance submitted a report 
of which the following is a digest: An exami- 
nation of the accounts of the Libraiy with the 
Comptroller shows that the availabie credit bal- 
ance has dwindled down to 80 insignificant an 
amount that the gravest apprehensions as to the 
future of the Library present themselves. From 
the Comptrolier’s books it appears that, deduct-

REGISTERING GRAIN RECEIPTS. 
To the Editor of Lhe Chicago Tribune : 

Siz: The report of the Chiet Grain-Inspector, 
published in this morning’s Trisune, contains 
an erroneous statement by which, thongh unin- 
tentionally, Mr. Harper does injustice to this 
office. He states that, subsequent to his ap- 
pointment of receiving-clerks in the elevators, 
**the Warelouse Registrar gave notice that in 
future no receipts would be registered unless the 
returns showed that the grain had actually 
passed into store,” conveying by implication the 
idea that previous to that time receipts could be 
registered without their returns. 

This is a mistake. Such notice was civen when 
I first took possession of the Registration joftice 
in December, 1873, and the rule has been in 
force ever since, so tat there could have been 
no Occafion for a subsequent notice to the same 
effect. Mr. Harper’s statement would seem to 
imply that registration gave less security to 
holders of receipts prior to last spring than it has 
since; while the fact is that the rules of this 
ae Were precisely as strict then as they are 

IOW. 

Imake this correction with no feeling; but 
simply to prevent an erroneous impression. And 
I will add, in justice to Mr. Harper, that since 
the institution of receiving-clerks. his reports to 
my office have been much more reliable than they 
ever were before.

CORRESPONDENCE, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
WasHINGTON, Nov. 30, 1874, 

Members of Congress and their wives, having 
said their Thanksgiving prayers at home, are 
now arriving at the political metropolis lively. 
It is agreed that the coming eession is likely to 
be one of considerable work, and certainly of 
great interest. There will surely be a great deal 
of fooling undertaken. How much of it shall 
be successful, remains to be seen. The presence 
here of several powerful lobbies during the win- 
ter is already clearly forecast by the 
arrival of the avant-couriers, who have 
already made arrangements for roomy 
headquarters and several baskets of 
champagne. It may be well to let the coun- 
try know, thus earivin the season, of some cf 
the schemes which men will undertake to thrust 
into and rush through Congress, but which 
ought to be taken vigorously by the nape of the 
neck with one hand and the seat of the trousers 
with the other, and made to walk Spanish out of 
the Capitol to the tune of the Rogue’s March. 
Of these, let me first speak of 3 

THE ARKANSAS CONSPIRACY. 

The good sense of President Grant has been 
conspicuously manifested with respect to Ar- 
kansas affairs. But for this, there is no telling 
the amount of excitement into which the coun- 
try might have been plunged by a set of uncon- 
sciovable, characterleas political adventurers, 
in warm scent of plunder and speculation. Had 
the President heeded the manufactured dispatches 
of bought newspapers and the shrieks of parties 
interested in turmoil and double-trouble in Arkan- 
sas, the country would, at this moment. most 
likely be in a situation of discussion, ferment, 
crimination and recrimination, which could only 
result in less or more disaster, as it should be 
continued for a suorter or longer period. Most 
fortunately these frantic but specious appeals 
had no more effect on Grant than rain has on 
a duck’s back. He quietly said, Let us have 
peace; and we have peace. This is precisely 
what the conspirators do not want, and thev are 
going to try to carry out their little game in Con- 

ress. It mav be well, therefore, to find out 
just what their little game is, so that it may be 
early and forever sent down deep into the tomb 
of the Capuiets. 

The Arkansas business may be best described 
as a conspiracy of reckless politicians and 
speculators. ‘There is probably more of the raw 
material of political rascality in Arkansas than 
anywhere else in the world. Men in high office, 
elevated thereto by the most questionable means, 
are interested in civil commotion, and in main- 
taining public belief that all menin the State, 
not of their set, are worse *‘ hood!ums” than 
thev are themselves. With these are associated 
speculators whose raids on the Treasury and 
credit of Arkansas were stopped some time 
ago, and who are spoiling to recommence opera- 
tions in that line. 

Every one will recollect the story of how a 
certain railroad was built in Arkansas. The law 
provided that, upon proof of the rails being laid 
for each 10 miles of the route, the bonds of the 
State should be issued. The Company borrowed 
10 miles of rails of another road, laid them 
down, proved the fact, and took their bonds. 
With the same rails they laid 10 miles more of 
track, proved up as to those 10 miles, 
and took their bonds. This operation 
they again repeated, and _ received bonds 
for 10 miles more of “track.” They then took 
up the rails and returned them to the lending 
road; and the country for which the State was 
thus heavily mulcted is still a howling wilder- 
ness. It might be concluded that the men who 
did this business hastened to make tracks out of 
the State. But they didn’t. Thev are still 
there, looking out for fresh fields and pastures 
new in the same line. The story is an exaggera- 
tion, but with too much foundation in fact. 

The political affairs of Arkansas have been 
more intimately connected with this sort of 
thing than is generally supposed. When Baxter 
was declared elected Governor, it was supposed 
he would shell out the bonds of the State lively 
for the above-described kind of ** internal im- 
provements.” He refused to do anything of the 
kind. The disreputable politicians and specula- 
tors, having seen Brooks, went over to him in a 
body. Then came the coup d’etat, which wag 
happily squelched by the President’s recognition 
of Baxter. The only possible chance, after 
the last elections, for these men to get hold of 
their coveted bonds, was to set up Smith as 
Governor. We all know with what imperturba- 
ble gravity Grant uas stamped out this business, 
thus far. 

Behind this ambition for bonds are certain 
politicians, who are interested in there beiag no 
disturbance of old transactions. They do not 
want certain elections investigated, or any 
stirring-up of some recent political matters. 
These men went to work, concocted tie 
Smith scheme, and, having “induced” a 
few newspapers to espouse their cause, got up 
the late muddle. They will beseech Congress to 
continue it, and in this behalf will do a great 
deal of earnest appealing. That is the forte of 
desperate men. There never have been any men 
entitled to so little respect, to 80 much indignant 
scorn, as these Arkansas conspirators. Congress, 
in justice to itself, and in recornition of the 
simple decency of the Republican party, can do 
nothing but give them the coldest possible 
shouider. 

THE COTTON-TAX LOBBY. 

A conspiracy of a totally-cifferent nature, but 
with a far greater ** job ” at the end of it, is the 
scheme for the refunding of the cotton-tax of 
the War, now supported by a powerful lobby, 
which will spare neither labor nor money in the 
accomplishment of its purpose. This project 
was largely discussed three verrs 0, in Con- 
gress and by the press. It was then killed, and, 
as wes supposed, pretty tolerably dead. 
Bat it now has come up again, 
as full of life and impudence as ever. The facts 
upon this subject bave probably escaped the 
— memory. They are about as herein set 
orth: 

During the War, as every one will recollect, 
pretty much everything was taxed. Quite a 
heavy tax was at one time placed on cotton. 
From this source about $69,000,000 was coi- 
lected before the repeal of the law. It is now 
argued that the law imposing this tax was un- 
constitutional and void, and that all men who 
paid the taxes ought to have the money refunded 
to them by the Government. The toial amount 
of these claims, with equitable assignment of 
interest, will be about $85,000,000. Nearly ¢30,-

The Baltimore Gazetie says: “ No people en- 
joy themselves more in Europe thap the Ameri- 
cans. And now that the shoddy, so plentiful 
during and immediately after the War, has had 
somewhat of its coarseness worn off, the Ameri- 
can tourist is popular; especially the fresh 
young girls, alive to all new impressions, are 
very open in showing their delight.

THE REV. RICHARD DE BAPTISTE. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Mr. De Baptiste, pastor of the large Olivet 
Baptist Church (colored) of this city, was born 
ém Fredericksburg, Va., in 1831. His family is 
' descended from John De Baptiste, a creole, who 
came to this country with Gen. Lafayette. 
Though colored, the family have always been 
free; and, although the lats of Virginia were 


extremely oppressive towards the free colored 
people, yes Mr. De Baptiste’s father and brothers 
were well-to-do contractors, who bad built many 
of the mansions of the wealthy planters of 
Northern Virginia previous to the great War. 
* The laws of Virginia forbade the education of 
colored freemen in the public or private sehvols ; 
but did not interfere with instruction given in 
the family, So the elder De Baptiete employed 
@ Scotchman to give the children tho elements 
of 2 primary education. At length, to avoid the 
rioding discrimination against color, the De 
tistes removed to Michigan and settled near 
etroit, which wae then the point where fugi- 
tives from slavery erossed the Jordan which 
separated their house ot bondage from the 
Canedian Canaan. !n Michigan L.chard’s com- 
goa-school studies conid be pursued without 
molesiation. 
in 1855 he went to Oinciguati, O., where he 
married a quadroon maiden} and soon afterward 
became tuc Priveipal of a colored school in 
Springfield, Hamtiton County, a suburb of Cin- 
e|umneti, a position which he held for three 


ears. 

‘ At Detroit Richard had turnod bis attention 
to theology, and bad been ied quite deeply into 
its mysteries by ministers who gave him private 
instruction. In 1863 he came to Chicago ang put 
himecif under tie instruction of the Kev. N. 
Colver, afamonus light in the Baptist Church. 
In dus time, Mr. De Baptiste’s diligence under the 
direction of the great baptist Gamalici resuit- 
pd in his becoming not only a master of the in- 
tricate doctrines of Jolin Caivin, but also a con- 
vert to the Baptist faith im its entirety. in Jus, 
1863, Mr. De Baptiste took pasctoral charge of the 
Olivet Baptist Church of this city, which then 
contained about i100 membem. During the elev- 
@n years that have since elapsed he has received 
in ail 944 members, and the Society at present 
contains 641). 

Bines the July fire. the Society, which then 
los$ its house of worskip, have been ‘meeting 
in the old Shields Mission  buiiding, 
at the corner of Weutworth avenue and | weuti- 
eth street. They have made arrangements to 
commence, early in the Spring. rebuilding tacir 
church edifiee on the old site, Third avenue, near 
Polk street. One of the marked resuits of Mr. 
De Baptiste’s influence upon bis people has been 
their tendency to abandon their nomadic habits, 
-and eequire homes of their own. He bas had 
the satisfaction of seeing, through his infinence, 
a great improvement in this respect. lu his pul- 
pit ministrations Mr. De Baptiste approaches the 
aes logical, and persuasive methods of his 
wilite brethren, and bas little similarity with the 
more demonstrative pulpit oratory which 80 com- 
monly marks the oratory of the sons of Africa.

ment. Saysthe World: ‘ Our best American 
people can frankly declare their own choice for 
the habits and principles of their fathers and 
make Sundey a day for devout worship, family 
affections, and humane service and refining cul- 
ure.” 

On the other hand, the Alliance of this city 

thinks there isa possible practical compromise 
between the strict Sabbatarians and the people 
who wish to see the day lose some of its ascoti- 
cism. Anticipating that the Sunday quention is 
soon to be opened in Chicago, the Alliance says 
the law of congruity will not permit the day to 
ke used indiscriminately as a day of amusement 
or of worship. Says the Alliance : 
The proper way to settle all such questions is to 
avoid extremes in both directions, and simply seek to 
know the truth andthe right, To make this war the 
occasion for unljimited abuse of the theatre, or a geu- 
eral tirade against amusements, reveals as great a 
weakness and wantof judgment on the part of the 
Church as we charge upon tiocse Whom we oppose, Or 
to think that the jnst claims of the Sabbath upon the 
intelligence and conscience of the public will be 
strengthened by any sich unreasonable course, is the 
wildest folly, Neitber is it wise to turn back upon the 
more liberal views that we have reached as to the 
proper use of the Sabbath in permitting iMbraries and 
readipg-roome, etc., tobe opened on that day. What 
is needed is calmness and such good sense and Chris- 
tian spirit as will commend themselves to an ‘ 
ened public, whose opinion wiil ultimately settle all 
such questions in the best way.

George D, Gillespie as its Lishop, Mr, Gillespie is a 
resident of Michigan, and wel known througuout the 
State. fiebas for many years helithe pastorare of 
the chureh at Ann Arbor, where his labors have been 
marked with the most signal auccess, From a smal 
and feeble organization he has madeit one of the 
largest and most infinential churches in the dilocore, 
Fepecially among the studen's bas Mr. Gillespie labor- 
ed, and #0 earnestly and with such self-sacrificing zeal, 
that he deciinedacail from one of tue churches at 
Detroit, at a largely increased salary, roiely because 
he folt that among the etudents who arnual! 
congregate at Aun Arbor he hada deld of labor that 
duty would not permit him to desert. And this truly 
illustrates the cheracter of tne mean. An éarnest 
churchman, an indefatigable workor, possessed of a 
geal that knows only the cause which inspires it of fine 
scholarly attainments and euperior intel ectuai ability,

It is the largest Congrerational 
Society in the State outside of Chicago. 

The hard times resu!t in a woeful depletion of 
church treasuries devoted te benevolent work, 
and the religious pavers are urging their patrons 
to renewed sacriiices in order to till pp the de- 
p'eted funds.

The Scholastic, a pavergpublished by the stu- 
dents and Professors of Notre Dame University, 
at South Bend, lad., calls for the publication of 
a Catholic geography! Tae next thing will be 
the publication of a Catholic arithmetic. 

Queen Kanavalomanjaka, of Macacascar, 
sends words to the London Missionary Society 
that she shall continne to protect their mission- 
aiies. She sends her benediction to the Society, 
and savs Christianity has made great progress in 
that island. 


In France, Protestantism 18 represented by 
the Reformed Charch, the Lutherans, the Lapn- 
tista, the ALetbodis'ts, and the Free Chureh. The 
two first denominations are supported by the 
State, and are on the same footing as the Loman 
Catholics. 

A erent meoting of the Liberation Society of 
Engiand, which is organized to promote the 
eanse of church dises'ablishment, was held in 
Manchester, England, Nov. 4. fBome 590 dele- 
rates were present, among them several promi- 
nent statesmen and acholars. 


Tho Freedmen’s Aid Society of the M. E. 
Charch, whose anniversary was recently held in 
New York, reports, for the year ending June 1, 
1574, the receipt of $66,995.74, and the disburse- 
ment of $66,956.77. The total indebtedness 
against the Society is $17,778.39. The total sum 
of ali the annual collections is $437 239.27. 

Tho income of the Presbyterian Board of For- 
sien Missions for the past six months has been 
only $00,914, a falling off for the same period 
last vear of over #37,009. The Board savs that. 
unless the receipts for tho last half of the finan- 
cial year are much greater then thev have been 
this year, it willbe burdened wich an unprece- 
dentedly large debt. 

The Chriatian Union, commanting on Dr. John 
Flall’s recent dictum in the Mvangelist, that “a 

hurch has no vocation to provide amusements,” 
sensibly thinks that such an attitude on the part 
of the Church is a m'stake. The Church should 
at least recognize the necessity of amusements, 
and discriminate between such 4s are hurtful! 
aud such as are innocent and to be commended. 

The latest theory in regard to John Stuart 
Mill's religions belief is that he may have been 
a Christian afterall. Save the A/Mance: * The 
last words spoken by Mr. Mill will, we think. do 
more for Christianity than many of those pulpits 
will accomplish that hastened to mock at his 
work and memorv. It seems to us thet some 
preacher out in this lofgitude was arraigned for 
preaching over the tomb of this philosopher, but. 
if we mistake not, this dreadfully atheistic Vil! 
has done religion a real service bevond what an 
u/tra-Calyinistic desk might accomplish by read- 
ing narrow sermons till the crack of doom.” 


A church writer notes that the great Protest- 
ant missionary societies are not vet 100 years 
o'd. In Great Britain the Baptist Mission- 
ary Society was organized in 1792, London Mis- 
sionary Society in 1795. Scottish Missionary So- 
cioty in 1798. Church Missionary Socicty in 1800, 
Yesleyan Missionary Society in 1817, Foreign 
Mission Scheme, in the Church of Scotland, in 
1824 ; in the United States the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions in 1810, 
American Paptist Missionary Union in 1814, 
Mothodist Miesionary Society in 1819, Board of 
Missions of the Protestant Episconal Church in 
1855, Board of Foreign Missions of the Presb y- 
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terian Church in 1837. 


Tho Christian Union saye: ‘It is noticeabie 
that the interest caused by Mr. Moody's preach- 
ing does not subside when he himeelf departs. 
lie left Glasgow months ago, yet the meetings 
for prayer, singing, and inquiry are to-day as 
largely attended as ever. The work which the 
pastors and laity of the Scottish churches were 
unable to do has been done by Mr. Moody, bunt 
ihe abilities of the former are calied into steady 
activity by the results of Mr. Moody’s work. 
‘One man soweth and another reapeth’ has al- 
wavs been the rule of the world iu religion as 
well as intemporal affairs, and from the Bible 
we heve also tho admission that though Paul 
may plant, Apollos must water.” 


Queen Victoria, being the head of the Enclish 
Church, has partaken of the communion in a 
Scottish Presbyterian Churchat Balmoral. This 
promises to develop a discussion of close com- 
mtinion as violent in Great Britain as the Hyatt, 
Smith, and Pentecostal cases have produced in 
this country. An English pamphleteer thus 
chides the Queen for her indiscretion: ‘‘She is 
styled Defender of the Faith. We should like to 
know what faith she has ever defended. She is 
officially the supremo governor in temporals of 
the Fnglish Church. Howisthe fulfillment of 
an office of that nature compatible with taking 
the communion of the established religion of 
Scotiand, which is historically pledged to a cove- 
nant for the extirmination of that very prelacy 
of which the Sovereign is the representative ? ” 


The Methodist papers last week all published 
the pastoral address of the Bishops of that 
Chureh. Jhis document occupies several col- 
tumos of the church papers, and is one of much 
interest, since it is prepared bv the Church's 
Grencral Superintendents, and touches upon all 
the great and vital questions which are related 
tothe prosperity of the denomination. The 
Bishops declare that ail the Church instrumental- 
ities have been earried forward with more than 
usual succoss during the past vear. But still the 
Lishops hope for a deeper and more perveding 
work. The Bishops suggest that a little more 
attention should be devoted to the genuineness 
of conversion, that the number of actual! 
church-members received may bear a larcer pro- 
portion to the number received on probation. 
The Bishops suggest that the members of the 
Church should study the ‘‘discipline” with 
greater attention.

The yousg 
minister, supposing this to be a commendation 
of his sermon, started off in good spirits, deliv- 
ered his note, and was invited to preach most 
cordiaily. He saw before him one-half of Dr. 
Strong’s people, and they had to listen one sour 
and a half to the same humdrum sermon that 
they heard in the morning. They understood 
the joke, however, and said they would never 
undertake to run away from Dr. Stropg again. 


A more pathetic picture has seldom been 
offered to the sympathetic gaze than that which 
was presen last Thurday afternoon by four 
sinall boys belonging to a pious Connecticut dea- 
con. Ia company with their venerable father 
they had assembied in their accustomed place of 
worship on Thanksgiving morning, having 
previously laid aside their customary ** mumble- 
the-peg ” and *‘ two-old-cat,” in accordance with 
the President's proclamation.

When convinced of 
their mistake they burst into tears over their un- 
necessary piety, and with loud references to the 
process by which damaged st ckings are repaired 
bewailed their inability to redeem the misspent 
bours of a purely secular day.—New York Ke-- 
public.

VIADUCTS. 


Growing Necessity for Their 
Use in Chicago. 


First Ones Constructed at Bridge- 
Crossings. 


System of the Late Administration--- 
The Now Railroads. 


Completion of the Halsted-Kinzie Vi- 
aduct-..Cost of the Structure. 


Benefit to the Railroads. 


When the first railroad which connected Chi- 
cago with the seaboard, or which, stretching out 
westward and southward, linked her with the 
fertile prainie-lands beyond, located their tracks 
and established their depots in Chicago, this 
city was little better than a straggling town, 
bounded by the river, the lake, the South 
Brauch, and Twelfth street. There were a few 
residences on the North Side, scattered settle- 
ments upon the West, and occasional houses 
upon the roads ruuning south of Twelfth street. 
Lake aud Water streets, one now almost dead, 
and the other given up to commission business, 
were the great trade-centres of the Chicago folk 
at that early day. 

It was, therefore, an easy matter for the 
railroads to enter what is uow the very heart of 
Chicago. The lilinois Central, skirting tho lake 
shore, established itself at the foot of Lake 
atreet. The Fort Wayne and the Alton & St. 
Louis were enabled to run up the South Branch 
to Madison etreet. The many corporations 
which made up the Northwestern took posses- 
sion uf West Kinzie and North Wells etreets, and 
their tracks, running down West Water street, 
connected with those of the Alton Road. The 
Burlington & Quincy traversed the city from 
east to weston Mixteenth street, and, a few 
years later, the Cincinnati Air-Line Road, unable 
to enter the city from the south, was forced to 
run northward, jus: west of Weatern avenue, 
until it reached ingle street, and came in on 
the Northwestern’4 right of way. 

The result was that the present city was civid- 
ed off into two compartments, inc.osed on vear- 
ly all sides by railroad tracks. One of those di- 
visions was Vounded by North and Weat Water 
-treets, by Sixseeath and the lake. The other 
lay between Kinzie and Sixteenth, West Water, 
and the tracks of the Air-Line Road. But so 
little was the future growth of the city antici- 
pated that no one dicamed of the time whoa 
these much-deeired tracks would prove an al- 
most intolerable barrier tointramural trafiic.—a 
barner oniv to be overcome by years of fighting, 
and the expendiiure of immense sums of money. 

VIADUCTS AT BRIDGES. 

In the course of tiwe, however, the farms of 
the West Side were subdivided and given up 
for building purposes. Ths straggling houses 
which lined Madison, Washington, and Randolph 
streets gradually consolidated. The toilers of 
the city began living ia the West Division, and 
the first symptoms appeared of that great daily 
ebb and flow of population which now mauifests 
itself at Madison and Randoloh street bridges. 
The moment this forward and backward tide be- 
gan to show itself, the danger of the cross- 
ings at West Water sireet became apparent. 
In 1859 the West Side Street-Iiailway Company 
began operations, driving off the few rickety 
‘buses which had previouely occupied the fieid. 
Then appeared the double delay which was felé 
8s) long in crossing to the North Side,—the delay 
of opening bridges and passing trains. After it 
had been endured for years, the raising of the 
streets to the new grade furnished the means of 
overcoming the dificuitvy. In 1865 the expori- 
ment of bridging West Water street was tried at 
Madison street, and, proving unsuccessful, was 
ropeated at Randolph street, the railroads pay- 
ing the expense. Since that time the 
work bas gone steadily forward, until 
now all the diltienities and annoyances incident 
to intercourse between the North and South Di- 
visions, duo to the tracks on North Water 
street, have been done away with. The West 
and North Divisions have also. been connected 
by the viaducts at Erie and Indians streets, and 
the West and South by those at Adams, Twelfth, 
etc. 

TIE NEXT DIFFICULTY. 

But the flood of Vest Side popuiation, allared 
by the prospect of cheaper land, moved south of 
Sixteenth street, on the one side, and north of 
Kinzie on the other. The resuit of this was the 
creation of three great thoroughfares, Milwau- 
kee and Biue Island avenues and Canal street. 
Along them the laborers of the Fifteenth, Sev- 
enth, and Eighth Wards found their way to the 
centres of achivity and employment. 

The incroase of the railroad system kept pace 
with that of the citv. The few trains which used 
to move daily along Kingio and Sixteenth streets 
bad swelled to scores, and the task of crossing 
‘hese roads had become one of positive danger 

Notwithstanding the flagmen stationed 
points, the newspapers were daily called 
to report accidents involving mutilation or 
This was especially the case at the Canal 
strec of Sixteenth, and the Hal- 
sted and Deaplaines street crossings of 
Kinzie. To make matters worse, tho 
sircet-car lines had stretched over into these 
outlying districts, and, owing to the delays 
caused by constant stoppages of the railroad 
tracke, were robbed of half their usefulness. 
lugenious figurers have attempted to calculate 
the loss of time occasioned by the opening of 
the bridge, and if to their resuits the delays oc- 
casioned by the passiug and repassing of trains 
be added, the grand total will probaoly show that 
every male inbabitant of Chicago was yearly de- 
prived of a week's time, 
sefore the first step was taken to do away 
with this annoyance, there were years of inier- 
minable discussion in and out of the Common 
Counel, There were some who wished the rail- 
roads to use horse instead of steam power withia 
the city limits, which was clearly impraccicabie ; 
some who wanted the railroads to sink their 
tracks so as to bring them eitaer wholiy or part- 
ly below the street-icevel,—a scheme whirh the 
character of tue ground made impossible,—and 
some who, frighicned by the expense of con- 
struéting viaducts, which was finally scen to be 
the only practical systcm, opposed deing any- 
thing.

plainly seen, it was not until 1873 that anoiwer |

was due in part to the fire, in part to the dis- 
inclination of the railroad companies to make the 
expenditure required, and in great part to the 
strife between the differert wards as to which 
streets should come firat. Where thereare many 
contestants for improvements it is often the case 
that none win, and so it proved in this instance. 
A POLICY AGREED ON, 

The new municipal administration which came 
in after the fire of 1871 reeognized fully the im- 
portance of viaducts, and proceeded te treat the 
subject with some degree of system. The old 
roads, which already occupied the streets, could 
be dealt with only by moral suasion. With the 
new ones, which were secking to enter the city, 
the case was different, and they were required, 
as @ consideration fur the coveted privilege, to 
erect viaducts at such points as the Joard 
of Public Works michi indicate. ‘The 
ordinance by which tho Chicago, Colum- 
bus & Indiana . Central, and Chicago, 
Danville & Vincennes were allowed the use of 
Rockwell and Kinzie streets, and the Alilwaukee 
& st. Paul the use of Kinzie street, provided 
‘or the building withina year from date,—Marei, 
1372,—of viadacta on Halsted, Sangamon, Lake, 
aod Madison streets, and also the annnal eree- 
tion of two yiaducts on streets to be designated 
by the Board of Publie Works. The Chicago &

PIT TO THS BAILROADS. 

It is diffien!t to calculate the exact gain to the 
railroads by the erection of this straciure. Great 
as itis, it would t:kea good railroad man to figure 
itout. Parvof the benefit consists in the free 
dom from the risk of injuring persons Or proper. 
ty; partof it from the saving of the wages of 
flagimeno, and part from the practical addition te 
their facilities for making up trains, the track 
room on Kinzie at Halsted being given up to the 
quiet use of the roads. At present, 90 traing 
pess Halsted street daily, of which 44 belong te 
the Northwestern; 18 to the Milwaukee & &, 
Paul; Pan-Handle, 18, and Danville & Vin 
cennes, 10. Add to this the switching back and 
forth of trains while making up, and the aggre 
gate will be very large. 

The Chicago & Northwestern is less benefited 
by the viaduct than the Milwaukee & St. Paal 
and the Pan-Handle, as the depots and yards of 
these roads extend above and below Halsted 
street, while the trausfer-yards of the North 
western are situated between Ada street and 
Ashland avenue, where there is but little street 
tratiic. 
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OTHER VIADUCTS. 

This viaduct, though the best constrnoted is 
the city, with the easiest grade and best system 
of approaches, will not relieve the wants of thé 
Fifteenth Ward, which must have egress 
at other points. One of these is 
unquestionably to be Sangamon street, which, 
being paved, is a favorite thoroughfare. The 
other is Desplaines street, an important one, 
since Milwaukee avenue there strikes Kinzis 
street. Much as one is needed here, the ques 
tion is complicated by thatof the proposed 
opening of Milwaukee avenue to which the late 
City Government waa opposed.

are interested in the speedy transit of freight. 
li is not impossible that the @iffiealty may be 
solved by the removal of the Barlington & 
Quincy depot to the West Side, whieh obviates 
ali trouble about parsenger-trains, and, by tae 
construction of the Belt Railroad, the traasleres 
fceigut may be provided for.

At present, actors and actresses are paid enor- 
mous salaries. Their remuneration in this city 
lies anywhere between $30 and Si00aweek. It 
i8 this as much as anything which eats into a 
inanager’s receipts, and this must be reduced, to- 
gether with other things. The present apathy 
of the public means that they will not pay these 
Prices. Managers who insist on demanding them 
must go to everlasting smash in the end; and 
when that time comes the actor will find that he 
has killed the goose that laid his golden egg. 
The present large salaries paid actors are owing 
to the competition among managers to obtain 
good people. Theatres have multiplied nowadays 
without any corresponding supply of artists, and 
finished actors are not to be had eawily, for all 
gravitate toward the largest business centres, 
where the receipts are likely to warrant their en- 
gagement at high prices. If bad business were 
coniined to one city, there would be danger that 
good performers would leave it. But what is 
true of Chicago 18 true of every city in the Union 
except San Francisco, where the legitimate is in 
the control of one man, and where thera is no 
competition to divide up the sum nightly ex- 
penced on amusements, Here in Chicago the 
case is different.

IRVING'S HAMLET. 

All the Lendon critics praise Mr. Irving's 
Hamlet. Among those present at the first per- 
formance were Col. Forney, Smalley, of the New 
York Tribune, and the correspondent of the 
World. The firat-named gentleman mentions as 
present: 

In a private box to my left was John Oxenford, the 
critic of the London Times, a copy of “ Hamlet” 
open before him—talil, witite-baired, red-faced, and 
evidently eager for the play; Mr. George W, Smalley 
London eorrespondent of the New York Tridune, anid 
lady, at my side; directiy in front, Mr. George Augus- 
tus Sala, a strong head, protruding brow, aud short, 
turned-up nose, with his beautiful wife; a few seats 
further on, Mr. “nd Mre, Edmand Yates; at the end 
of the first row, Charles Reade, quiet aud alone; close 
by, Chevalier Wikoff, with Mrs, Boucicault and her 
family; and Mrs, E, A, Sothern; on my ieft, Mr, 
Charles Dickens, with the face of his father; back of 
me, Lord and Lady Harding, well known in literary 
and dramatic circies; then Mrs, M. E, Braddon and 
husband; and, in the same vicinity, Lord Hougnton, a 
noted author, I noticed also Justin McCarthy, James 
McHenry, aud many other celebrities of the press, the 
stage, the bar, of Parliament, and society, 

And sums up the performance as follows: 

He gives us @ young nobleman who talks like a 
scholar, not like a stump-speaker; who, in bis fine 
soliloquy, *‘ To be, or not to be!” takes the reflective 
mood seated, leans his face on his hand as ho begins, 
and ponders to himsef, and not as if he were roaring at 
a mob. How novel and touching Irving’s speech to 
the players! He comes in with the head of the 
strollers, his arm in his, in easy converse, in a quick 
walk, and, as he enters, he says, “ Speak the speech,” 
&c, No wonder the house came down at this like an 
avalanche. Nor, in the same fine spirit, but full of 
affection, did he rl on sway and mney Lege wens a ho 

devotion to Horati. Fase Wae y mY

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the players’ scene before the King and Queen. The 
stage wus splendidly upholstered and attended, It was 
the King’s reception room, robed in Danish hangings, 
with the regal chairs of the period, a recess with scrolls 
and books, cfowded with guards and pages clad in the 
Court attire. The act over, the play a “bit,” the 
uncle-King and Queen-mother frightened off, Irving 
flings himeelf into the mouarch’s chair, and gives wa 
to his hysteric joy. Here he was magnificent, full- 
armed with new pointe. So in his after banter with 
the courtiers, with Polonius, with his mother in the 
finale of the third act. Art could really go no higher, 
I thovght, in these fine revelations, He spoke the 
contrast between (he King#, not with the two portraits 
or minatures before him, but in his mind's eye, 
and with great effect. These suecessive triumphs 
closed the interest of the play. 

Mr. Smalley speaks in the highest praise. He 
SaVS : 

I have seen Mr. Irving in “ The Bells,” and other 
famous paris of his, and rather disliked his spas- 
modic style of acting. His nervoug system always 
seomed too strong for bis muséular/ system, and the 
violent contortions, both of figure and of face, wore 
not pleasant to observe. Thought he had unmistakable 
talent, he seemed to me to act to the pit, and to be 
by no means the man from whom a regeneration of 
the stage was to be hoped for. I should heve said 
that he had studied hard, but in the wrong direction, 
He was, so far as I had seen, suited for nothing better 
than a melodrama like “The Bells;” an exponent of 
the school which, m spite of the cultureand refine 
ment he brought to it, remained sensational, and to 
some extent vulgar. In short, 1 went on Saturday to 
the Lyceum with @ distinct prejudice against Mr, 
Irving. I came away feeling that his Hamlet was the 
most intellectual piece of acting I had acon on the 
Luglieh stage, without any exception whatever—that 
a ray of genins had at last penetrated thé dull gloom 
in which Euglish dramatic art lay hid, 

And, strange to say, tlie correspondent of the 
World rakes the actor thus: 

He is dressed in biack tights; he wears a black silk 
jacket with a deep edging of table: around his neck is 
uw beavy gold chain; his biack disordered bair is tossed 
carelessly about his forehead; his face is troubled, 
weariad, pensive, and yet wild. If he had hot to epeak 
be would be a very tolerable Humlet; but when be 
speaks it is with that pomp | Finving voice that has 
eo often wearied me.

Every night for a week the four friends attended, and 
every higat the passion fora Ufe behind the scenes 
grew on Campvei), He became so enthusiastic over 
the minetre!s that he proposed to serenade them at 
their hotel, and his programme was carried out by 
tle ** New Haven Quartetie.” Jefry Brvant, the leader 

f the troupe, recoguized the youhs man’s taients, apd 
uked Lim to sing at Lis beneii. Campbell medea de- 
ded hit, and accepted the ottef or the delighted man- 
ager to jou the trvuupe. At toat time Campbell was a 
tenor singer. The company traveled through the New 

| Stutes, and everywhert Campbell was a prime 
favorite. In 1349 they traveled West, Jerry Biyant 
having quit the troupe, which was then know. as 
Murpay, Wost & Peel's ‘*Campbell’s Minetreis.” 

lu the latter part of 1849 the company opened in the 
Society Library-liooms, New York, with Mr, Campbeil 
asthe star. The troupe ineiuded 58 C, Oampbeil, 
Duke West, Matt Peel, J. H. Burnett, Louis Burnett, J, 
A. Hermon, §. H, Crosby, Charles Abbott, and A, H. 
Barry, Afiers succeseful season in this city, the com- 
pany traveled South, Murphy and West went away. 
Dan Bryant, T. B. Pendergast, and 4. 8. Rumsey 
joined thei in 1852. Campvell remained with them 
until 1854, then he joined the troupe of the late E. P. 
Christy and went to California. In 1855 he joined 
Maguire’sa Sam Francisco Minsirels, Late in the year 
the Backus Miustrels were formed, and he sailed with 
them for Australia, There he sung with Kate Hayes. 
lie remained in Australia two years, ‘hen he re- 
turned to San Francisco and played for three years, 
In 1859 he sailed with Christy for this city, and opened 
at No, 444 Broadway. Owing to some difficulty with 
Myr.

THE STRAKOSCH OPEBA SEASON. 

The New York Herald furnishes the following 
summary of the recent Strakosch opera season: 

On Monday, Sept. 28, Mr, Max Strakosch commenced 
a season of Italian opera, of thirty nights and tea 
matinees, at the Academy of Music, His company 
consisted ot six prime doune, Mile. Albani, Mile, Heil- 
bron, Mile. Maresi, Madame Potentini, Mile, Donadio, 
and Miss Annie Louise Cary; three tenors, Messrs. 
Carpi, Debassini, aud LDBenfratel\h; two baritones, 
Messrs, Del Puente and Tagliapietra, and two basses, 
Mevers. Florini and Scolara, with the usual number 
of singers for small roles, a large chorus, and an 
orchestra under the direction of Messrs, Muzio and 
Berens, The season was not a successful one 
financially, owing to several reasons. The princi- 
pal ones which may be adduced were the constant 
representations of old, worn-out operas, which at the 
present day are only attractive with star casts, the 
reaction of public feeling after the exciting season of 
last spring, When the grandest operatic attraciuons 
were given night after night, and the undue promi- 
nence given to Verdi's “Requiem Mass,” a work 
which shouid never have been given during a regu- 
lar opera season, There were twenty-seven subscrip- 
tion performances and eight matinees during the sea- 
gon which has just closed, and the worss brought 
out may be distributed as follows: Verdi—** Travia- 
ta,’ twice; “ Trovatore,” three times; “ Aida,” five 
times; “Ernani,” three times; ‘ Rigoletto,” twice ; 
and “ The Requiem Mass,” once, Total for Verdi, six- 
teen performances. Marchetti—* Ruy Bias,” four 
times. Donizetti—‘ Lucia,” twice; ‘* Daughter of 
the Regiment,” twice. homas—‘“‘ Mignon,” three 
times. Gounod—“ Faust,” twice, Bellini—* Sonnam- 
bula,” twice, Waguer—“ !obengrin,” twice. Rossini 
—‘ Barber of Seville,” vnce, Fiotow—“* Martha,” 
once,

What He Knows About Music. 


_ 


Injustice of Certain Criticisms upon 
Him. 


Statement of a Lady Who Has 
Known Him All Her Life. 


Vernon, N. J., Dec, 1, 1874. 
Lo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: I recently visited Richard Grant White, 
and happened to be at his house when he was 
cleaning out drawers of pamphlets and newspa- 
pers which had been sent to him, and looking 
through little heaps of memoranda, as most lit- 
erary men must do, I suppose, oncé in a while, — 
generally along while, I presume, judging by 
bis babite in that respect. Of these he showed 
me, among other things, before they went inte 
the kindling heap, three articles from Western 
newspapers,—THE Cxicaco TRisUNE was one,— 
which first vexed me, and then made me laugh. 
They were about his recent articles on Wagner 
and Liszt; and the reason of my annoyance and 
amusement was, that the writers, not satisfied 
with opposing his views, endeavored to injare 
hum by asserting that he had not qualified him- 
self to express an opinion upen the subject about 
which he wrote, but was like the shoemaker that 
went beyond his last; that he might expect peo- 
ple to listen to him when he spoke of Shakspeare 
or the English language, but that he had no 
claim to consideration when he writes about 
musie, because of his ignorance of that subject. 
This, #8 one writer has already said, amounts to 
a charge of literary dishonesty, and, on that ac- 
count, | write this letter. 

l am not a musician in the sense in whieh Mr. 
Grant White is, but I kaow enough to seé that 
those articles themselves show 

A THOROUGH ACQUAINTANOE WITH MUSIC. 

As to his views of Wagner and Liszt, I do not 
feel competent to express an opinion; they may 
be right or they may be wrong; he will probably 
be found able to defend them, if he should thiuk 
it worth while todo so. But the reason given, 
and often repeated, in these articles, for deny- 
ing bis right to speak on the subject, I know to 
be ullerly false ; aud, as the assertion has been 
copied, and is of such an injurious nature, I wish 
to deny it, aud show those who make it how 
wrong and how ignorant they are themselves. I 
am able to do this because I bave known Mr. 
Grant White all my life: having lived, for much 
the greater part of ié and of Lis own, in tlie same 
bouse with him. 

Mr. Grant White’s love of music showed itself 
in his carliest years, and his study of it began 
not only before his college years, but before he 
went to boarding-school. In his boyhood he had 
& meZz0-sOprano voice, and afterward a bari- 
tone, of the beauty of which there are many wit- 
nesses. Music soon became 

AN ABSORBING PASSION 
with him, and be yvave to it almost all the time 
he could take from his studies, He sang; he 
became a member of a quartette choir, of a 
macrigal club, of @ private society for mase- 
singing ; he studied vocalization with the best 
masters. ‘Taking up instrumental orusic, and 
giving himself te it with the same ardor, b 
soon became a member of two instrument 
ciubs, with which he performed regularly for 
years. Not coniént with this, he even got op- 
portunities of playing in orchestras. This was 
in his borhood, or at least before he was 2). 
Such was his love of this music that he used to 
go from Brookl\n to New York, and carry his 
violoncello 2 miles and back, te the meetings of 
one club. He heard all the music that was to be 
heard,—that is, all the good music, for he 
would never hsten with patietice to what was 
poor and frivolous; it was only in the works of 
the great composers that he seemed to take real 
pleasure. But he did not seek to acquire great 
excellence as a performer; he never became an 
amaceur ‘* virtuoso”; and he disliked all display, 
and mere society music. What seemed to fas- 
cinate Lim was 

THE IDEAL OF MUSIC. 

He studied thorough-bass and fcomposition ; 
and I will heré mention one evidence of his 
earnestuess and thoroughness as well as his en- 
thusiasm: At that time it was not 80 easy 
to obtain classical music here as it is now; 
and,.uot being able to buy scores of the great 
instrumental composers, he made scores for him- 
self of many of Haydn’s, Mozart's, and Bee- 
thoven’s quartettes, by writing them out from 
the separate parts, that he might study them. 
Indeed, there seemed to be no labor too great for 
him to undertake in his devotion to the art that 
he so passionately loved. Bunt he afterwards 
provided himself amply from Europe in this re- 
spect; and, when his library was sold, afew 
years since, there was sucha collection of the 
complete instrumental scores of Beethoven, Mo- 
gart, Haydn, Weber, etc., etc., on the catalogue, 
as was never seen before at a book-sale in this 
eountry. These he used to read and linger over 
as he would a good novel. Indeed, he was what 
the Italians call fanaiico per la musica ; it be- 
eae 


ALMOST A DISSIPATION 
with him,—his ouly one,—so much so that his 
family feared he would abandon his professional 
studies and become a musician. He com 
and arranged music. Mendelssohn's ‘* Melusina” 
was first heard in this country in his arrange- 
ment of it fot one of the clubs of which be was 
@ member,—he having imported an early copy of 
the score. He arranged Beethoven's **C Minor” 
also. But all this work he regarded merely as a 
part of his studv, saying nothing about it, in his 
silent reserved way of working and doing every- 
thing. His taste at this time may be gathered 
from the programme of a little concert arranged 
by him, and given ino his father’s house under 
his own direction, at which | was present, when 
he was only 19 or20 years old, aud which has 
been preserved in the family. Here itis:

Avother remark on this point: A gentleman 
well known in musical circles in New York, when 
these denials of his knowledge of music appear- 
ed, said, in high derision of them, ** Way, Grant 
White 

TAUGHT ME TO UNDERSTAND THRE ‘@ MINOR’ 
when we were boys together.” 

These facts, which oceurred thirty years ago, 
will showhow it was that | was both vexed and 
entertained by the assertion in one of these arti- 
cles, that ‘*Mr. White knows Beethoven’s music 
merely from what he bas heard foolish people 
talk about it.” Whether bis opinions of Beetho- 
ven are right or wrong, ie another question ; but, 
besides hearing Beethoven’s music whenever it 
has been publicly performed during the last 
twenty-five years, constantly attending the re- 
hearsals of the Philharmonic Society, and often 
with the score in his hand, and reading those 
works at home for pleasure as other paople read 
books, he has probably played some part ali 
or most of his symphonies a hundred times. In- 
deed, if he were a musical conductor, he could 
probably conduct Beethoven's aod and 
Mozart's, without the score. He kuows them 
much better than he does Shakespeare; forl 
bave heard him say that he could notrepeat ten 
consecutive lines of any oné of Shakespeare's 
plays; aud I know that he can repeat & good 
part of the symphonies by heart. 

Besides all this, be was for twelve years 

A MUSICAL CRITIC, 
and one the authority of whose opinions was 
universally admitted. First he wrote only as an 
amateur, while he was still a law-student; but 
his very earliest criticisms attracted so much at- 
tention, by their evidence of kuowledge, musical 
sensibility, and cultivated taste, that Heury J. 
Raymond, who was then the managing editor of 
the Courier and Enquirer (now extinct), and 
afterwards the founder of the New York 7imes, 
persuaded him to write regularly for the former 
paper; but he did so anonymously tili bis in- 
cognito wae discovered. It was at this time that 
the Loydon A‘/ieneum—doing what was very un- 
usual—referred to his criticisms as promising, 
by their tone and taste, much for the future of 
music in America,—the special occasion being 
one of Beethoven's symphonies, that one of 
these wise writers says he knows only by what 
he has heard: foolish people talk about them. 
At this time, too (it was twenty years ago), he 
published, in the American Heview his 
MUCH PRAISED ESSAY ON BEETHOVEN, 

which, I bave heard, was the first on that sub- 
ject published in Ametica. He was as fond of 
the opera as he was of classical music, and was

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meutal, that visited this country, and sometimes 
critcised them very sharply,—Thalberg, Ferz, De 
Meyer, Hoffman, Ole Bull, Vieuxtemps, 
Bettesini, Knoop, De aoe Frezzolini, Bosio, 
Salvi, Sontag, Grisi, Mario (in hia prime), 
J ve | Lind, Alboni, end others too numeérots to 
mention. And, besides, he knew them al!, or 
most of them, personally, and they played and 
sang to himin private. Ho first recognized the 
talent of Bosio, as also that of Bottesini. the 
sreat contra-basso player, both of whom camo 

ere without any reputation, and to both of whom 
he immediately ee an eminence which was 
afterwards confirmed by tho critical judgmséus 
of Europe. He was alco the first to recornize 
Mrs. Moulton’s (then Miss Greenough) distin- 
guished vocal talent. He had known her from 
her childhood, and long before she had ever 
thought of appearing in public she bad eung 
for him by the hour, day after day, listening 
with appreciation and profit to his criticisras. 

This eminence as a musical critic waa recog- 
nized so much as @ matter of course that an 
Italian sculptor who came to New York and made 
caricature statuettes of distinguished people, 
selected him as (ie musical ertic of the eity, and 
made a statuette of him which you will find re- 
ferred to in “Ik Marvel's Lorgnetee.” I¢ is 
mentioned apropos of a report that Mr. Grant 
White himself was the author of that Work; but 
Mr. Mitcheil (“Ik Marvei”) set it aside on the 
ground that Mr. W. was “too much taken up 
with his fiddle and the composers ” to have time 
for the more serious work of writing the “ Lor- 
gnette.” And, in a whimsical and satirical boo 
‘‘New York in Slices,” that was publish 
twenty-five years ago, which I have by me, there 
is @ passage about him which is

But he hss in reality never 
been out of New York, He is prejudice, » ob» 
s‘inacy, aud all—s very remarkable young man, and 
wields an intellectual! battle-ax between his thumb and 
fore-finger that will cleave ite way in time th lh any 
Front de Boiuf castle of stupidity that be may chance 
to fall in with. That is Richard Grant the 
musical critic of a morning paper. 

The predictions of this anonymous satirist 

seem to have been 
PRETTY WELL FULFILLED; 

but there seem to be also some castles of stupid- 
ity yet to be beaten down. And all because. his 
time and attention being given to more serious 
labors, he ceased absolutely, about fifteen years 
ago, to write musical criticisms. But the musical 
articies that he had already written—not the mere 
notices, but the careful, thoughtful criticiems— 
between 1845 and 1858, would make, I should 
think, two or three big octavo volumes. I know 
this, because I myself have cut them ont and 
preserved them ; something that he was too busy, 
or too indifferent to their fate, todo. And now 
he who perhaps has done more than any othe) 
man in the country ror the eause of the highe 
music, and to make such performances a8 thos 
of Theodore Thomas agceptable and apprectated 

which Mr. Thomas himself handsomely ae. 

now ledged at the beginning of his eareer),— 
of all men, is arraigned bocatse, being * ignorant 
of music,” he veniures to write about it! 

This rethinds me of 

AN AMUSING CIRCUMSTANCH, 

with a mention of which I will close this tod long 
letter. When Mr. Graut White's Shakespeare 
aiticles first appeared in Putnam's Magazine, 
twenty years ago, after il was discobered who 
wrote them, there was an outbreak of surprise 
and indignation at the writer's presumption, 
These wise, good-natured peop® said : “What 
does this musical critic know about Siakspeate ? 
Let Lim mind his own business.” But * Shak- 
speare’s Scholar,” the ‘*‘Essay on Henry VI.,” 
the ** Life and Genius,” and, abeve all, the edi- 
tion of Shakspeare, soon setiled tkat question. 
And now that he takes up his musical pen 
again, there is the counter-cry: “ What does 
this Shakspeare scholar and philologist know 
about music ? Let him mind his own basiness.” 
But James Russell Lowell was a little wiser than 
these wise people. In hia artidle pon 
Shakspeare, he mentioned Mr. White's eminence 
&3 @ musical critic as among the qualifications 
that fitted him for the great task that has won 
him no small part of his reputation. 

One word more, after the fashion—as it 
said—of my sex. In one of the articles that 
have provoked me te this communication, it is 
confessed that ‘‘Mr. Richard Grant ite is a 
brilliant writer, whose wit and language com- 
mand admiration,” and that ‘‘he has the ear 
of the public.” At this day, verhaps, that 
‘* goes without saying; " but there is one other 
pny Bigg oe Mr. Grant White which 1 “sel sure 
that he, and I know his nearest frienus, value 
more than any reputation for brilliancy or style 
or wit; and that ie, that he is 

A CONSCIENTIOUS WRITER ; 
and that, aluhough, like others, he may err in 
his judgment, he never undertakes to write 
critically on any subject that he has not patient- 
ly studied and investigated. He is never, to use 
a phrase he himself is fond of, false to hia in- 
tellectual convictions, and cannot be indaced 
to support what he does not approve, or to 
praise a friend or censure an enemy, except ac- 
cording to his honest judgment. But of per- 
sonal censure, even of his enemies, he has always 
been very chary. Because he has not the look 
and manners of a pedagogue, but of a 
man of the world and of society (which 
isn't bis fauit,—he can’t heip it), those 
who don’t know bim may be led to regard him as 
a suverficial trifler; but what he reaily ts is a 
laborious student, a hard-working man of let 
ters, having always some subject before him, to 
which be devotes himself almost day and night, 
but which even his few friends bardly hear him 
mention until he begins to write about it,—find- 
ing time, besides, for the leading aritcles, criti 
cisms, and magazine articles which bring him 60 
large @ part of his income. 
I HAVE MERELY STATED FACTS, 
as you will see,—facts known, most of them, to 
hundreds and thousands here, and some 
which may be found in en¢lydopedias, and bio- 
phical dictionaries, and ‘‘ Men of the Time; ” 

ut thore who know them will say nothing, 
while the ignorant and the envious slander 
him undisputed. I will only say that 
those who are writing those ill-natured 
untruths about bim would do well to remember 
the issue of the Shakspeare discussion, and the 
fate of the unhappy ‘ pundit,” the malignancy 
and pedantry of whose personal attack upon the 
author of *‘ Words and heir Uses” bron 
upon him so memorable a punishment, first 
from the assaulted author hiniself, and after- 
wards from two or three of the highest or- 
ities in England,—the Saturday Rewew and the 
Edinburg Review. What I have written may be 
quite snperfluous ; for Mr. Grant White’s own 
writings are his best vindication. 
who misrepresent him, in ignorance or gother- 
wise, cannot expect always to have their own 
way undisputed ; and! thought that some au:

THE GAGE CASE. 

The trial and acquitial of David A. 
Gage, ex-Treasurer of the City of Chicago, 
hus produced a profound sensation in all 
ranks of the community. As one of the wit- 
nesses stated on the trial, Mr. Gage was, 
perhaps, the best known man in Chicago, 
and, up to his retirement from office, was 
universally respected and esteemed. He 
possessed the unlimited confidence of the 
public. Ten or fifteen years ago he was 
elected City Treasurer, and discharged the 
duties of the office with acceptability and 
fidelity. In 1869 he was elected to the same 
office by a large majority. There had pre- 
viously been much discussion concern- 
ing the enormous profits supposed to 
have been made by the City Treasurer. 
The practice had been for the Treasurer- 
elect to make some arrangement with a bank, 
or several of them, whereby the officers of 
the banks signed his bond, and thenceforward 
the city money was kept by the Treasurer in 
these banks. The average deposits at that 
time were probably about $800,000. At that 
time, also, the city was not authorized to use 
the money belonging to one fund for other 
purposes. It was therefore no uncommon 
thing for the city to have half a million of 
dollars belonging to various funds in the City 
Treasury, and yet, to meet some demand on 
another fund, would have to borrow at 10 
percent. It was notorious that the Treasurer 
was paid, directly or indirectly, 4 or 5 per cent 
interest on the average deposits in the bank, 
and the aggregate of this interest was esti- 
mated at from $40,000 to $50,000 per year. A 
reform in this practice was made an issue in 
the electior of 1869. Mr. Gage promised that 
he would account for the interest and turn 
over the proceeds of all his deposits to the 
City Treasury. The salary of the Treasurer 
was $2,500 a year, with no allowance for 
clerks. Shortly after his election he notified 
the Common Council that his bond was 
signed by persons in no way connected with 
the banks, and he was therefore able to get one- 
half of one per cent more, or four and a half 
per cent, interest on the city deposits; that 
he would use his legal salary to pay his clerk ; 
and that out of the interest he would deduct 


_ $10,000 a year for his own compensation, and 


pay the rest over to the city. This proposi- 
tion was generally acceptable. The Common 
Council had power to designate the banks in 
which the Treasurer should deposit the city 
money ; but to do this, in the opinion of the 
Law Department, would release his sureties 
from any loss that might result from such 
designation, and therefore the Council 
refrained from exercising that pow- 
er. While the city authorities were 
favorable to Gage’s proposition, there was no 
official recognition of it ; yet no one ever ob- 
jected to it, and the

aged, however, to keep a fair exhibit 
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Mr. Gage and his friends did put forth every 
possible effort to obtain the money to make 
good his deficiency, and while, had there been 
no panic, this would have been an easy thing 
for him to do, it was more than could be ac- 
complished during the financial depression 
and alarm at that time. He could neither 
sell property nor borrow money on it, while 
three months before he could have raised the 
whole sum without difficulty. 

When the time arrived for him to deliver 
the money and other property to his succes- 
sor, he was short in the sum of $508,000 
(not $582,000, as was incorrectly stated yes- 
terday), including interest. The city authori- 
ties at once repudiated any responsibility 
under the implied agreement with Gage in 
1869, and held him pecuniarily responsible 
for the whole deficit, and criminally re- 
sponsible for all that he failed to turn over to 
his successor. He vacated the office late in 


;} December, and was indicted on the Sth of 


January, first for perjury in swearing to his 
monthly accounts, and, secondly, for not 
turning over to his successor $508,000 of the 
city money. The first indictment was pro- 
nounced defective and quashed, and it was on 
the second that he was tried last week, and 
acquitted. 
On the trial the defense offered to prove 
the fact of Gage’s proposition in 1869-’70 ; 
the favorable opinion thereof by the Finance 
Committee and Corporation Counsel ; the no- 
torious fact that Gage proceeded to act upon 
the implied assent of the city to that propo- 
sition ; that Gage in good faith actually paid 
into the City Treasury about $130,000 inter- 
est-money ; that the city accepted that mon- 
ey; and that no one on the part of the city 
then, or until he left office, objected to the 
arrangement; that of his deficit, $115,000 
was locked up in a suspended National Bank, 
and that $15,000 was otherwise beyond his 
reach in another bank; that he had conveyed 
all his own property of every kind to a trus- 
tee, to be held and sold when possible, and 
the proceeds applied to liquidate hisindebted- 
ness to the city. All this evidence was ex- 
cluded by the Court, but it was that kind of 
evidence which addressed itself to the 
question of the moral intention of the ac- 
cused officer. Legally speaking, the Court was 
right, but the equity of the defense was not 
thereby lessened. Moreover, in the amount 
with which he was charged with not handing 
over to his successor was the $130,000 interest 
charged against himself under the very im- 
plied agreement now repudiated by the city, 
and the evidence of which was excluded from 
the jury. The amount charged against him 
was $508,000; this included the £130,000 of 
deposit interest, and the $115,000 in the sus- 
pended National Bank, and the $15,000 of 
other items, making in all $260,000, leaving 
his actual deficit of public money about 
$248,000 morally due the city, and claimed 
by him to have been invested under the gen- 
eral license for the use of the city, and to 
secure which he had transferred all his 
property. Though the law under which he 
was indicted does not make the act a felony, 
nor require, asin the case of larceny, that a 
felonious intent be established to complete 
the crime, the jury evidently, if their verdict 
was an honest one, took in the- whole ex- 
cluded defense, gave to it all the weight that 
it could have had if admitted, and, believing 
that Gage had an implied warrant and agree- 
ment with the city to lend the money for the 
use of the city, at his own diséretion, and 
that he never intended to keep a dollar of it, 
and would have returned it all had he not 
been overtaken by the sudden and unex- 
pected financial panic, gave him an acquittal. 
The rigid exclusion of the entire defense, 
strictly legal as it may have been, had the ef- 
fect, perhaps, of giving to that defense 
an influence much greater than. it was en- 
titled to, and greater than it would 
have received had it been admitted 
and then controverted by all the facts. 
It is hardly necessary to moralize on this 
trial and this verdict. But it is pertinent to 
ask wherein is the business of the office of 
City Treasurer administered now any differ- 
ent than it was under Gage’s proposition and 
assumed agreement with the city in 1869. 
Where is the law under which, if the Treasurer 
defaults, there can be a criminal prosecution? 
The Revised Code, Chap. 38, Sec. 74, defines 
embezzlement to be larceny. Any officer or 
person employed by a private corporation, 
bank, broker, commission merchant, or rail- 
road company, who embezzles or converts to 
his own use money or property is to be pun- 
ished as for larceny. Any State, county, 
township, city, town, or village officer who 
embezzies or fraudulently converts to hisown 
use any public money or property, on convic- 
tion, is to be imprisoned from one to fifteen 
years in the Penitentiary. Ordinarily this 
ought to cover such a case; but would 
it apply to the case of a City Treasurer 
authorized by long usage, implication, and 
consent to lend the public money at his own 
discretion for the use of the city, and who 
loses a portion of that money by the failure 
of such investment? Is not the time come 
when the city should abandon this interest 
business altogether; when it should with- 
draw all sanction or authority to any lending 
of the public money, and should hold the 
Treasurer directly responsible on his bond 
and criminally under the law for any deficit ? 
The city cannot demand of the Treasurer 
interest on the deposits without assuming the 
risk which any loaning of the public money 
necessarily involves. 


THE CONDITION OF WABASH AVENUE. 

The present condition of Wabash avenue is 
a disgrace to the city, in the first place ; in 
the second, it is the cause of infinite annoy- 
ance and delay to the thousands of people 
who are obliged to travel over it twice a day. 
It is now the main artery of travel in the 
South Division ; but it is so frightfully torn 
up that it is torture to man and beast, and an 
enormous expense in the wear-and-tear on 
wagons, carriages, and stages. Some- 
thing ought to be done about it. 
There are two great drawbacks to 
its immediate improvement. A _ large 
amount of the property fronting on the ave- 
nue has no present salable value. Much of 
it remains unimproved since the fire; the 
business-houses which have been erected in 
portions of it are untenanted; the residences 
north of Twenty-second street, occupied by 
business within a year or two after the fire of 
1571, are now undesirable. As the expense 
of repaving the street would have to be borne 
by the owners of the adjoining property, 
they are naturally indisposed to incur this 
outlay at a time when their property is earning 
little or no money. Another reason alleged for 
the non-improvement is the prospect of ahorse- 
railway. Whoever obtains the right-of-way 
for a horse-railroad on Wabash avenue, if it 
is to be ceded, should be made to assume the 
expenses of keeping the entire street in per- 
fect repair. This right-of-way is a valuable 
franchise, and neither the people at large 
mor the owners of the Wabash ave.

For the former there should be adequate 
protection against the abuses of monopoly. 
It should be provided, for instance, that 
every car shall have a conductor for the pro- 
tection of the public, and that every 
passenger shall be entitled to a seat for his 
fare. The owners of the property should 
likewise be relieved from the tax of periodical 
repaving. As the horse-railway would oc- 
cupy the centre of the street, it would throw 
the other travel on either side, and the pave- 
ment on both sides the track would wear out 
just twice as soon as if there were no horse- 
railway there. It would be a manifest in- 
justice to ask the property-holders to repave 
twice as often as they otherwise would for 
the special benefit of a corporation enjoying 
so valuable a franchise. If there is to be a 
horse-railway, and without any reference to 
the parties who secure the right-of-way, let 
us have these safeguards against abuse. And 
whether there is to be a horse-railway or not, 
itis in the interest of the property-owners 
on Wabash avenue, and of the city generally, 
that this handsome thoroughfare shall be put 
into a decent condition at once between Con- 
gress street and Twenty-ninth. 


CHICAGO’S DANGER FROM FIRE. 

Mr. Francis Jackson, who has been a resi- 
dent of Chicago for thirty years, and Curing 
that time has been an acute observer of fires, 
has just issued a pamphlet for private eircu- 
lation, in which he reviews the peculiar dan- 
gers of this city, and criticises Gen. Shaler’s 
method of meeting them. It should be stat- 
ed that Mr. Jackson is a large property-own- 
er in Chicago, and cannot therefore be justly 
regarded as an alarmist. He sets out with 
the statement that the same causes 
which have contributed to the mar- 
velous growth of Chicago have also 
contributed part passu to its danger 
from fire. Among these may be enu- 
merated the level site, cheap pine lumber, 
high winds, and heterogeneous population. 
To these might be added an_ implicit faith in 
the glorious destiny of Chicago, which, be- 
ing deeply imbued in the hearts of all its 
citizens, has been the occasion of the general 
ignorance of danger. Supreme contidence 
has engendered supreme indifference. ‘The 
result is that, after the awful experience of 
Oct. 9, 1871, andthe great fire of July 16, 
1874, the same causes exist to-day as exist- 
ed prior to these trials, and there is 
the same apathy among the people 
as to the impending danger. We persistently 
close our eyes to the fact that we are as likely 
to burn now as we were in 1871, or last sum- 
mer. ; 

Mr. Jackson’s objections to the present 
policy for overcoming the danger are prac- 
tically the same as those urged by Tuer Trrs- 
UNE in commenting on Gen. Shaler’s recom- 
mendations, viz.: (1) We are putting too 
much confidence in the sovereign power of the 
man, and (2) that man [Gen. Shaler] wants 
to spend money above ground when it ought 
rather to be spent below ground. Mr. Jack- 
son goes into practical details in regard to 
our water-service. Unlike most cities, -we 
do not depend upon elevated reservoirs and 
the force of gravitation for our supply. We 
have an inexhaustible reservoir, but it is 
practically on a level, and the water must be 
distributed by force-pumps. Mr. Jackson 
contends, in the first place, that the main 
pumps should be located in the geographical 
centre of the city, which he locates about the 
corner of Polk street and the South Branch. 
If the principal works were here, we would 
have, along with those now at Chicago 
avenue and those in progress at Ashland 
avenue, three sets of pumps _ about 
two miles apart. Add a second crib 
and tunnel off Thirty-first street, and con- 
struct auxiliary pumps about the neighbor- 
hood of Michigan avenne and Twenty-ninth 
street, and another set at Clybourne bridge, 
and Mr. Jackson believes we would have 
every arrangement necessary to secure & 
proper pressure at all points in the city. He 
believes that a standard pressure of 50 pounds 
to the square inch ought to be maintained in 
all parts of the city, and very reasonably 
wonders that there has never been a 
systematic test to ascertain whether the 
standard of pressure and supply is 
sustained at any given point. Mr. 
Jackson holds that, with a minimum 
pressure of 50 pounds per square inch, 
Chicago would need no more fire-engines ; 
and that hose-carts, by attaching the hose 
directly to the plug, would then do more ser- 
vice in extinguishing incipient fires than en- 
gines do now, since they would reach the 
spot sooner and get to work immediately. 
Hose at houses, stores, or in the neighbor- 
hood, could likewise be rendered serviceable 
even before an alarm could be sounded. Mr. 
Jackson criticises the insurance authorities 
for recommending 8-inch pipes, and be- 
lieves that there should be no pipes smaller 
than 12 inches on any considerable street. 
Certainly economy suggests this plan, as 
the large pipes cost no more for the laying, 
and, if properly made, will do service for 
many generations. Finally, in regard to the 
cost of the thorough system of water-service 
which Mr. Jackson advocates: He believes 
that the cost of moving the main pumps 
would be saved within nine years after the 
removal by the use of soft coal, which is now 
virtually prohibited by the residence sur- 
roundings of the present works, and by dis- 
pensing with cartage, as the fuel could be de- 
livered by boats on the spot. The addi- 
tional cost of the large mains, and that 
of the other accessories included in the pro- 
posed system, must look for compensation in 
the saving from losses by fire. The furnish- 
ing of water in itself is a profitable business, 
since the cost of fuel for pumping purposes 
is only 1 cent for every 1,703 gallons, while 
the metre rate charged is 1 cent for every 100 
gallons. 

Mr. Jackson’s pamphlet, as the work of a 
man who has practically investigated the ob- 
ject of which he writes, is worthy of attention 
from the officials in charge of our Pub- 
lic Works and Fire Departments, and also 
of all who are interested in the safety of the 
city. Wedo not see our way clear to the 
provision of the gigantic improvements 
which he recommends, under the present 
enormous rate of taxation and the constitu- 
tional prohibition of an increase in our debt. 
But we are confident that Mr. Jackson is on 
the right track. Whatever money is to be 
expended in the future to provide against 
the danger of fire, let it be in the way of pre- 
vention. Let us have an extension and im- 
provement of ourwater-service before we Buy 
any more water-exhausting machinery. Let 
us have a standard supply and pressure as 
soon as possivle. Let us have ordinances 
providing penalties for reckless waste of 
water.. Mr. Jackson has given many prac- 
tical suggestions to this end which we have 
not the space to enumerate. But we would 
commend the perusal of his pamphlet to 
Gen. Shaler, as a hint of the right direction 
in which reform should be started. Its pub- 
lication is also timely, as it is not unlikely 


that the return of the insurance companies, 
with the over-insurance likely to grow out of 
their cumpetition for business, will increase 
rather than diminish our dangers from fire. 
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EXIT THE OLD COUNTY BOARD. 

The ‘‘ old Board” of County Commission- 
ers isa thing of the past. Its term has ex- 
pired. It is dead, done for, defunct, and the 
fact will cause general relief. Its last official 
act was an organization into a Committee of 
the Whole for the purposes of mutual admi- 
ration. The Board admired the retiring 
President, and the retiring President admired 
the Board, which is some compensation for 
the fact that nobody else ~dmires either in 
their official relations. The President was 
courteous and efficient. All retiring Presi- 
dents are. The Board had been kind 
and indulgent, he said, and incorruptible. All 
Boards are about the time they are breaking 
up. Under the genial influences of this 
mutual admiration he thawed out and 
gushed, and at last stated his conviction that 
“to-day we command the admiration of the 
world.” It seems a pity to disturb him 
in his rhapsody of admiration, or to doubt 
that the South Sea Islanders, the Patagoni- 
ans, and the Esquimaux, as well as the civ- 
ilized nations of the world, are to-day lost in 
admiration over the results accomplished by 
the recent Cook County Board of Commis- 
sioners. The hallucination is excusable 
enough, since it is very universal, and 
greater men than the President of the 
Board have indulged in it, and thereby min- 
istered to their love of admiration and vanity. 
Even Napoleon leading his troops through 
Egypt had to stop at the Pyramids and inform 
his soldiers, not only that all the world was 
looking at them, but forty centuries of dead 
ard gone mortals also, when in fact there 
was nothing in the world looking at them 
but those huge monuments of masonry and 
the mummies of the monarchs they com- 
memorate. Whenever any numlgr of peo- 
ple congregate together for any set purpose, 
be it for a military training, to de- 
bate some tedious generality, to organize a 
bricklayers’ strike, to elect a ward constable, 
or to fix the price of peanuts or green ap- 
ples, they at once imagine that the world 
is looking at them and admiring them, when 
it is doing nothing of the sort. It cares no 
more for them than for the wind that blows. 
The President of the Board, therefore, when 
he climbs upon his pedestal with effort and 
strikes an attitude, and exhibits himself to 
the world for inspection, should reflect upon 
these facts and remember that only the few 
people who can gather about the base of the 
pedestal are looking at him, and even they 
may not admire the spectacle very much. 

While the President of the Board an- 
nounces that he shall always look back ‘‘ ppon 
our relations and friendship with feelings of 
pride and satisfaction,” it is sad to observe 
that he cherishes some vindictive feelings and 
that his happiness is traversed by a fine vein 
of melancholy,—in fact, that he is saddest 
when he smiles. Says he: 

We heve been found fault with by some, and charged 
with corruption in office by others, which charge I 
bave to-day, standing in thie place, denounced as falee 
and cruel, and asa libel upon ue and our people, and 
hurl it back in the face of the author and cireniator. 
Mob law should at all times be deprecaied, bunt, sooner 
or later, this community will have ‘o meet the issue in 


oréer to protect its homes, character, families, and 
common decency. 


Considering the fact that all the world is 
lost in admiration of the Board and himself, 
and what they have done, such a condition 
of things is mournful. It is to be hoped that 
none of the dreadful things hinted at by him 
may come to pass. Itis to be hoped that 
they are only the reflections of some of his 
morbid moments, and that, when they have 
disappeared, he will no longer anticipate 
howling mobs, nor fear that the time may 
come when we may have to strike for our 
firesides and our homes because the re- 
cent Board of County Commissioners has 
been charged with corruptions, There 
facts in connection with the 
recent Board, however, which entitle it 
to admiration. First, that it did not expend 
its genius in erecting a monument to itself in 
the Court-House Square; and second, in the 
words of its President: ‘* We have reached 
the end of our official three-years’ term.” 
These are the most grateful words he has 
ever spoken. Beyond them, there is little or 
nothing in the records of the Board to call 
for any special admiration. 
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THE CONSUMPTION OF WOOD. 

Two years ago, England was in a panic 
over the idea of exhausting her coal-supply. 
The economists chanted jeremiads over the 
bad time coming, until the geologists showed 
that the coal-seams known to exist would 
meet all demands for 1,027 years, 4 months, 
3 1-2 days, or thereabouts, provided the coal 
could be mined. The more mournful 
Britons have since wasted some time in com- 
miserating the woes of their descendants in 
the year 3000, which is the date fixed for the 
failure of the coal-beds, as aforesaid. Most 
of the present generation, however, are philo- 
sophical Micawbers, who believe that 
something will turn up before the world 
reaches that age, and that at any rate there is 
no use in grieving over inevitable suffering as 
long as somebody else is to be the sufferer. 
Now that England has got over her scare, we 
are beginning to haveours. She was troubled 
about coal; we are bothered about wood. 
We burn an enormous quantity of it. It is 
said by statisticians that 10,000 acres of forest 
go into the furnaces and stoves of this city 
every year. Many other acres of forest are 
used here annually for fuel in another and an 
indirect way by the erection of squares of 
wooden buildings, which serve as the prey of 
the first chance spark that has a southwest 
wind to fan it into flame. The fencing of 
the country represents miles of forest. The 
sleepers, bridges, and rolling-stock of our 
railroads keep axes at work forever. The 
supply of our furniture involves an enor- 
mous demand on our forests. It is cal- 
culated that 8,000,000 acres of forest-land 
are cleared every year, and that only 10,000 
acres are planted. Within the last decade, 
12,000,000 acres have been burned over 
simply to clear the land. In Wisconsin alone, 
the Kansas and Nebraska trade takes the 
growth of 50,000 virgin acres every year. In 
one notable year, Wisconsin cut a billion feet 
of timber. Some figures of the lumber trade 
in this city will give the reader an 
idea of the enormous consumption of 
wood that goes on without let or stay. 
The Lumberman’s Directory for 1874-5 says 
that the trade here annually handle 1,350,- 
000,000 feet of lumber, shingles, and lath. 
This aggregate, enormous as it seems, is but 
a tenth of the annual consumption of the 
country. The Chicago capital used in the 
trade’is nearly $33,000,000. The compiler of 
the Directory thinks that there is no dan- 
ger of a timber-famine, but the fig- 
ures we have already given show that, 
unless. the present ratio of consumption 
to production is materially changed, “he 
famine is a mere question of «me. 
Two causes, peculiar to this country, in- 
crease the consumption of our own wood 


beyond its natural limits. The first is the 
tariff, which, by taxing foreign competition 
almost out of the market, concentrates our 
demand upon our vanishing forests. The 
second is the fact that the price does not rise 
and so check demand. The reason for this 
is, that transportation is the chief element of 
cost in the wood delivered at our doors, and this 
decreases so rapidly that it counteracts the 
otherwise inevitable rise in price. The destruc- 
tion of our forests is an evil, not only be- 
cause it threatens to deprive the country, ere 
long, of an indispensable raw material, but 
because it has a bad climatic effect. It is 
vigorously denied that forests influence the 
rain-fall, but the facts are the other way. 
Their capacity to greatly increase the annual 
rain-fall has doubtless been exaggerated, but 
they guard the ground from the scorching 
rays of the sun, and so preserve its moisture, 
and thus, indirectly at least, result in more 
rain. 

The remedy for these threatened evils is in 
the creation, by law, of large forest-resei : 3s, 
and in the encouragement of tree-planting by 
the State and the individual. Nebraska has 
already done a good deal in the latter way. 
She offers rewards for forest-culture, and ap- 
propriates, we believe, an annual sum for 
tree-planting by her own oflicials, appointed 
for that purpose. The Kansas Pacific Rail- 
road Company has set out a number of trees 
along its line, where it was said no tree could 
grow, and has had the satisfaction of seeing 
a large proportion of them thrive. Other 
Western railroad companies and other West- 
ern States would do well to follow these ex- 
amples. 


SEX AND EDUCATION. 
When Dr. Clarke published his little book 


on this topic, he called out a multitude of re- 
plies. Most of them consisted of two parts,— 
virulent abuse of his opinions and complacent 
parade of the writer’s own. It did not seem 
to occur to anybody, at first, that facts were 
what would settle the question. The tide has 
turned at last, however, and educators are be- 
ginning to investigate what has been done 
for the sake of seeing what shonld be done, 
instead of evolving both sets of ideas from 
their inner consciousness. The Atlantic for 
December contains an account of an 
admirable system for the higher, education of 
women, which has stood the test of sixty 
years’ trial in Paris. 

This system was devised by M. Colart. 
His successor is M. Remy. The classes meet 
only once a week, and the session lasts only 
two hours. It is an examination rather than 
a recitation. The lessons are given out one 
week beforehand. Their mastery requires an 
average of four or five hours of daily study. 
The girls sit, during recitation, around 
along table. Their governesses or parents 
are at one end of the room, where rows of 
chairs are placed forthem. The first exer- 
cise is essay-reading. M. Remy reads one or 
two of the best of the essays handed in the 
week before, and comments upon them. A 
recitation of about forty lines of poetry fol- 
lows. In this M. Remy skips from name to 
name, allowing each pupil to give only a line 
or two. This is the only verbal exercise. 
Everything else is in writing. A question 
is asked, and each pupil writes’ in 
her exercise-book the answer. ‘The as- 
sistant-teachers, who are women, inspect 
the answers, and give the successful pupils a 
small counter apiece. This programme is pur- 
sued through the two hours. When the ses- 
sion is over, the number of counters received 
by each pupil is recorded. The standing of 
each is thus fixed. M. Remy teaches in this 
way two elementary, four middle, and three 
superior classes. ‘The first set is for girls 
from 5 to 7 years old; the second for those 
from 7 to 15; and the third for those 
from 15 to 20. A girl who has 
passed through his classes may fairly 
be considered as not only a cultivated, but a 
cultured, women. The marked feature of the 
system is that it does not make those daily 
demands upon the feminine physique which 
Dr. Clarke regards as so fatal. The pupil 
can rest whenever she ought to do so. In 
giving her this privilege, the Colart-Remy 
plan is unique. 


THE SUNDAY-LECTURE SOCIETY. 

Chicago can congratulate herself that she 
is the first American city to support a course 
of first-class lectures on the people's holy day 
and holiday. The Sunday-Lecture Society, 
which opened its first course last spring, in a 
small, cheerless hall on the West Side, has 
had a career of substantial success. It was 
organized by three or four persons for the 
benefit of the community, and the commu- 
nity has naturally allowed thé organ- 
izers to contrel it and make up 
its deficits. If a man wishes to be 
thoroughly let alone, all he needs to do is to 
play philanthropist. However, the deficits 
have not been large, and they ceased to exist 
at all some time ago. About a dozen lectures 
were given in the spring to audiencesranging 
in number from 60 to 350. The second 
course was opened this fall, in the Grand 
Opera-House (Kingsbury Hall). The audi- 
ences have been from 250 to 1,000 strong. 
The average has been over 600. The lecturers 
so far have been Prof. Nathan Sheppard, the 
Rev. Robert Collyer, Prof. Colbert, Mr. H. 
W. 8S. Cleveland, and the Rev. Dr. Thomas. 
The variety of subjects has been great, even in 
such a small number. The gentlemen named 
spoke, respectively, on ‘‘ Physical Piety,” 
‘“* The Human Life of Washington,” ‘‘ The 
Moon,” ** Our Streets,” and ‘* The Agencies 
which Control Society.” Still another chord 
is to be struck to-day in a lecture by Prof. 
Mathews, on ‘‘ The Mock-Pearls of His- 
tory.” The course is to be continued through 
the winter. Lectures will be given by most 
of our prominent speakers as well as by gen- 
tlemen from the East and Europe. A feature 
of the course which will be of especial inter- 
est to Chicagoans is the promised delivery of 
two or three lectures by early settlers here 
on Primitive Chicago. 

The Sunday-Lecture Society may now be 
considered as firmly established. Its audi- 
ences are large, and it is paying its way. It 
is doing the latter, despite the facts that its 
admission fee (10 cents) is ridiculously low, 
and that its expenses for advertising, hall- 
rent, and services of lecturers, are heavy. 
The offer of its present quarters without 
charge has been withdrawn, and the Society 
is now forced to spend a good part of its re- 
ceipts in order to secure a place of meeting. 
While it asks for the services of res- 
ident lecturers, it is its custom to pre- 
sent each speaker with as large an honorarium 
as its exchequer will allow. No person con- 
nected with its management receives a cent 
from it in any way whatever. The charge 
for admission has been fixed at a figure which 
will just cover expenses and do nothing more. 
There is no charity-about the enterprise. It 
simply aims to provide the public with first- 
class lectures at cost. The Society has been 
incorporated under the laws of Lllinois, and 
is, therefore, prepared at present to receive 
legacies of any amount. It deserves a per- 


manent endowment, and will doubtiess get it 
ere long. 

It should be remembered that the Sunday- 
Lecture Society is emphatically not an irre- 
ligious organization. The names of its hon- 
orary Officials would forbid such a belief, if a 
better proof of its aim were not given by its 
practice. It has fixed the hour of its lectures 
at atime when church-attendance will not be 
interfered with by the possibly superior at- 
tractions of the Grand Opera-House. It does 
not furnish sermons to its auditors, because 
they can hear them elsewhere without paying 
anything for the privilege, but neither 
does it provide thinly-disguised rationalism 
and infidelity. It neither attacks nor defends 
religion, leaving both these functions to fitter 
hands. It preaches knowledge, not faith. 
It aims to put literary, artistic, historical, and 
scientific facts within the reach of everybody 
in Chicago. Itopens the doors of its lecture- 
room on Sunday simply because that is the 
one day on which the multitude have leisure 
to learn. Its course has been wisely conserv- 
ative. It has done solid good. We are glad 
to know that it has met with the support and 
the success which it deserves. 


PRACTICAL WORK FOR TEMPERANCE RE- 

; FORMERS. 

If the people who are interested in “ tem- 
perance reform” really desire to make their 
work practical, let them go at tangible and 
well-defined objects. We will suggest one to 
begin with: Let the clergy, and the women, 
and the temperance organizations, unite in 
inducing the manufacturers, builders, shop- 
keepers, and others who employ large or 
small numbers of people, to change their 
pay-day from Saturday to Monday, or some 
other day in the early part of the week. 
Let them prepare pledges ffor the 
employers to sign, binding the signers to 
make this change. It is a reasonable request, 
which no fair-minded man can refuse, if he is 
persuaded that it will result to the benefit of 
the clerks, mechanics, and workingmen. He 
pays out no more money, and paysit no more 
frequently, and with no more trouble to him- 
self. He simply changes the day of payment, 
and if, by doing so, he can contribute to the 
welfare of others, and of the city, he cannot 
refuse. 

Here is the argument for the practical 
reformers to use. Before the panic there were 
3,000 saloons in Chicago ; to-day there are only 
2,500. This reduction is the direct result of 
workingmen of all classes being thrown out 
of employment, receiving reduced wages, or 
having little money to spend im the grog- 
shops. If, then, the reformers can divert the 
money which now finds its way to the grog- 
shops from men who still have employment, 
they can close up more saloons. We candid- 
ly believe that the change of pay-day from 
Saturday to Monday would force 500 more 
grog-shops to suspend, and enable their own- 
ers to turn their attention to productive pur- 
suits. The reason is obvious. When men 
receive their money Saturday afternoon, it is 
with the p.ospect of a holiday before them. 
There are two nights and a day intervening 
before they are required to resume their 
labors. They are in a social mood. The 
holiday affords the opportunity, and the sa- 
loons the temptation. A couple go off to- 
vether for a social drink. They meet a dozen 
others doing likewise. This leads to infinite 
possibilities in the way of debauch. A 
drunken spree, an arrest, a night in the lock- 
up, @ Monday morning’s fine, and a loss of a 
day ortw& of employment, mors than ex- 
hausts their weekly stipend. Or, as one 
drink leads to another, so a number 
of drinks may lead to the _ small 
gambling-houses that are spread about as 
nets to catch just such fish, and so the 
earnings may be squandered. Or a night’s 
carouse which is not slept off may be renewec 
next day, and a prolonged spree may be the 
result, which does not end till the wages- 
money is all gone. The process may vary, 
but the result is always pretty much the 
same. If employes were paid, however, on 
Monday morning, there would be nothing 
for them to do but enter upon their work. 
They would have a week’s labor before 
them. Tired out at night, they would 
separate, and go home to their families, their 
money in their pockets, as naturally as they 
do now. The difference would be a happy 
home, with fuel, and food, and clothing, in- 
stead of a desolate household of wan women 
and starving children. Here is a chance for 
good work. The plan is not entirely experi- 
mental. Wherever it has been tried it has 
worked admirably. In England it has 
been put in operation very generally, and 
always with good results. In many of the 
large cities and manufacturing centres of this 
country it has been inaugurated to advan- 
tage. But weglo not know of any systematic 
and organized movement to bring about a 
general change. Here is the chance for the 
temperance reformers in Chicago. Let them 
fix a date ahead,—say Jan. 1, 1875,—prepare 
their pledges, and start out their volunteer 
agents simultaneously in the various parts of 
the city. Theonly objection they are likely 
to meet is a selfish one on the part of certain 
employers, who will complain of a necessary 
cessation from work for a short time Monday 
or Tuesday to pay off the men. This may be 
answered by saying that the loss of a few 
minutes’ time will be very small in each indi- 
vidual case, and will be far more than made 
up in steadienand better work from a set of 
men who do not go on sprees o’ Saturday 
nights. If the temperance societies of Chi- 
cago want to close 500 grog-shops, and save a 
million a year of the wages of the working 
classes for the use of their families, this is 
the way to do it. 


WEAT WOMEN ARE DOING. 

That very useful, elastic, and suggestive 
article, the United States Census, furnishes 
some very interesting facts which have a di- 
rect bearing upon nearly all the phases of the 
woman question now agitating the communi- 
ty. These facts, in addition to their bearing, 
present some very unique and curious infor- 
mation. It has been one of the chief 
grounds of complaint upon the part of the 
advocates of women’s rights that the various 
trades, professions, and occupations are mo- 
nopolized by men, and that the women are 
kept out of lucrative situations which they 
are qualified to fill. The census furnishes 
some important testimony upon this point. 
In the following table we give the principal 
occupations of females in the United States, 
with the numbers severally employed:

EDWIN BOOTH’S ENGAGEMENT. 


Mr. Edwin Booth, the distinguished actor, 
begins at McVicker’s Theatre, a week from to 
morrow night, the first engagement he bas 
played during the preseot dramatic season. It 
is also the first new engagement he has made 
since he went into bankraptcy; and it was with 
extreme difficulty that he was persuaded to re 
sume bis professional! career at the present time. 
Like most true artists, Booth has been 8 
recluse in private life, and has acquired the 
acute sensitiveness of a hot-house plant. His 
financial embarrassments have preyed upon bis 
mind to an extent that almost induced him to 
abandon the stage in the very prime of life and 
in the heyday of his success. He could not sepa 
rate his bankruptcy from disgrace, and con!d uot 
reconcile himself to earning money for bimeelt 
while he was bopelessly in debt to others. His 
misfortunes are really the result of an over-zeal- 
ous devotion to the dramatic art ; and, if he cao 
be blamed at all, itis only as we may blame an) 
other enthusiast who over-estimates bis capac 
ty for elevating the public taste. Hal 
Booth been a selfish, grasping, @ 
money-making map, he would never bavé 
known pecuniary embarrassment.

His opponents, 
however, supposed that bis condemnation was 
the condemnation of the reform he had intro- 
duced. But the very Council that had deposed 
toe Patriarch excommunicated the opponents of 
his reform. The poiats that divided the Rasxol 
fom the Orthodox Church are ail exceedingly 
childish. They are the sign and form of the 
cross ; the direction in which religious proces- 
sions should move, to the east orto the west : 
the reading or not reading of one of the articles 
of the Creed; the way of spelling the name of 
Jesus ; the inscription over the crucifix ; wheth- 
er the word alleluia should be repeated twice or 
thrice; and the number of Eucharistic loaves 
which should be consecrated at a time. Or- 
thodox Russians . cross themselves with 
three fingers. the Raskolniks with only 
two. The former allow only the eross 
with two beams; the laiter use one with 
four, there being a cross-beam at the head and 
at the feet of the figure. The reason assigned 
by the Raskolniks for using only two fiugers in 
crossing thomseives is that, by so doing, they 
honor the two natures in Christ. The echismat- 
ics call themselves Old-Believers and Old-Ritual- 
ists. Chey worship the letter, because they say 
that the form and substance of religion are in- 
dissolubly connected. To surrender the one is 
to surrender the other. In every word they find 
a hidden meauing. Forms are not the mere drap- 
ery of religion, but ite very flesh and blood. 
Ritual and dogma both come from the founder 
of Christianity. Both are unalterable. A Rus- 
sian Judge not long siuce was counseling certain 
of these sectaries to give up their clandestine 
religious ceremonies. They answered him that 
they were the rites of their forefathers, that the 
Government might send them into exile, but that 
they would never surrender the freedom tu 
worship God as their fathers had worshiced him 
before them. At the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury a Raskolnik writer objected to the Orthodox 
priests that they studied ‘‘that thrice-cursed 
language, Latin,” and wondered that they did not 
deem it a sin deserving eternal damnation to call 
God Deus, the Father Pater, or by any other 
than the Slavic term Bog. The name of Jesus, 
Tissous, derived directly from the Greek, they 
rejected because of its *“‘diabolic form,” and 
adhered to the popular corrup‘ion Jssous., 

The origin of the Raskol and the introduction 
of foreign influence into Russia are coutem- 
poraneous events; and the Raskolnikxs have con- 
sistently opposed every reform which has been 
made since the time of Peterthe Great in the 
consitution and manners of the country, save 
the emancipation of the serfa. Peter the Great 
bewildered the Raskoluik. He chauged every- 
thing. He changed bis Church, his home, the 
fashion of his aress, the names of places aad 
things, the alnbabet, and the calendar. He made 
the year to begin with Jan. 1 instead of Sept. 1, 
aud dates to be reckoned from tke birth of 
Christ instead of from the beginning of the 
world, as had been the custom previously. 
He made the men shave their beards and the 
women diop the use of their veils. Nikone tne 
Patriarch and Peter thea Emperor were as- 
sociated toge:ther in the minds of the Russians 
as the aposties of change. Peter introduced the 
custom of regisiering births and deaths inio 
tussia, This the Raskolniks opposed. God 
alone, they said, had the right to take the num- 
ber of his subjects, as witness the chastisemeut 
inflicted on David. The reign of the Czar be- 
came henceforth the reign of the Devil, or of 
Anti-Christ. Theend of the world was expect- 
ed. Peter himself was loosed upon as the in- 
carnation of the evil one. The Book of Revela- 
tion was being enacted in Russia. The uname of 
the Beast was found io Peter's name. 

The Raskolnik opposed the iatroduction of 
tobacco, tea, and coffee and sugar, for reasons 
auelogousto those for which he opposed a!l 
other novelties. There were those who would not 
waik over paved streets, because they were an 
innovation and an invefition of the Devil. When 
the potato made its appearance in Russia, a 
Raskolnik counseled that it should not be used, 
because it was the fruit by meansaof which Satan 
bad seduced the woman in Eden. In view of 
the changes int:oducei by Peter the Great, a 
new decalogue became necessary, and the Raskoi 
published it: Thoushalt not sbave thy face; 
thou shalt smoke no tobacco nor any 
other weed ; thou shalt put no sugar 
in avy of thy food, etc. Such were 
the new commandments. A Raskolnik 
and a memb«r of the O.ihodox Charch were 
diinking together. The latter lighted a cigar, 
‘-O the hellish poison!” exclaimed the Rasxol- 
nik. ‘And what about brandy ?” asked the 
true believer. ‘* Vino,”—for so brandy is called 
in Russian,—ansqered the heretic, ‘‘ was appre- 
ciated by our grandfather Noah.” All the Greek 
could do was to assure the Raskolnik that there 
was no evidence that Noah did not smoke. An 
appeal to antiquity was the highest that either 
knew of. The Raskolntk cherishes bis beard. 
The beardless face has been called the libertine 
face. “To shave the beard is. to disfig- 
ure God’s image, in which man was 
made.” Man was created with a beard, 
says the Rasholnik. No, answers bis orthodox 
opponent, the beard grew after the Fall, and hence 
in the years of innocence—that is, in youth— 
man has no beard. A beard and the trans- 
gression of the law came to him eat the same 
time. The Raskolnixs do not recognize the 
Emperor as sovereign since he changed the 
title of his dignity from Czar to Imperator, 
wears &® mustache, and carries a sword like « 
common General. 

The Raskols have no clergy. They would ac- 
cept no priest ordained in a Church which they 
condemned, and conld devise no means to inau- 
gurate a new priesthood. Hence they have no 
sacraments, not even marriage. Hence 
immorality of the most degraded kind. 
And they are satisfied to remain in this condition, 
for the rea-on that they expect the end of the 
world at an early day, and do not think it worth 
while to increase and multiply when it isso near. 
The earth they look upon as handed over to the 
Prince of Perdition, and they not unfrequently 
end their existence here by murder or suicide to 
escape from it. Fire alone, they claim, can puri- 
fy this polluted world; and hundreds of these 
sectaries have been known to cast themselves 
at once into the flames, and expire in 
he act of offering up prayers and sing- 
ng hymns. Some of them believe that 
Christ has already reappeared in the world. 
Other adore Napoleon the Great as their re- 
turned savior since his Russian campaign, and 
believe that he will come again te complete their 
emancipation. 

Such is the Rask: l,—that embodiment of radi- 
cal conservatism which willadmitof no cbange 
in religion or in politics. The Russians are 
looked upon as a very docile people, the tool of 
every tyrant. Their religious history, whatever 
else may be thought of it, disproves this as- 
sumption. 
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A singular ambiguity distresses the adjoining 
counties of Rock Isiand aud Whiteside.

A STORY OF GERMAN LOVE.

MEMORIES: A Strorny or Geruan Love, 
lated from the Gerinan by Groaur P, Urron, 
cago: Jansen, McClurg & Co, 1875, 


This is one of the most eharming little books 
we have ever read. We know of only one other 
story to which we can compare it,—the exquisite 
taie of Paul and Virginia, by Bernardin de 
Saint-Pierre. It were difficult indeed to sav 
which of these two tittle books is the more ad- 
mirable. They are both gems of love-stories, 
and those who are acquainted with the 
French one can have no higher arsurance 
of the excellence of the German than that it is not 
its inferior iv interest or poetic elevation. As the 
translator remarks in his preface, this story of 
German love is without piot, incidents, or situa- 
tions. The memories are a connecied history of 
the writer’s love for Marie, the heroine. The 
history of his exquisitely-refined and unselfish 
love runs through the whole of the littie book, 
giving unity to the parts. And how beautiful 
the history of that love is! 

The title of the book is, **A Story of Ger- 
man Love.” It might equally well 
have been entitled, ‘* A Story of Ideal Love.” 
All love isa ideal or false ; and no one who bas 
felt ideal love but should read the story, and 
live his love over again; for the love portrayed 
80 well by the writer is pot so much German as it 
is buman, It ia not the love of ap age, ors 
nationality. It is the love of a youth whom the 
world bas pot yet tarnished—of one who had 
kept the whitness of bis soul—for a most charm- 
ing character, a specimen of the genuine woman, 
one worthy of the love which only such a youth 
ean give. Lhe story is told in a manvuer worthy 
of suchalove. Tne autaor is undoubtedly tell- 
ing his own experiences, 

In the first Memory, he gives us bis first recol- 
lections ; and they are full of beauty. Take this 
one: “I believe I can remember when I saw 
the stars for the first time. They may have seen 
me often before; but one evening it seemed as 
if it were cold. Although I lay in my mother’s 
lap, Isbivered and was chilly, or I was fright- 
ened. In short, something came over me which 
reminded me of my Lttie ego in no ordinary 
manner, Then my mother showed me the bright 
stars, and [ wondered at them, and thought that 
she had made them very beautifully. Lhen I felt 
warm again, and could sleep well.” Here was 
bis birth to a consciousoess that be was bim- 
self, with an individuality distinct from every 
thing avout him, Soon, however, childhood is 
over, and he learne to draw a distinction be- 
tween bis father, mother, sisters, aud friends, 
andthe ‘‘multituae of strange people.” Aud 
80, when, 1 the second Memory, he is intro- 
duced to the Priucess in the. castle, he is repri- 
manded by his father for runuiog up to ber be- 
cause sle was beaut.fuland smiled so lovingly, 
and throwing bis arms a:ouud ber neck and Kiss- 
ine her, ss he used to kiss his mother. He is 
told tuat be should not do that to strangers, of 
the existence of whom be had nos ‘yet dreamed, 
—ithe boy's first disappoiatment, first reminder 
that the world is not all love, and that even the 
best promptings of the heart must be sup- 
pressed in obedience to the commands of 
a wisdom whose source ig in the perversity o! 
map. 

The joyousness of opening being is admirabiy 
depicted in this and the following Memory, 
where we assist act the birth of love in the heart 
of the child, at the preseoce of the Piincess’ 
daugliter, the Countess Marie. It is the man 
that is relating the story of his yourh’s love. 
*[ cuow not,” he says, *“‘ when I saw her for 
the first time. Sbe emerges from the darkness 
of memory, slowly and graduallv,—at first like 
an airy shadow, waich grows more and more dis- 
tinct as it approaches nearer aud Lvearer,—at last 
standing before my soul like the moon, which, 
on some stormy night, throws back the cloud. 
veils from across its face. She was always sick, 
and suffering, and silent; andl never saw ber 
except reclining on her couch, upon which two 
servants brought beriuto the room, and carried 
her out again when she was tired. There she 
lay iv her flowing white drapery, with her hands 
generully folded. Her face was so pale, and yet 
so nuild, and her eves so deep and unfathomable, 
that I often stood near ber, lost ia thought, and 
looked upon her, and asked myself if she was 
not one of the ‘sirauge people’alao. . . . I 
do not know how oid sue was at that 
time. She was 80 #«=Xihelpless that she 
seemed hke a child, and yet was 60 
serious aud siieut that she could pot 
have been one.” This isthe woman whom he 
loved as only a boy could love, and whom, in the 
enc, be coulo cali Lis only for a few hours; for, 
as the Hoprath informed him, the night after 
she had said to him, ‘‘Iam yours. God willed 
it. Take me, justasIam. SolongasI live I 
am yours; and may God bring us together 
again in a more beautiful life, and recompense 
your life,”—she died. 

We do not care to give a sketch of the story 
from the beginning of the boy’s love to its close 
when be was @ man, with her exit from the 
scene. Wecould ouly do injustice to the story, 
which is so short that condensation is impossi- 
ble. Besides, no idea of the tale can be obtuin- 
ed except by reading it itself. The most we can 
do is to acquaint the reader with some of the 
beauties of the book by afew more extracts 
from ite pages. Wedo so almost at random. 
Here is one : ; 

But, if thie ali, with its smallest and its greatest, 
witb its wiedom and its power, with the wonders of 
its existence and the existence of its wonders, is the 
work of a Being in whose presence thy soul does 
not shrink back, before whom thou falless prostrate in 
a feeling of meekness and nothingness, and to whom 
thou risest again in the feeling of His love and mercy ; 
if thou really feelest that something awells in thee 
more endless and eternal than the cells of the 
flowers, the spheres of the plants, and the life of the 
insect ; if thou recognizest in thyself, as in a shadow, 
the reflection of the Eternal which illuminates thee : 
if thou feelest in thyself, and under and above thyself, 
the omuipresence of the Real, in which thy seem- 
ing becomes being, thy trouble rest, thy solitude 
universality,—then thou knowest the One to whom thou 
criest in the dark night of life, “‘ Creator and Futber, 
Thy will be done, in Heaven as upou Eurth; and as on 
Earth, so also in me,” Then it grows brnght in and 
about thee. The daybreak disappears with its cold 
miste, and &@ new warmtb streams through shivering 
Nature, Thou hast foursd a Hand which never again 
leaves thee,—which hoids thee when the mountains 
tremble and moons are extinguished. Wherever thou 
mayst be, thou art with Him, and He with thee. He 
is the eternelly-near, ard His isthe world, with its joys 
and sorrow®, . .« « ith such thought | went on 
my way. °

We only regret that the name of the au- 
thor of the original, Max Muller, the celebrated 
plilologist,has been omitted from the titie-page. 
For this omission we can see DO good reason.

THE DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION. 


OUTLINES OF COSMIO PHILOSOPHY, BASED ON 
THE DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION : Wiru Carrrt- 
CIsM# ON THe Postrive ParLosorpuy. By Joun 
Fisxe, M.A, LL. B., Assistant Librarian at Har- 
vard University. Boston: dames RB, & Co, 
1875. Two Volumes, 

In seeking to convey to the genera! reader any 
satisfactory account of thease volumes, the re- 
viewer, in the limits of s& newspaper-article, 
labors under a disadvantage which is manifest in 
an endeavor to state with brevity and clearness 
the scope and bearings of the subject with which 
they deai. To thus set forth the principles and 
data of a Philosophy of which two closely-print- 
ed volumes profess to contain but an outline, 
would, if it were possible, be so bald and frag- 
mentary a sketch that it would render but small 
justice to an author, and remain probably a dis- 
paragement to the originators and defenders of a 
doctrine so grand in its proportions, and so far- 
reaching 10 its applications, as that which, eom- 
prebended under the titie of Evolution, is now 
s:auding on trial before the scientific world. 

It would be difficult for a wiiter to appear who 
would be enabled to claim the merit of any very 
great origivality while the man who, years ago, 
marked out the course, sketched far ahead the 
outlines, aud defined the boundaries to which 
Evolution ahould conform, still lives, and devel- 
ops with a master hand the details of his Philos- 
ophy. Mr. Spencer, slowly and carefully enun- 
ciating his doctrines, and binding them by the 
applications which Science in the past, and, in- 
deed, almost daily, by the discovery of new 
facta, places at hia disposal, has reached rather 
more than half of the distance to that goai for 
which he set out alone, unsustained, and ex- 
posed to the bostility of adverse critica. A host 
of writers bave meanwhile arisen, who—pro— 
jecting into thefuture, in advance of Mr. Spen- 
cer, the implications they deemed to foliow upon 
the establishment of his First Principles—have 
eondemued or exalted the Evolution Philosophy, 
as they were its opponents or defenders. Mr. 
Fiske, indeed, claims but little, in his pages, of 
original matter. He would bave us understand 
that his book is illustrative and explanatory of 
Mr. Spencer's Philosophy; aud that, scattered 
through the volumes, is much matter corrobora- 
tive of and sustaining Mr. Spencer's position ; 
and, in the bigher divisions, working out more 
in detail, aniin advance of Mr. Spencer's owa 
volumes, tue application of the principles of 
Evoiution to tus sciences of Sociology and dlo- 
rality. 

[tis hardly w.thia the province of a newspa- 
per to explain the details of @ system of Phiios- 
opby, or to espouse ite cause. The Philosophy 
of Evolution is now attracting a share of atteu- 
tion among tuinking persons which places it 
above the petty criticisms of fanatics or bigots. 
A vast pumber—indeed, it is claimed the ma- 
jority—of scientific men admit its many 
excellences io explaining the various ob- 
secure phenomena of inorganic and organic 
nature. In the Sciences of Life, Miad, 
and Society, no less than in Physics, 
ithas been a powerful aid in the solution of 
questions which for centuries have been a 
stumbliug-block to the foremost thinkers of 
every generation. In Law, iw History, in the 
comparisous of Language, Literature, and 

veligion, its influence has been felt; and 
it hss revolutionized the conceptions of men 
as to the origin of their civilization, and of their 
ideas of Life, Sociery, and Morality. 

Leaving aside for the moment the considera- 
tion of that first question over which so much 
argument—and ink—bas been wasted, the na- 
ture of the First Cause of all things (remarking 
thatit is not tae cause of chauges of creation 
with which Evolution is covcerned, but the man- 
ner of their operation), let us briefly indicace 
the starting-points of the Puilosophy: 

We bave, as the foundation of all phenomena, 
two factors: an enduring and inextinguishable 
matter, and a persistent and imperishavle force. 
[These two, however they were originated, and 
bowever they are sustained, form tae basis upon 
which all visible eifects are built. Exhibited 
under all aspects; permeating the entire Cos- 
mos; equally at home in inorganic and organic 
forms; inthe piece of coalwemine; in the 
chemical substances we build up in the labora- 
tory; in the plant and tree which grow; in the 
auimal which moves and has a seutient life; in 
the infant whica arrives at last at man’s estate, 
and in all the fullness of miad and intellect he 
displays; in the aggregation of men into 
societies; and of ali departments of know!l- 
edge over which they have attained 
dominion; in the engine which moves 
their bodies, and the telegraph which 
transfers their ideas; in the laws which govern 
them ; in the esthetic feelings they exbibit; in 
the emotions they display, and the sentiments 
they cherish,—tlere is the same rhythmical in- 
ter-change aud reaction of this undving force 
upon this ever-changing but never-disappearing 
matter. And the all-comprehending law of Evo- 
lution is the same eternal law under which these 
changes take place, now and from the beginning ; 
and the manner of its operation, in the techui- 
cal language of philosophy, is *“‘an integration 
of matter and concomitant dissipation of mo- 
tion; during which the matter passes from an 
indefinite, incoherent homogeneity to a definite 
coherent heterogeneity; and during which the 
retained motion undergoes a parallel transforma- 
tion.” 

Behind this law, with a reverence born of the 
knowledge he has acquired, and a cautiousness 
of statement which comes of a familiarity with 
the failures of a long line of earnest philoso- 
phers and thinkers whose descendant he is, the 
believer in Evoiution prociaims that ‘* There ex- 
ists a PowrEr to which no limit in time or space is 
conceivable; of which all phenomena, as pre- 
sented in consciousness, are manifestations ; 
but which we can know only through these man- 
ifestations. 

These formulas, it may be said, are difficult of 
comprehension; they are not clear to the under- 
standing of every-day people who desire to 
know what Evolution means. Like Lepidus 
asking, *‘ What manner o’ thing is your croco. 
dile ?” they ask, *‘ What is Evolution ? 

It matters little that the formula in which is 
expressed the doctrine of Gravitation is incom- 
prehensible ; that the grand sentences of St. 
Paulin the Corinthians, so often repeated, in 
which men profess an unbounded faith, are a 
mystery not yet fathomed,—they require that 
this theory of Evolution shall be made plain as 
a primer, that he who runs shall read and under- 
stand. But, as there is no excellence without 
great labor, 80 is there no comprehension of Ev- 
olution (or, we might add, of the Differential 
Calculus, or the laws of Political Economy) 
without bard study. In our time, when the very 
foundations of creeds.and religions (so-called) 
are trembling under the revelations of the 
workers in natural knowledge; when faith 
is shaken; when the old __ traditions, 
one by oue, are swept away by the advancing 
wave of scientific demonstration,—it behooves 
every man who, mindful of the tendencies of 
modern thought, seeks an explanation of the 
phenomena of Nature which sball be in accord- 
auce with that basis of fact which cannot be 
gainsaid, to examine closely and patiently **> 
evidence upon which it is based ; to meditate— 
laboriously it may be—upon the opinions ad- 
vanced, the reasons given, and the facts brought 
forward, which have, within a few years, created 
anew schooi of Philosophy, and remodeled our 
conception of the Cosmos. 

To the earnest and painstaking thinker, who 
desires the acquisition of this knowledge, there is 
much labor in store ; and these volumes of Prof. 
Fiske will give, in the shortest way at present 
attainabie, the information concerning the scope

ORGANIZING THE FORCE. 

The following selection is taken from the 
Yokohama Datiy of the 20th September last, and 
is the first public allusion of any consequence to 
the new civic experiment:

great success, Tue position of Kiokkithahatta has 
been awarded to the energetic Young Taikee- 
talkee, the umbrella - maker, Much = difficul- 
ty has been experienced in finding an 
old woman of such extraordinary ferocity as the Grani- 
reno of the city of mighty conflugrations, but peuding 
an official appointment the duties of the position will 
be performed by the aged Skoldu-an-Skrachu, who, 
after railing four different husbands to death, was 
under sentence of decapitation for slaying ber grand- 
son because he had accepted a position in a local fire- 
insurance company. The position of Jaycreem of the 
force will be taken by the well known Rosi-Nosi, while 
an able Myk-Ikki, agsistant to him in both 
political ana police matters, has been 
cured in the person of Takee-Krossce. Three 
Yaconins to command the three divisions 
into which the city has been divided have been chosen, 
10 assist when a full supply of Sergeants have been ap- 
pointed, The fullcomplement of Kopps has not yet 
been secured, as not all of the applicants can show that 
they voted the straight ticket ai tie last election. Due 
regard is being paid to secure strong kopps, but of 
course their political leanings must, in accordance 
with the American system, be firet considered, The 
detective f rce has been placed in the hands of men 
intimately acquainted with the thieves of the city, and 
itis expected thatin all robberies which occur they 
will be abie to secure “* squealers”—the American term 
for athief wlio tells upon another thief—who will 
provide them with the “dead open = and 
shut ” or the ** dend give away,”— 
that is, tell them all about “it and 
secure the capture of the thievea and recovery of the 
““swag,”’ or articles stolen. Inthe matter of the de- 
tective department, however, the Japanese force will be 
an improvement, financially, over that of Chicago, in 
that, instead of paying salaries, a large bonus will be 
charged the detectives, the observations of the Tycoon 
of Yunghysoon abroad having satisfied him that pay- 
ing them salarios was worse than a work of superoga- 
tion. Police stations have been builtin the most un- 
comfortable quarters of the city, with underground 
cells which display a proper emount of discomfort 
and lack of ventilation, and the Bridewell, which has 
been built to accommodate 10,000 prisoners, is nearly 
completed, In a week from to-day the Kopps will be- 
gin their workin Japan. Woethento the citizen of 
Yokohama who is brought by them before the recently- 
appointed Banyons of the Peace, who will have the 
awarding of punishments in hand. 

TESTING THE ARMS, 

The following, from the same paper, appeared 
on the 22a of September: 

Several interesting experiments were made yester— 
day afternoon, in the court of the Mikado’s palace, 
with a view of testing the much-vaunted powers and 
varied applicability of the police weapons brought over 
from Chicago by the Tycoon of Yunghysoon, the suc- 
cess of whose visits to the land of the Mighty Eagle 
will be assured to those who read the following report, 
The several experiments were conducted in the pres- 
ence of the Mikado, and under the direction of the 
Tycoon, The first weapon tested was the truncheon, 
which is the favorite of the Kopp of foreign lands, who 
uses it with deadly efiect upon the inoffensive metm- 
bers of a demonstrative mob in order to inspire 
with terror the breasta of those whose intents are 
really evil. About one hundred condemned prisoners, 
men, women, and boys (partof those arrested in the 
recent rebellion at Arkansaku), were brought into the 
court-yard, and huddled together. Two well-known 
wrestlers who have been admitted to the force were 
then armed with the truncheon and ordered to pro- 
ceed, It took them but half an hour to kill the rebels, 
In accordance with instructions from the Tycoon of

the experiments, were those made with the revolver. 
Another batch of rebels was brought into the court, 
and the manuer in which the Tycoon brought them 
| down, at various distances, caused the most intense 
satisfaction to the Mikado, the execution accomplished 
by the little weapon fairly astonishing him. A still 
greater proof of tne perfection of the arm was in store 
forhim. As he was uttering his words of praise his 
eye fell upon old Mother Kalu-lulu standing upon her 
doorstep at a distance of about 400 feet. The Mikado 

asked the Tycoon if it were possible to strike 
® mark #o far distant, and told him at any 
rate to try. The Tycoon brought the old 
lady down at the first fire, and informed the 
Mikado that he had not seen so extraordinary a shot 
since he left Chicago, where he had seen the same feat 
performed under almost similar circumstances, The

A GOOD SEND-OFF, 

The Yokohama Daily of the 25th Septem- 
ber contains the following send-off of the new 
Japanese police force: 

This morning, the Yokohama Kopps begin their 
work of reorganizing the city, Although of iate years 
it has seemed that the city was free of troubles of all 
kinds, the Mikado is of the opinion that this seeming 
tranquillity may be merely the precursor of an outbreak 
against the Imperial power, aud he believes that the 
creation of a power which will supervise the actions 
of each citizen will tend greatly towards the safety of 
the State. It is to be hoped that the citizens of Yoko- 
hama will henceforward be very circumspect in their 
actions, as any breaking of the laws will be visited by 
the Banyons of the city with condign punishment. 
The police force of the city numbers 600 men, exclu- 
sive of oilicers, and it will be their faultif they do not 
discover by to-morrow evening that Yokohama is the 
most sinful city in the universe. 

THE FIRST DAY’S WORK. 

The energetic manuer in which the Mongolian 
police-force transacted their tiret day's business 
is attested by the following extract from the 
Yokohama Daily of the 26th September : 


Nobody had any idea that the City ef Yokohama 
was #0 utterly depraved until the fact was proved by 
the enormous number of arrests made by the new 
police yesterday. The total number of prisoners in- 
carcerated in the station-house cells, which were only 
made to accommodate 1,000 prisoners, was 2,400, being 
an average of four for each man. Cousiderable troubie 
was experienced in accommodating this large number 
of prisonefe, but as they all came out alive it is pre- 
sumed that the cell accommodation will be equal to ail 
emergencies. An amusing incident occurred at Sta- 
tion No, 13, which had been paved with patent asphalt, 
in imitation of the latest Chicago etation, on account 
of the pigtails of a large number of the prisoners hav- 
ing got caught in the sticky compound, 
but a pair of scissors 8001 set 
them at their ease, It became apparent 
to the three Banyons of the Peace that they could not 
possibly in one day satisfactorily try all the prisoners 
according tothe American system, #0 they met to- 
gether and decided that a thirty days’ rest in the 
Bridewell was the proper punishment for ail arrested, 
It is probable that, inasmuch as many of the arrested 
are of high rank, considerable revenue will be derived 
on account of the releases of the incarcerated. 

THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS. 

The following report from ,the Yokohama 
Daily ot the 3d October shows that the Jap- 
anese Board of Commissioners does not staud 
behind that of Chicago in the extreme wisdom 
of its decisions of cases brought before it. 

Tne Siyolemark, the Klokkithahatta, and the 
Granireno met at their office yesterday to try charges 
against otlicers of the Yokohama police force. 

The first prisoner called was the Kopp Striki-Striki, 
who was charged by the Jaycreem with baving shame- 
fully maltreated a citizen named Tali-Tolu, The evi- 
dence in the cage showed that the Kopp was arresting 
a young girl for squinting, when the oflicious Tali- 
Tolu ventured to show that the girl had done so from 
her birth, and could not help doing so. The Kopp 
naturally resented this interferenee, and knocked Tali- 
Tolu down, shot him through the thigh, and then 
dragged him to the station-house, with the assistance 
of his comealongs. The Siyolemark, in disposing 
of the case, said that be felt bound 
in all imstances to # £support the diynity 
of the police force, It did not follow because a police- 
man was paid by the city, that citizens shouid look up- 
on him as a bireling whom they could oppress at will 
and treat as they pleased. ‘Lhe police-oflicer was a 
representative of the Mikado’s grandeur, and it ill-be- 
came such Offenders against the peace as Tali-Toiu to 
bring disgrace upon the force, Tue 
charges against the defendant should be disinissed, and 
tue prosecutor fined in 1,000 bushels of riee, It need 
only be remarked that Tali-Tolu is only a palanquin- 
bearer, while Striki-Striki was especially recommend d 
as a fit member of the force by the i'ycoon of Twanki- 
te, to insure a full appreciation of the wisdom of the 
decision, 

The next case was that of Cheeki-Cheeki, a Kopp who 
gained his admission tothe force simply on account 
of personal merits, He 
pertinent language towards Hi-toni, a prominent 
citizen of Yokohama, The evidence in the case showed 
that Hi-toni, while going home yesterday night, afier 
spending the evening at a sak!—house (Angiice—wuhisky-

MORE CRIME. 

The same paper of the 10th October again 
reverts to the increase of crime in Yokobama as 
follows: 

The number of burglaries committed within the 
past few days gives us reason once again to thank the 
gods that we lave a police force on the Chicago plan. 
Waat would our coudition be without the Kopps! 
Five citizens were robved of all their itzebues last 
night in the saki-house of Nikgeeri, and the saki-house 
Djim-magari was the scene of & most disagreeable 
‘“‘unpleasautness ” (ihe American term for any crime 
in the vicinity of murder or manslauguter) between 
the proprietor and tie notorious Buncko-myk, the lat- 
ter attempting to shoot the former, Buncko-mya was 
arrested and locked up, but as he has of 
late proved himself a valuable adviser of the 
Board of Commissioners on police matters, he was re- 
leased in a few minutes, and it is not probable that any 
punishment will be meted out to him, It is doubtful, 
however, that the Mikado will appoint him Adviser- 
General of the Board, as had been confidently ex- 
pected, until the uupleasantness has “‘ blown over,” 
(An American term expressing the oblivion granted to 
those high in office, or of Considerable wealth or po- 
litical power.) Strange to say, some of these rob- 
beries, for which no srrests were made, occurred 
right under the eyes of the police, but as this is a 
thing which happens elsewhere very frequently, there 
1s nO cause Of the complaints which itis hinted one of 
the parties robbed had the audacity to make this morn- 
ing te the Myk-I kiki, 

THE POLICE VINDICATED. 

On the llth October the same paper re- 
cords the summary vindication of the Yokohama 
police of the complaints referred toin its pre- 
vious issue, as follows: 

The citizen, AkK-wapea, who had, on the hearing of 
the Myk-Ikki, accused the Yokohama Kopps of genera! 
incapacity, was yesterday brought before the Board of 
Commissioners to answer. The evidence of the Myk- 
Ikki showed that the accused had, at the the station, 
on the evening that he was arrested for being robbed, 
used the following words: “ I think that the police 
force of Yokohama is a sham and afraud.” The ac- 
cused, who was permitted to make a statement, said 
that while being robbed by two wrestlers, who had 
rushed upon him from the door of a saki-house, he 
called for assistance to these Kopps, who were dozing 
on the door-step of the Louse, The Kopps declined to 
interfere until the robbery and escape of the thieves 
had been consummated, and then arrested him on a 
charge of being drunk, which charge was untenable, 
inasinuch as the accused was Grand-Daimio of the 
Yokohama Chapter of the Anti-Saki Society of 
Japan, and never drank anything but water 
in hia life. Just here the Siyolemark broke 
in with unwonted impetuosity, and declined to hear 
any more testimony in the case, He eaid he had his 
opinion of a man who stood unblushingly before the 
Court and acknowledged that he was a confirmed 
water-drinker, It was well known that a persistent 
abstinence from those invigorating beverages whose 
stimulating powers bore evidence at once to the good- 
ness of the gods and the ingenuity cf man invariably 
resulted in the lowering of the moral tone and the 
weakening of the physical powers of the abstainer, It 
had long been a matter of great concern to him to see 
that the secret society, of which the accused was one 
of the leader#, was becoming a mighty political power, 
whose suppression he would henceforward try to se- 
cure. The evidence in the case was clear, and the ac- 
cused must be sentenced to capital punishment. Of 
course the Klokkithahatta and the Granireno coin- 
cided with this opinion, and in five minutes the head 
of the accused was very neatly shceed off by the civic 
executioner, We hope that this willbe warning to 
gambiers in the future, 

GRANIRENO, 

The following is fromthe same paper of the 
12th October: 

We regretto state that our Citi-Hall news of to-day 
is not so fullas it would have been but for an unfor- 
tunate display of ferocity on the part of the Granireno, 
Our reporter, who had in the morning epent several 
hours in a saki-house and consequently was in a 
frame of mind wherein enterprise outweighed loquaci- 
ty, undertook to interview the old lady just as she was 
explaining the evils of fire-insurance to a bystander. 
Incensed atthe untimely interruption, the Granireno 
seized Lit-elfranki by the throat, knocked him down 
the steps of the Citi-Haill, and danced upon hia body 
fer the espace of halfan hour. The funerdl will take 
place to-morrow, and a6 ail the saki-sellers of the cit 
have expressed @ determination to attend it, it will 
probably be one of the largest ever seen in Yokohama. 

In the same paper of the 13th of October ap- 
pears the following interesting item : 

There arrived in Yokohama yesterday a Chicago 
Kopp named O’Kal-agan, who has been brought here 
to join the Yokohama Kopps, in the hope that the 
power of his good example may bring the rest of the 
force up to the Chicago standard, r.

To the Editor of he Chicayo Tribune: 

Sia: In his remarks before the Ladies’ Educa- 
tional Society the Rev. Robert Collyer illustrated 
genteel pauperisin by an anecdote of a decayed 
gentiewoman who needed alms, but refused a pair 
of stout ehoes, although she was barefoot. This 
he used as an argument againet aiding genteel 
paupers, especially decayed gentlieéwomen. That 
there is a crying evil against which be aims this 
biow, there can be no doubt ; for often the inso- 
lenee of the dependent portions of society is as 
trying tothe patience as the aggressions of its 
dangers classes ; and the charity which builds 
paiaces for prisoners and paupers, and leaves 
the hard-working members of the human family 
to dwell in hovels, is 8 weak imitation of genuine 
benevolence ; but that a decayed gentiewoman 
should refuse coarse or clumsy shoes 

IS NOT STRANGE, 
nor was the motive of hor decision all vanity, or 
strictly feminine in its nature. 

In the summer of 1863, while on a general visit 
of inspection in a Washington hospital, a nurse 
directed me to a man deemed rather dangerous 
ofapproach. To mv offers of assistance he replied 
with sneoers and insuite. He knew all about the 
folks who were stealing sanitary stores under 
pretense of helping soldiers, and was much too 
eld a bird to be cauvbt with any of myechaff. I 
drew up a chair, sat leisurely down, sothat I 
eould look straight into his eyes, ahd sternly 
asked bim how he dared talk to me in that man- 
ner. He doggedly maintained that he had a 
right to talk as he pleased; and I gave him such 
a lecture as he had not had in along while; for 
he must be conquered, or he tvould probably die 
of his wounds. Afterl had exorcised the evil 
spirit, I left him in quite a good humor, greatly 
tothe joy of the nurse. I saw him again, a 
month’ after, so far convalescent that he lay on 
the outside of the bed-cover, dressed; and, to 
my question if there was anything I could 
do for him, he very pleasantly asked for a pair 
of shoes, explaining that army shoes and horpi- 
tal slippers didnot fithim. I saw the trouble. 
He had beautiful feet, was a cavairyman, and 
had been badiy wounded in a charge as desperate 
a3 that Of Balaklava. Many aday and oft he 
had sat on his steed, or galloped furiously into 
the enemy's ranks, glaneing down, éver and 
anon, on those symmetncal feet in their hand- 
some boots, Lolook at them now, in dowdy 
cloth-slippers, annoyed him so much as to

besides, the slippers did not give to his muscles 
the customary support, and he needed that when 
be bobbled eu his crutches. bBo lI got the meas- 
ure of those handsome feet, walked a mile 
through the broilmg sun, and brought hima 
pair of neat leather-buskins. Their perfect fit, 
and the pleasure they gave, wottld, I felt, insure 
hig return to the saddle a month earlier than 
without them. 

Now, how would it do to assume that all care 
of wounded soldiers is a weakness, because that 
one Was cros8 a8 & bear, Vain as & Woman, brave 
ag a tion, and wanted a pair of pretty shoes, 
inatead of the stout article which Uncie Samuel 
provided ? 

Who is responsible for this human vanity 
about shoes? Not to go further back into the 
origin of things, lot me ask Mr. Coliyerif he 
ever read Ciuderelia, and aided, in any way, in its 
circulation? Did he ever think of the influence 
it has on the destinies of hundreds of miilions ? 
By it, children, from the earliest dawn of reason, 
are taught to regard small shoes as the externa! 
manifestation of all the inward graces. By it, 
every Daby-boy is targht that the

is small feet, or, rather. the ability to puton a 
small shoe. Fach lad is fired with ambition to 
emulate the Prince in choosing a ladv-love with 
the e#mallest possible fect. Lach girl learns 
that dainty shoes arethe title to roval bride- 
hood. ‘To have large feet is to be envious, un- 
just, hateful, and an old maid; while a No. 1 
slipper is the key which unlocke the treasures of 
the Fast and places its wearer on the very pin- 
nacie of human creatners. 

Of eourse, the poor old gentlewoman who must 
needs have fine shoes was a pupil of the Cin- 
derella school; and shall we blame her severely 
if the golden dreams of her childhood lingered 
amid the tron realities of are and want ? 

Have not ali English-reading people been 
taught to do homage before. that wonderful 
bride whose charms were sung by one of our 
oldest poets, because 

Her feet beneath her petticoat 
Like little mice, peeped in and out ? 

How can Mr. Collyer, or any other man who 
has acquiesced in this system of education for 
women, turn in scorn upon them for being what 
they are? It is so recently that they have taken 
any part in the creatioh of the literature which 
molds their character, their influence in educa- 
tional matters is so circumscribed to-day, that 
they cannot rightfully be beld accountable for be- 
ing what they are. The poor Chinese women, who 
have next to no feet at all, are thus crippled to 
gratify the tastes of Chinese men,—not of the 
common herd, but of the authors, philosophers, 
and poets among them; and, by similar agency, 
our English and American women are crippled 
for life, that they may be conformed to the task 
of 


THE IDIOT 
who wrote the romance of the pumpkin-shell. 
Moreover, this shoe-question lies at the founda- 
tion of the destitution of the women who are 
ueeding aid in all our cities to-day. 


A good leather-shoe, such as would protect a | 


foot in this climate, and large enough to clothe 
without cramping it, will last any woman of or- 
dinary habits from one to ree pos : while the 
shoes they wear, in imitation of Cinderella, last 
oné month on an average, so that the money 
wasted on:shoes would clothe a woman comfort- 
ably and respectably ; while the destitution caused 
by this waste is the spiritual death of thousands. 
I doubt if all the obscene literature published in 
this country does as mucb to fill brothels as that 
one fairy tale diligently read in all our nurseries, 
while ita evil influence on the health of our 
women is simply incalculable. ° 

Except the right to breathe, there is nothing 
that women so much need as the right to suf- 
ficient shoe-leather to elothe their feet, and the

Sin: It has often been shown that, in the his- 
tory of reform, great good has been done by 
those who least suspect it, and who have the 
least inclination for so doing. Another example 
of this is found in the much-condemned speeches 
of Robert Collyer and M. M. Parkhurst at the 
meeting of the Woman's Industrial Aid Society. 
That the views of these gentlemen were 
little, narrow-minded, and unworthy of 
the cloth, no one who heard them will 
for a moment doubt. But they have 
unconsciously shown the benevolent ladies who 
have charge of the enterprise what small ideas 
can be contained in large bodies, and what kind 
of treatment the Woman’s Home will receive 
from the world at large. In our city of 300,000, 
it would not be surprising if at least one-third 
the population would take no differtut view of

the matter than what these gentlemen entertain ; 
so there would be at least 100,000 people willing 
and anxious to take up the watehword that they 
have uttered, and prolong their ery of 
** POOR-HOUBE.” 

Will it be the best thing that can be done for the 
working women of this city to bring them to- 
gether to be greeted with this ory ? 

But have the working women’s ideas been 
generally expressed in regard to this matter? 
‘They were not generally expressed at the meet- 
ing on Thursday evening; they wiil never be 
obtained at'a mecting of this kind. I am per- 
sonally acquainted with women working in half- 
a-dozen different businesses in the city. While 
I believe that all of these women would rejoice 
at the establishment of an Industrial School, 
yet not one out of fifty would be induced to 
board at the institution now proposed. If there 
in any doubt about this view of the case, send 
an enterprising reporter around to the schools, 
the offices, the workshops, and the stores, to 
interview the working women there emploved, 
and get their views on this subject. To bring 
the matter nearer home, would the ladies con- 
nected with this scheme be willing to board at 
such an institution? Had they not rather live 


under the shadow of their own vine and fig-tree, 
no matter how humble, than board in this 
$30,000 boarding-house? And would not the 
world admire them for so doing? If sucha 
epirit is to be applauded in the lawyer, the 
writer, would it not be well to encourage it in 
the shop-girl and the printer ? 

it 16 stated that these poor working girls live in 
barrow streets, up two or three flights of stairs, 
in little rooms, with bare walls, but the place, 
wherever it is,

and the woman who supports herself, and makes 
her home a littie brighter than those around 
her, is an example of tue benetit of labor, and a 
missionary to the néighborhood in which she 
lives. Do not strive to make the working 
woman aly weaker than she is, by constantly 
bolstering her up. Edueate her till she 
is strong and self-reliant enough to 
stand alone,—to live up two or three 
flights of stairs, if need be, and, at the same 
time, maintain her self-respect, and, if needed, 
be able to lend a nelping hand to the womah who 
lives a story above her, or give a bit of en- 
couragement to the girl who lives a story 
below. It must be borne in mind that not only 
the women of this, but the women of the next 
geveration, are to be considered ; and what en- 
couragement will the woman of the next genera- 
tion have to learn a business, if the woman of 
this works from early till jate in order to pay her 
board in a place that the clergy of the city call a 
** poor-house ” ? 

ibe individual who attempts a variety of busi- 
nesses usually fails in ali of them; will not ar 
association that undertakes to manage a board- 
ing-house, intelligemce-ofiice, and industrial 
echool, be equally unsuccessful ? To show that, 
ifthe boarding-house part of the project is at- 
tempted, 

;, IT WILL NOT PE A SUCCESS, 
it is only necessary to point to the Woman's 
Home in this city, only balf-filled, and to the 
palaee boarding-houre built by Stewart in New 
York. If it fails, wili it not drag down with it 
the much-needed achooi ? 

The great problem of making labor respecta- 
ble is solved when labor is made to pay, If la- 
bor pays, it must be skilled labor. 't is a pecu- 
liarity, not only of our sex, but of the other 
half of humanity, that what is valued most is 
what costs the most. To make woman value in- 
struction, she must pay for it. Then make this 
boarding-house, if there is to be one, and the 
school, separate institutions, so that each will 
stand or fall by its own merite. 

If such a school as proposed were established, 
and competent teachers engaged, it would, in a 
very short time, gain the good-will of community, 
and be filled with prompt-paying pupils,—pupils 
willing to pay good prices for instruction. It 
micht be said that some giria were anxious to 
learn who could not pay tuition. Let, then. a 
committee be appointed to loan, not give, them 
money; and, when tuev get iu business and able 
to do so, let them pay it back. This would bea 
help that any woman could accept 

WITHOUT LOSING EER SELF-RESPECT, 
which she would doif she were to receive charity 
trom a puoiic institution. : 

A school of this kind could be statted on less 
than a tenth of what it is now proposed to gite 
for a building,.—could be weil established on 
what it would take to furnish the present build- 
ing. Men would be willisg to take stock in an 
enterprise that promised to be a good invest- 
ment from a worldly standpoint, when they 
would not be willing to put money in a scheme 
from which they could have no earthly hope of 
ever regaining it. And such a school would be a 
credit to the city, a lasting benefit to the work- 
ing-women ; would do more to elevate labor and 
laborers than any other one thing could do; 
would not be a charitable iuetitution, and never 
could, by any possibility, be pointed at as a poor- 
house.

** As to classical music,”—here the old gentle- 
man roused up from thé pleasant remiviscences 
into which be had fallen, aud !ooked very bellig- 
erent,—*' it must look toits ways. It must em- 
body the thought and fecling of the life that 
now is, or it must give me something better than 
my daily life, and convey it to me intelligibly and 
powerfully. It must not be for me to learn la- 
boriously to like it, as people do olives ; but it 
must come to me and win me. In that case, it 
has a marvelous future before it, for no art has 
80 great capacities undeveloped. But, if it con- 
tents itself, aa itso often does, with the dry 
bones of literalism, it is

or it will be some day repudiated by the: over- 
strained patience of an outraged public.” 

Here the old gentleman nodded kindly to the 
attentive group which had gathered about him 
in the sanctum, and trotted away, saying, 
* Thank you, I feel much batter.” 

The old gentieman represents a very large 
class, and one which no society can afford to ig- 
nore. hey render a great service to classical 
music by protesting against that which, in 
character or presentation, is false. It remains for 
the musician to unfold the unspeakable charms 
of the true; to show that it is not an anstere 
pedagogue imposing on us tasks, but a wonder- 
ful magician, who knows 4ll the chords of the 
iuman heart, aud plays upon them at will.

Fashionable congregations 
gathered in all the churches that were open, 
and, ciad in velvet and silk, from their comfort- 
able pews they probably gave thanks for their 
luxurious surroundings. In tbe many charitable 
institutions ef which our city is 80 justly proud, 
the poor and needy gathered around well-filled 
tables, and children and the old alike were not 
forgotten. In the evening, whieh came on warm, 
balmy, aud pleasant, the streets were filled with 
happy people, and all places of amusement were 
thronged.

alone formed one steady, compact mass, s0 that 
it was hard to elbow one’s wey through the erowd, 
Streets, as well as individuals, have a history, 
and ‘Twenty-third street has many associations, 
past and present, tomakeit memorable.

BISHOP LEE AND THE IOWA EPISCOPATE.

To the Editor of The Chicane Tribune: 

Six: Your Des Moines correspondent, in last 
Monday's paper, repeats an error which has ap- 
peared elsewhere in his reminiscences of Bishop 
Lee. He states that Bishops Lee and White- 
house were “classmates,”—in college is doubt- 
less meant,—and “ about ofanage.” Bishop Lee 
is credited with alluding to this in his sermon at 
the funeral of Bishop Whitehouse. The old 
adage, ‘‘You must go from home to get the 
news,” proves true in this case. 

Bishop Lee said nothing of the sort. He never 
was a ‘clasemate” of Bishop Whitehouse, and 
never graduated at any college whatever. I say 
not this to his disparagement, but as encourage- 
ment to others who may not have had the ad 
vantages of a collegiate edueation. Several of 
our well-known Bishops owe to no college in the 
land their attainments or their usefulness in the 
Church. Their promotion to its highest honors 
did not depend on the diploma of university or 
college, but on the possession of ‘‘sound learn- 
ing” and special adaptation to the work ap- 
pointed them. Two others may be mentioned 
in:this connection: Bishops Whipple, of Minne- 
gota, and Talbot, of Indiana. No college has the 
honor of graduating either of them. Zhe same 
was true of Bebee Lee. 

Again, youf correspondent says the two 


Bishops, Lee and Whitehouse, were “ about of 
an age;” to speak more correctly, he would 
have said, ‘of about the same age.” Not very 
near the truth here. The former died a few 
months after passing his fifty-ninth year, and 
the latter only a few days short of his seventy- 
second birthday. 

Tbe quotation from Shakspeare indulged in by 
the DesMoines writer can only excite a smile 
from those who knew the two men. 

There are several other inaccuracies in the 
letter of your correspondent, only two of which 
I will notice. The beautiful cathedral, called by 
some the Bishop's church, cost less than $70,000, 
and not $100,000 as stated. It is a model buiid- 
ing in every appointment, reflecting great credit 
on the architect. 

There is no $30,000 to the credit of the Epis- 
copal fund ; but, as over one-half of the lands 
remain unsold for the ‘‘ endowment of the 
Episcopate,” it is hoped that, ere long, a much 
larger sum than named may be realized. 

The future Bishop of lowa may be sune of 
this : an ample support, a residence second to 
none in any diocese, an earnest and devoted 
body of clergy and laity among whom to minis- 
ter, a large territory to travel over, and plenty 
of hard work. 

The foundations have been well laid by the 
late Bishop for parochial and educational work. 
Who will go in and build thereupon ? He should 
be a man of breadth ; tolerant of others’ opin- 
ions ; fitted by education and experience for a 
wise master-builder ; a Low-Churchman of con- 
servative views and ready adaptation to the 
work before him ; ope who realizes that we are 
now living in the niveteenth century, and not in 
the Middle Ages; a good rather than great 
preacher; of good administrative ability 
‘sound in the faith ; in doctnne showing uncor- 
ruptuess, gravity, sincerity; without offense, 
that the word of God be not blaspbemed.” Such 
a Bishop is needed for Iowa, and such a one, we 
may hope, will be elected next week to preside 
over that important diocese. He may not yet 
have been named by any newspaper-correspond- 
ent, though there are several among the num- 
ber to whom little objection could be made, if 
thev would consent to serve. An Eastern man 
will most likely be chosen.

MY GRANDFATHER'S WEDDING. 


A Story of Ireland in the Olden 
Time. 


in the vicinity of a small seaport in the west of 
Ireland. I doubt if richer or more varied scen- 
ery is to be met with anywhere. Landwards 
stretches a broad lake, studded with green isl- 
ands and begirt by lofty hills, most of the latter 
beiug wooded to the top. On every command- 
ing point stands a ruined stronghold; and in 
every one of the many pleasant valleys molders 
a long-deserted shrine. While some of these 
ruius are renowned in history, all have their tra- 
ditions of surpassing interest, even when told 
by the rude peasants. 

Westwards the narrow harbor expands into a 
wide bay, which in its turn opens out into the 
illimitable ocean. The coast isa wild one; it 
consists in great part of a'range of stupendous 
cliffs stretching for miles, and rising in maby 
places more than a thousand feet sheer above 
the water. 

What with its magnificent scenery and its 
wild legends, S—— and its neighborhood is pre- 
cisely the spot to nourish the spirit of poctry 
and adventure. 

Our reg | was one of eight or nine which 
had divided two counties between them in the 
time of JamesI. Towards the close of the last 
century, the period of my story, its prosperity 
had long been on the decline. A succession of 
representatives given to dueling, gambling, 
drinking, rollicking, and unlimited hospitality, 
had sadly diminished its resources. They were 
a race unusually reckless for even the Ireland of 
the olden time. A fair specimen of them was 
my grandfather. While yet a mere youth he 
had succeeded to the headship of the house, 
with its fortunes and liabilities. The latter in- 
cluded a feud with a neighboring clan, the com- 
mencement of which nobody remembered, but 
which had been transmitted from sire to son, 
exasperating as it went. Three months never 
passed without riot and homicide—sometimes on 
an extensive scale—between the parties. 

As it happened the Gregg chieftain of the day 
was also young, though some years the senior of 
my grandfather—a fine, powerful man of 26. 
Fortune willed that the pair should become ri- 
vals in love, both wooing the beauty of the prov- 
ince. She was indeed a beauty. 1 saw her tifty 
years later, withered with age and worn with 
troubles of no ordinary kind, yet still handsome ; 
and her portrait, taken in her prime, fully justi- 
fied the high praise awarded to her attractions 
in song, aud the still higher praise included in 
the fiery affections which thev excited, and in 
the deeds as fiery to which they impelled. Here 
I shali take leave to remark that the world con- 
tains no finer specimens of humanity than 
abound among the higher classes of Western 
lreland. In the case of my grandmother, a 
strong infusion of Spanish blood had added the 
dash and brilliance of the South to the native 
grace of the **‘ handsome Hamiltons.” 

My grandfather, one of the wildest spirita of 
his age and country, was an enthusiastic sports- 
maa. He delightedin high excitement, was an 
unerring shot and a daring horseman, and no 
lese skiliful in handling sail and oar than in guid- 
ing the steed. Indeed, “ Little” Allan Grant's 
desperate feats and bairbreadth escapes to this 
day form the theme of fireside story in the land 
of his birth. He was about the last of mortals 
whom one would think of turning rhymer. But 
love effects strange transformations. I have 
before me a bundle of mildewed papers, written 
over with verses addressed to “ Pretty Fanny 
Hamilton.” They might be more polished, per- 
haps, but they could hardly be mor@ earnest 
and original, or more free from affectation and 
conceit. 

My ancestor’s rival was favored of the rela- 
tives of the beauty, and my ancestor was fa- 
vored of the beauty herself, whose heart was 
completely carried away by the impetuosity of 
the frank, fearless rhymer. In those atormy 
days, however, the relatives of Irish beauty 
were accustomed to bestow it in marriage with- 
out much regard to the feeling of its possessor. 
And so ‘* Pretty Fanny.” as she was cailed to the 
day of her death, was condemned to wed Mr. 
Geraia Gregg, though the fact that her affec- 
tions were fixed elsewhere was notorious. Her 
prayers and her tears were unavailing to move 
the despots of the domestic circle. Her threats 
—for a beauty of spirit can threaten—were de- 
spised. And when she took to pining, they 
merely remarked with a laugh, ‘* Marriage will 
soon rouse her out of that.” 

But, if they treated Pretty Fanny thus lightly, 
they took another course with her love. hen 
he avowed, as he soon did, that he would make 
her his own ‘“‘in spite of all the Greggs and 
Hamiltons in existence,” every precaution that 
prudence could suggest was adopted. ‘This, be 
it remembered, was the era of abduction, and 
‘Little Allan” was just the man to conduct an 
abduction with success. Here, perhaps, it 
may be as well to explain the cognomen which, 
as in the case of most other Irish gentlemen of 
tie dav, attached to him. A man standing 5 
feet 7, and weighing over 15 stone, can hardly be 
termed ‘‘littic.” But Allan Grant was so broad 
in the shoulder and so massive of limb that 
his height was quite out of proportion with his 
width, and made him look somewhat dwarfiish. 

** Little Allan” was daring, full of stratagem, 
and not to be moved from a purpose, even if 
Satan and all bis host stoodin the way. The 
Hamiltons, therefore, not considering their 
country-residence safe from his practices, re- 
moved toa house in the centre of the town. 
This they barricaded and garrisoned, planting 
iron bars in allthe windows, strengthening the 
outer doors, stationing sentinels behind the 
house, and keeping watch and ward within ; in 
fact, taking all the measures of people expecting 
siege and storm ; while the beauty was confined 
to a chamber three stories from the ground. 

My gravdtather made several attempts to en- 
ter, but always ineffectually. His spies were 
discovered, his tampering with the servants de- 
tected, and one or two efforts.at escalade repelled 
by force. Eventually it was whispered that the 
discomfited suitor was making preparations to 
quit the country, if not forever, at least for many 
years,—that is, should the last desperate effort 
which he was known to meditate happen to fail. 
That it should fail, the Hamiltons and Greggs 
were resolved. To prevent any interference 
with the marriage-ceremony, it was arranged 
that it should take piace in the drawing-room, — 
a common thing in those days ;—and, to frustrate 
any attack on the house in force, or any attempt 
to carry off the briae on her way home, the par- 
tisans of the Greggs and Hamiltons mustered by 
hundreds the night before, keepinga watch 
around from sundown. There was a good deal 
of hard drinking among the band, and not a lit- 
tle roaring, along with a quantity of friendly 
rioting and head-breaking, ‘just to keep their 
hands in.” Contrary to all expectation, howev- 
er, the foe they expected did not put in an ap- 
pearance that night. But that he would come 
some time or other, nobody doubted ; and most 
of the reckless spirits there looked forward to 
the encounter with high giee. 

The morning, early in March, dawned at 
length. Before it had fully expanded into day, 
priest, bridegroom, witnesses, etc., were gath- 
ered for the rite, and waited only the bride. 
‘That last night, the faithful servant who bad 
shared her apartment was aided in her warden- 
ship by a married sister of the beauty, who, for 
reasous of her own, was known to cherish the 
fiercest hostility towards “Little Allan,” and 
who, therefore, was just the dame to be in- 
trusted with sucha duty. A few minutes went 
by, but neither bride, nor sister, nor servant, ap- 
peared. A little further delav rendered the com- 
pany in the drawing-room impatient. But, when 
a quarter of an hour elapsed without bringing 
any one from the prison-chamber, Greggs and 
Hamiltons alike began to feel alarmed. They 
looked at ove another rather blankly, and then, 
seized by the same impuise and without uttering 

‘one word, they quitted the drawing-room In a 
body and hastened up-stairs. They reached the 
threshold and paused ; nota sound came from 
within. They knocked ; no answer. They 
called, shouted, kicked, clattered; still no reply. 
Then they dashed in the door. 

And what think you they found? Well, they 
found the married sister bound and gagged in 
ove corner, aud the servant bound and gagged in 
another corner, but not a trace of the beauty. 

A large hole in the wall dividing the house 
fromthe next revealed the manner of her es- 
cape. Some of the — paused to finger the 
rubbish and peer at the bole with all the solem- 
nity of a donkey poking his head through a 
gate. Others dashed through the said hole, and 
kicked up a terrible row in the next house: but 
with no satisfactory reeult. The news spread to 
the friends and retainers in the etreet. In an 
instant the whole of them, and with them the 
majority of the townspeople ; were busy search- 
ing in all sorts of improbable places for the run- 
away and her presumed companion. It is as- 
tonishing what queer things even the wisest 
people perpetrate in such cases. ‘The butler ac- 
tually climbed up and poked through a dovecot ; 
while a troop of jolly farmers, tumbling about 
mm the cellars, knocked in the head of a cask, 
and not finding the fugitives there, com- 
forted themselves for the disappoint- 
ment by imbibing what they did find,—a quanti- 
ty of choice old wine. Then the foorman—a re- 
markabiy nice voung man—couducted his por- 
tion of the scrutiny in a way that roused the 
jealousy of the coachman, aud won himsé@if as 
néat a specimen of a broken head as ever was in- 
flicted with the handie of # stable-fork. 

The search, however, was unavailing as to its

main object. Towards evening Mr. Gerald 
Gregg and his faction slunk out of town,—most 
of the followers being tipsy, and all crestfallen 
and quarrelsome, 

lt seemed that all my grandfather's plotting 
and escalading were just so many devices set on 
foot to be detected, and thus attract attention 
from the real project, than which nothing could 
have been more simple. He had merely to pay 
a good price for the use of the adjoining house, 
and the rest was easy. 

As for the bride, it turned out that, about the 
moment her flight was discovered, she was re- 
ceiving & plain gold ring from tbe hands of my 
grandfather in a church some ten miies off. 

Defeated thus egregziously,—baffled as a lover, 
and, what he felt perhaps as keenly, as the head 
of bis house,—Mr. Gregg made oath to slay his 
rival. There was, however, a difficulty, uremov- 
able for the time, in the way of efectiug his pur- 
pose. He couid not “cail him out.” It was 
generally allowed that my grandfather had fair! y 
won his bride, and deserved to enjoy his happi- 
ness without molestation on that account. A 
cartel, therefore, would have evoked universal 
reprooation against the sender, and was not to 
be theught of. Mr. Gregg determi then, to 
bide his ume. He felt that his vengeful purpose 
would lose nothing by a little keeping; and he 
was contident that the usages of the day would 
soon provide him with a fair opportunity of 
meeting bis foe sword to sword, as became s Man 
of honor. Nor was he disappointed. 

in that old time a fair was the chosen scene of 
Irish revelry and riot. About three months 
after the elopement came the fair of M——. It 
was the resort of ali classes for miles round, and 
never had it been known to close without one or 
more murderous affrays, some of which occa- 
sionally attained the dimensioris of a serious 
combat. My grandfather determined to attend 
the fair, and so did his foe. There was no com- 
munication between them on this point. Each 
was assured of meeting the other there, longed 
1deed to Co 80, and made his arrangements ac- 
cordingly. Nosecret was made of the p 
on either side ; fof weeks before it was generally 
auticipaced that this particular fair would be en- 
livened by adrawn battie between the Grants 
and the Greggs. 

The day caine and the fair was crowded, many 
being attracted thitber by the hope of “ seemg 
the fun.” About noon the rivals, each with a 
formidable band at bis back, met in the middle 
of the High street, and instantly assailed one 
another. Their partisans imitated their exam- 
ple with equal good will; the gentlemen among 
them drawing their swords, and*the plebeiang 
handling their cudgels. Nor was the fray con- 
fined to the factions. The very few peace-lovers 
present in the growded town vanished on the 
firat indication of ariot. Of the multitude that 
remained, every one loved a row for its own sake, 
and most nourished private grievances, for the 
gratincation of which the occasron offered irre- 
sistible temptations. ‘Those who had weapons at 
band plunged at once into the fray, and those 
who had not these <e yEy * hastened to im- 
provise them. Some did so by smashing the 
chairs in the tap-rooms and appropriating their 
legs. Others fitted themselves for combat by 
breaking the poles of tent and stall into bandy 
lengths. Both proceedings of course begot a 
series of by-quarrels, which added much to the 
uproar. The last was tremendous. It was a 
scene of wildest confusion. ‘The air vibrated 
with one incessant, ear-piercing yell. ‘There were 
solid masses of men surging toandfro. A seg 
of heads and a perfect forest of sticks, with here 
and there a fiashing blade, was all that could be 
seen fromthe windows. Sometimes a vigorous 
charge of the Grants rolled the conflict to the 
southern extremity of the long High street, 
while the foe went down before them by dozens, 
to be trampled upon by the roaring tide of com. 
batants. Here the Grants would scatter; some 
rushing eagerly forward in pursuit and others 
spent, pausing to take breath. Then the Greggs 
would rally, close their ranks, and, ch og 
again in one dense masa, sweep the town in pre- 
cisely similar fashion. 

At times the main conflict would subside ip 
order that ‘‘ample space and verge enough * 
might be given to the struggle between two re- 
doubtable champions. This being decided, the 
mobs would close again with sekechiedr tome 
and so the fight rolled on. 

My grandtather and his antagonist had ex- 
changed but a few passes ere they were hurled 
asunder by thé torrent of their partisans. Nor 
was it until near an hour had passed that they 
encountered again. By this time the majority of 
the rioters was nearly worn out, and the chiefs 
therefore were allowed to fight out their partic- 
ular quarrel to the end. . Their adherents 
gathered round them in a ring, encouraging 
them by their cheers of approval at every dex. 
terous parry, home-thrust, or skiliful cut. I 
have already described my grandfather. His 
antagonist was much taller, over 6 feet, and 
a large, heavy man to boot. Soth were skillful 
swordsmen, aud both as brave as men cuuld be. 
The contest was an obstinate one; bat Greg 
was overmatched from the first. He carried 
more flesh than a man should do who has to 
battle for his life, while constant exercise had 
rendered my grandfather as tough as steel iz 
every muscle. The latter, too, was renowned fos 
immense length of arm. The fight, however, 


did not go aitogether in his favor. By some 
means a slash reached the little er of hig 
sword-hand and dfvided the bone. It hung pnoj 


ouly useless, but seriously impeded the manage« 
ment of his weapon. ‘Taking advantage oF a 
rush that interrupted the struggle for a moment, 
be wrung the finger off and turned again ou hig 
foe. The latter stood up to his man with deter- 
mined hardihood, until he was literally slashed 
to pieces. He fell at last through sheer ex 
haustion. 

Tbe general fight was then resumed, but the 
Greggs were dispirited by the fall of their chief, 
and, after a short struggie, were driven from the 
town. Then took place a tolerable amount of 
what the natives of the Green Island used ta 
term ‘‘rim-wrackin’.” ‘Tbhatis to say, the victors 
assailed such dwellings of their opponents ag 
happened to be handy, tore off the roofs, and 
destroyed the furniture. 

Having completed this last crowning achieve- 
ment, the Grants and their partisans mustered 
in long array, and marched in triumph through 
the piace, with half-a-dozen pipers playing be- 
fore them. ‘The town-crier was pressed into the 
ranks, and every few minutes the procession 
would halt, while that worthy in his most sono- 
rous tones made proclamation offering “any 
money for the ears of a rascally Gregg.” 

The day closed with a general carouse. Bar- 
rels of ale and spirits were rolled out into the 
High street, set on end, the heads knocked in, 
and every one invited to help himself. Hun- 
dreds availed themselves of the means of get- 
ting gloriously drunk. Further, passengers were 
compelled to accept one of two alternatives,— 
either to drink a deep draught in bonor of the 
Grants, or to accept a beating as partisans of the 
Greggs. 

‘* Little Allan’s Fair” became a thing of last- 
ing renown,—in short, one of the landmarks of 
time among the residents of that quarter. For 
two generations at least, local events were dated 
therefrom,—births, marriages, deaths, etc., be- 
ing spoken of as occurring within such and such 
a time thereof. ‘ 

Gerald Gregg was carried home, to die a fors- 
night afterwards of his wounds. Having been 
a man of mark, his ‘‘ wake” was attended by 
hundreds. It lasted for a week, during which a 
fabulous amount of spirits was consumed, and 
an endless number of vows of vengeance were 
made against his siayers by kinsmenm and foil- 
lowers. 

And here I have to record an incident which I 
deeply regret, and would willingly suppress. 
The event, however, is too illustrative of Irish 
manners in the olden time not to be recorded. 
And, besides, this narrative is in all respects a 
narrative of facts, and must not be mutilated. 

On the last and wildest evening of the wake, 
my grandfather, and a dare-devil friend known 
as ** Yeliow Billy,” determined to pay a visit to 
the house of mourning. It was about the rash- 
est enterprise that two Irish: gentlemen could 
undertake,—something exceedingly like beard- 
ing a herd of hungry tigersin their jungle. To 
the two, however, the freak presented attraction 
beyond their power to resist. Despising all re- 
monstrance, they girt on their swords, mounted 
their horses, and rode off. Having reached the 
house, they tied their steeds to the gate, and, 
swaggering in, elbowed their way through to the 
room where the dead man lay in his coffin. Not 
a finger was lifted in opposition. Some wofe 
stupefied at their unheard-of daring ; others said 
to themselves, ** They — the deed, and are 
come to express their feelings.” 

‘The two paused to contemplate the mangled 
face of their late foe, while those around looked 
on in silent expectation. Thena hoary gentie- 
man—a relative of all three—rose up, and, ad- 
dressing some conciliatory remarks to my grand- 
father and his comrade, presented a flowing cup, 
with the request that they would drink to the 
memory of the dead. d 

‘‘Away, old man!” said my grandfather, 
thrusting him aside. He then drew a flask out 
of one pocket and a glass out of the other. Yel- 
low Billy followed his example. 

‘* Here, Bill,” said be; *“‘here’s to our noble 
selves. We have beaten tbe scoundrel into — : 
and, by —, we'll go there after him and beat him 
out again !” 

The pair drank this extraordinary toast, dashed 
flasks and glasses to the floor, and, drawing 
their swords, gained their horses before the 
crowd could recover from its amazement. Well 
for them they did so. 

The drunken crowd rushed forth in pursuit, 
with a yell whose ferocity, startling even the 
terrible pair, told them what their fate wouid 
bave been had they delaved but another instant, 
As it was, they escaped with ease.—Znglish mag 
azine.

\ THE QUIET OF THE REAL ESTATE MARKET 
the past week bas not been disturbed by any 
transactions of especial significance, or by any 
indications of a revival of speculation. The 
tranefers which we have reported during the 
week, and the sales given below, indicate the 
continuance of the active exchanges we have 
_ ebronicled for weeks past. The dullness of the 
market, under the present circumstances, is & 
sign of strength, and rot of weakness. If sales 
were numerous at the present low range of 
prices, it would show that owners were 
unavle to hold on to their property.

The 
receipts of hogs have diminished, as will be 
seen bv reference to our commercial columns, 
and the smaliness of the orders for currency in- 
dicates that the receipts will continue light fora 
time at jeast. 

The upward movement in exchange continues, 
Sales were made to-day at par and 75c discount 
between banks per $1,000. The ruling quota- 
tion was par to 25c discount. The country banks 
are ordering large amounts of exchange to New 
York on account of country mercnants. This, 
with the diminished shipments of the hog pro- 
duct, fully accounts for tue firmness of the rate 
of exchange. 

The clearings to-day were $4,327.850.12. For 
the week the clearings are $30,281,160.47; the 
balances are $2,544,910 73; the tigures for the 
corresponding week of last year are $21,373,- 
841.25, and $2,162,305.04. 

The banks report the demand for loans strong 
andthe volume of business increasing. Dis- 
count lines have, in nearly all cases, reached a 
poiat where the banks prefer to keep any sur- 
plus funds they may have for the use of cus- 
tomers, First-class outside borrowers are pot 
numerous; with prime securities they can get 
loans on short time at 9 per cent; toregular 
customers, the rate of 10 per cent the year round 
is maintaived; street rates are 8@18 per cent;

Tbere wasa liberal distribntion of domestic 
and foreion dry goods. Local retailers, who of 
late have veen doing quite a brisk business, were 
ordering freely, and orders received through the 
mails frm interior merchants were also liberal 
in the aggregate. A }¢c reduction in Gardner, 
Micaigan, and Midford beavy brown cottons is 
aoted, but the general tenor of prices is unjuali- 
flediv firm. New York Mills bleached bas been ad- 
vanced to 18c. The situation of the grocery mar- 
ket was unchanged in any important particular. 
Coffees and sugars still show a lack of firmness. 
Sirups are moving more firmly and at the late 
decline are steady. Steadiness aleo character- 
izes the market for soaps, candles, starch, 
spices, and most other lines. The quotations of 
cut-loaf, granulated, and C sugars were dropped 
an }<c. Continued activity is apparent in the de- 
mand for foreign fruits, and former quotations 
were thoroughly maintained. Domestics re- 
main firm, notwithstanding the absence of any 
considerable movement. Kaisins have ad- 
vanced at the Eart, and the ten- 
dency here is in the same direction. 
The canned goods trale is slowly reviv nz, aud 
prices sbow a ha:dening tendency. With the 
exception of peaches, stocks are reported ample.

daily arrivals of first and second class shipping steers 
were inadequate; hence in the latter descriptions the 
depreciation was very slight. The duilness now 
characterizing the cattle market East and Westis by 
no means an un:isual feature at this particular stage of 
the season, when poultry, game, fresh fish, and other 
substitutes for beef are so abundant, but the dullness 
and depression have this season been intensified by 
the largely increased number of half-fattened cattle 
thrown upon the market.

Humbug? 

It is rather annoying in Nature to environ all 
her modern secrets with an atmosphere of uncer- 
tainty, such that nobody can tell whether or not 
they are actually revealed. For instance, the 
phenomena of Spiritualism are all hedged about 
with an inaccessibility which defies actual proof. 
Materialization must evade our senses by taking 
place in obscurity ; andthe fragment of pencil 
will write & message only out of sight,j and to in- 
sure the best results the sense of touch is cap- 
celed by joining of hands. It is not wonderful 
that mankind laughs derisively at being request- 
ed to take a satisfying draught of such a belief. 
The mystery of the hour is 

MIND-READING 

so-called. The young man Brown developed a 
faculty for following the thoughts of an indi- 
vidual, and transferring the sense of locality 
from the brain of another to bis own merely by 
touch. Weaill love mystery, and Brown mysti- 
fied all he saw. Tested by scientists in New 
Haveu he has given some very unsatisfactory 
exhibitions, failing sevea times in twelve to ac- 
complish his feat. Now comes another psy- 
chometrist who claims to perform miracles io 
the same order. He has been partially 
successitul in the city, and also very 
unsuccessful. He claims to be superior to 
Brown, because he assumes nothing. e obeys, 
he says,an indetinable impulse, and nota definite, 
sensivie guide. Brown sees (or professes to 
see) a light before his eves, which leads bim, 
like the Star of Bethlehem, to the object he 
ought to find. Common sevas would receive 
Brown's theory less readily tnan Seymour’s.

Two newspaper-men ar- 
rived at the hour named, and waited alone for 
an hour before others came. When a smail 
audience was assembled a fiiend of tue 
psychometrist named certain conditions, and 
Seymour left the room to bandage his eyes. A 
call was made for a volunteer to try the first ex- 
periment, and one journalist, rising, tossed his 
glove to the other, who put it in his pocket. 
The first then gave himself over to Seymour, 
who 

SHUFFLED AND SHAMBLED ABOUT 
for near'y ten minutes, investigating nearly 
every couceivable hiding-place in the lower end 
of the room, incinding tw bedsteads, and, final- 
ly bringing up by the reporter in whose pocket 
the glove was hidden, announced that it was 
thereabouts. This test was unsatisfactory, for 
this reason: The two newspaper-meao were 
sitting together when Seymour left the room ; 
the giove was hidden in the presence of all the 
spectators ; the acknowledged partner of Sey- 
mour, and another gentleman sufficiently like 
him to be his brother, were in the room, and, 
though they perceptibly said and did noching to 
guide him, stall there was a chauce of their kind 
co-operation. 
THE SECOND TEST 

was more thorough. Capt. Houston whispered 
to three of bis frends andthe newspaper-meu 
what he thought of. It was the soap-dish at the 
south end of the room. Of course neiihber part- 
ner nor (possible) brother were admitted into 
the secret. Capt. Houston was led round the 
room, stumbling and shuffling againet chairs and 
tables at the north end. The two beds hada 
great attraction for the psychometrist. He 
dived into them, and on them, and under them, 
and round = them; he plunged wildly 
into the upholstering of chairs aud 
buried himself m_ the tete-a-tetes; he 
dashed wildly and energetically toward the win- 
dow, intothe laps vf the visitors, but did not 
find the object. He implored Capt. Houston to 
keep his mind upon the object, then to be pas- 
sive for av ipstant, then to resame his concen- 
tration of thought ; all of which, though perspir- 
ing freely, Capt. Houston did. Then Se;mour 
resumed his intimacy with the bedding, and, 
jumping into it, overit, aud under it, finally 
gave up the chase. Capt. Houston politely told 
him what he had eneks of, and called on the 
witnesses to substantiate the statement. 

This test was very unsatisfactory,it is needless 
toremark. Thers were but a few things in the 


nearly every article likely to be thought of—tne 
door-handle, spittoon, bedstead, furniiure, aud 
chart. 
THE NEXT PHENOMENON 

was still less satisfactory. The acknowledged 
partner, turning to toe (pre#sumable) brotber, 
asked him ‘o be the next student of psychometry. 
With a:are modesty, this gentleman declined un- 
til others had tried. The hesitation and general 
unsatisfactoriness of the first two trials had 
a discouraging effect all round. The partner, 
a well-dressed, coriectly-speaking, and natty 
man of two or three and thirty, said that both 
the previous experimenters were hard men 
(which indeed they were), and that the other re- 
porter would doubtless prove a very much more 
tractable subject. 

After some discussion, a third and last trial 
was made by the now skeptical newspaper man 
of the first experiment, and he proved bimseif 
sonciusively a *‘ hard mau.”’ 

There were two charts, eontaining the 
names of States, one at exch end of 
the room. The primalist named to Capt. Hous- 
ton the State of New Hampshire on the south 
Chart. Seymour wrestied with bim before the 
north chart for fifteen minutes, until the oper- 
ator’s patience gave out, and he politely decl.ned 
to continue his investigation. It need not be 
said that this trial was very unsatisfactory. 

Under the circumstances, the whole exhibition 
was very discouraging. Of course the psycholo- 
gists said that it was a coincidence that two recalci- 
trant subjects were found successively; that their 
mind wandered from the object, and, in the 
language of the circle ‘‘the conditions were 
unfavorable.” It will appear to the merely com- 
mon-sense reader that this was apity. At the 
same time the squirming and juggling and 
plunging and gts and jumping and scratch- 
ing and pulling and pushing savor of the saw- 
dust-ring too strongly for acceptance. Why a 
man endeavoring to read the secrets of another’s 
brain should behave like an eel out of water is 
more of a puzzie than his occasional success. It 
is too fishy. cen

Mass-Meeting of the Children at 
Farwell Hall, 


Addresses by Prof. Larimore, Prof. 
Swing, Bishop Cheney, and 


Others. 


Plan of Operations, 


Farwell Hall was yesterday afternoon crowd- 
ed, from the platform to the rear seats of the 
gallery, with provably the largest audience of 
vouth and children that ever assem)! led in this 
city. There were not less than 3,000 present, 
while many were unable to obtain even standing 
room. The occasion was a mMass-meeting iv tle 
interest of the recent movement having for its 
object the creatiou of a $50,000 permanent fini 
for the aesisiance of needy students in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. The enterprise has Leon 
committed to the management of Prof. J. W. 
Larimore, the enthusiasm exhibited by this 
meeting showing that the Professor has 
succeeded in deeply impressing the community 
with the importance of the work. The audience 
was about equally representative of every church 
and devomiuation in thecity, and, considering 
that it was composed mainly of children, be- 
baved most admirably, giving the most incerest- 
ed attention to the various speakers. 

The instrumental music, which was furnisbed 
by Co!son'’s new band, was mo-t excellent, both 
in the selection of the programme aud execution 
of the numbers. 

Among those upon the platform were Prof. 
Swing, Bishop Cheuey, the Rev, Dr. H. N. Pow- 
ers, of Si. John’s Episcopal Church; the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas, of the First M. E. Church; the 
Rev. M. M. Parkburst,jof Michigan Avenue M. E. 
Cbhureb; Prof. D. 8. Weatworch, Principal Cook 
County Normal School; FProf, Blackman, Dr. 
Ransom Dexter. Professor m the University of 
Chicago, and Prof. William Swith, of Engle- 
wood, 

Tne meeting was ca'led to order by Prof. Lar- 
imore promptly at tue hour appoiuted, after an 
overture by the band. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Powers, 
who, in brief but earves: words. invoked the as- 
sistance of the Almighty in the great work rep- 
resented by the meeting. 

PROF. LARIMORE 
then stated the cbject uf tue meeting, which 
was, he said, to inform the youth of the city with 
reference to, and to interest them in, one of 
Chicago’s greatest and best enterprises, the cre- 
ation of this fund. The work was one in which 
allthe citizens were imt*rested, and which all 


immense audience defor him from a!l thechurshes, 
and from the homes of the city without regard 
to class or sectarianism, was an evidence of the 
popularity of the work. It was proposed. to 
raise $50,000 in the c:.y and Northwest from the 
spontaneous genero.ity of tae fi ends of educa- 
tion This fund was to be completed if possi- 
ble by the Nationa: Centennial, avd to be called 
the Natioual Ceutenuial Lducational Fund of 
Chicago. 

Prof. Larimore bored to enlist the children in 
the work. To assist them in doing‘ tiis he had 
inveuted a novel Little collection-box. This he 
proposed to piace 1p their bands, and have them 
solicit small contributions from ail their friends 
and neigubors. Of these boxes be said some 
1,500 would be distriputed at the close of the 
meeting. 

PROF. SWING 
was introduced, and was received with a hearty 
round of cheering. He said that he had only a 
singie remark io miake, and they could hardly 
bear that. Prof. Larimore had pressed him ia- 
to the service. He wished to remind tne chil- 
dren present that all of them were more or less 
educated by the money of others,—in the free 
school system of education. The idea of Prof 
Larimore was to raise mouey evough to endow a 
free department in the University of Chicago, so 
that young men and women, graduating 
in the public schools, coul pursue 
their maturer studies in the high- 
er educational institution. it was 
possible for those present to sa\e enough during 
the vear to eudow this great tree de>artment. 
There would be room for 100 of the best, the 
most meritorious, of the public scholars who 
graduated each year, to follow up tho grand 
work of education for four years longer. After 
founding that department in the Chicago Uni- 
versity, they conld also found avother and sim- 
ilar department in the Lvanston College. He 
hoped that the grand work would be spiritedly 
uudertaken aud successfully carried out. It 
would be a pride and a blessing to the city and 
county. [Loud applause. |} 
THE REV. DR. THOMAS 

was the next speaker. He iiiced the spirit of 
the meetive because it was an aopeal tor the 
boys and girls totake held of and belp along 
the work of the world. He had wo idea that any 
child that would help to raise that fund would 
ever need it, because in maulfesting tnat spirnt 
of enterprise they would give evidence of a 
spirit of self-reliance that would never cal for 
help from others. For himself, he had no faith 
in helping the idle or wuuworihy, but 
he did velieve in forwarding the  inter- 
ests of worthy scholars, as a maiter 
of premium for good attainmen's in the public 
schools. That was the ouly way in whicao the 
proposed endowment could be rendered benetfi- 
cial, and in that light he was proad to giveic his 
heartiest approval. [Loud ap) lause.] 

A very excelient drummer gave imitations of a 
railroad-train and some tiue marches, which pro- 
duced boisterous approval. 

THE REV. DR. POWERS 
was then called upon. He had io say what St. 
Peter said on the Mount of Jranstiguration,— 
‘*It is good to be here.” He had never seea 
sO mavy children together in one room 
before. It reminded him of what his 
friend, ex-Mayor Murphy, of Davenport, 
had saidtohimonce, when driving along the 
roads in Iowa, iuvuspecting some of the public 
schools, ‘*'1 wish all those children were mine.”’ 
[Great laughter and applause.} But, for ail 
that, he did not want them to forget the money. 
{Laughter.] While he believed in seif-reiiance, 
ne also believed iu as-isting the worthy who had 
the spirit, but not the means, to help them- 
selves. He believed in giving support to the 
fine, bright spirits of the schools who desired to 
shine as thorough scholars. 
THE RT. REV. BISHOP CHENEY, 

who spoke next, said that ne observed that more 
than half the audieoce were giris. They kept 
quiet, and evidently came theie to listen. All 
the noise that had been made was mace by the 
bovs. Did they see the representation of the 
litle donkey in the last number of ELverybody’s 
Paper? {Loud yells and cries of *‘ no,” with 
couuter-cries of ‘‘ yes,” which preveuted the 
Bishop from proceeding for several minutes. ] 
Well, he remembered a donkey in his youthful 
days that would put nis nose to the ground and 
kick up his heels as high as any heels could be 
kicked when a bov attempted to mount him 
{laughter}, but, when a girl essayed the same 
thing, the donkey kept down his heels, 
and went smoothly along. Now the 
moral he wanted to draw was this, 
that if he were a boy in that audience, Le would 
try and be as polite to the girls as the little 
donkey was. [Laughter aud cueers}]. The 
Bishop then proceeded to advocate strongly tae 
eudowment of the free devartment alluded to by 
the previous speakers. He indorsed the move- 
ment wita ali his heart. [Applause]. 

ANOTHER GRAND ENTERTAINMENT ANNOUNCED. 

At the close of the exercises, Prof. Larimore 
announced that the collection-boxes would then 
be distributed to those wanting them, and that 
on the 19th of December, in the afternoon, there 
would be given in the same haila grand exhibi- 
tion of views with the improved form of 
the stereopticon known as the kelleopticon. 
To this entertainmeut al! the children wouid 
be admitted free who in the meantime assisted 
in filling the collection-boxes, which were to be 
reiurwed at that time. 

TOO MUCH LIGHNT. 

Prof. Larimore apologized to his little auditors 
for the non-production of views with the 
kelleopticon at the preseut meeting, for the rea- 
sou that the workmen bad notas yet been abie 
to put up all the iron shutters to the hal), so 
that the room could be darkened as was neces- 


sary. 
7 MORE BOXES. 
As the demand for the collection-boxes was so 
great as to early exhaust the supply, Prof. Lari- 


more announced that more could be obtained at 
bis oftice, Room No. 10 Farwell Hall Building. 


HAVEMEYER. 


Funeral of the Late Mayer of New 
York City. 

New York, Dec. 5.—-The walks in Broadway 
are thronged with people who are awaiting the 
passage of the funeral of Mayor Havemeyer. 
Business generally is suspended. The residence 
of Mayor Havemeyer was crowded this morning 
with relatives and immediate friends to attend 
the private services, which were performed by 
the Rev. Dr. Bethune, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and the Rev. Dr. Burchard, Presby- 
terian. The choirof St. Paul’s Methodist Church 
sang the hymn, after which Dr. Bethune deliv- 
ered an address on the life of the Mayor as a 
public man and private citizen. Dr. Burchard 
also made an ad on the career of the de- 
ceased. 

After the services, the employes of the sugar- 
refineries tiled past the casket, those from Jersey 
City having a wide piece of crape hanging from 
the back of their hats,—an old Dutch custom. 

THE PROCESSION. 

The body was then transferred to the bier, and 
the procession, comprising the attaches of the 
various municipal departmeuts and the scholars 
of three public schools,—the bier being carried 
on the shoulders of men from one of the refin- 
eries,—marched to the church. The church was 
tilled with ladies, except that portion reserved 
for the Aldermen, Aldermen-elect, and other 
functionaries aud delegates from numerous or- 
vanizations of the city.

The Wool Growers’ Association Don’t 
ESel:eve 1 btesome oi Their Reasons 
‘Dlereior. 

New York, Dec. 5.—A protest against the pro- 
posed Reciprocity Treaty with Canada is about 
to be issued by the National Wool-Growers’ As- 
sociation. The document, which is signed by 
the Hon; Henry 5S. Randall, the President, di- 
rects attention to the counsel given by Gen. 
Washington to avoid political alliances in ex- 
tending the commercial relations of the country, 
and states that the treaty admits Canadian ves- 
sels to the full enjoyment of the American 
coasting and lake tiade, and allows them to be 
registered as United States ships. It shows 
that the Hon. Malecomb Cameron, of Canada, 
admits that the treaty will secure the highest 
price for everything that the Canadian farmer 
selis, and the lowest price for all kiuds of goods. 
It states that the people of Canada now con- 
tribute about $6,000,000 in gold, paid for duties. 
the treaty would surrender this sum, and add 
it to our overweighted industry, and make Can- 
ada a thoroughfare for smuggling for all of 


| the world. Every branch of industry in Can- 


ada would be stimulated at our expense;” 
and concludes: *' We insist, with full confi- 
dence in the truth of our position, that every 
rea! gain that is eunmerated as secured to us by 
the pro; osed treaty is either now ours by treaty, 
or is free'v giented as a result of policy by the 
Canadian authorities, and that there is no neces- 
sity of atreaty to cause the Canadians to allow 
our vessels, in time of peace, to pass from lake 
to lake, through their canals, upon payment of 
tolls, for without iolls tiom our veesels such ca- 
nals would be of little value, and ihat ordinary 
legislation is entirely adequate to determine, and 
from time to time change, apy speciai relations 
with the people of the Dominion that grow out 
of the fact of two countries being so intimately 
connected by reason of their joiming each otber 
by a long line of boundary.”

INSURANCE NEWS. 


Report of the Special Committee of 
the National Board. 


What They Learned During Their 
Stay in Chicago, 


The Opinion of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation. 


The New York Tribune of Friday contains the 
report of the Committee on Inspection of the 
National Board of Underwriteis on the condition 
of this city. It is as follows: 


The Special Committee appointed by the Executive 
ommittee, at its meeting in New York on Nov. 5, beg 
to report that they visited the City of Chicago, reach- 
ing there on Nov, 20, and remaining till the afternoon 
of Nov, 27, all the members of the Committee being 
nt except Mr. Lockwood, detained by illness, and 
whose place William H. Ross acted, The Commit- 
tee pursued its labors diligently, meeting at various 
times with the Mayor of the city, the Board of Public 
Works, the Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, 
the Citizens’ Association, and a large number of mer- 
chants and others interested in property in the City of 
Chicago, by whom every facility was p at their 
disposal for obtaining information relative to the pree- 
ent condition of the city as compared with that of 
July 14, 1874, the result of which observation they beg 
to present you herewith, They will consider in detail 
the several subjects which formed the report of the 
Special Committee of this Board on the 24th of July 
last, takingthem up in the order which their im- 

portance seems to demand, 

FIRE LIMIT#® AND WATER-SUPPLY. 


An ordinance fixing the fire-limits of the city, coex- 
tensive with the corporate limits, was passed by the 
Council at iis regular meeting on Sept. 21, lo74, ani ws 
now in full force and effect, Your Committee have 
the assurance of the Mayor and others charged wiih 
ite enforcement that the same is now being, and will 
hereafter be strictly enforced, [The text of the ordi- 
nance is here given.) 

The careful examination given by your Committee 
shows that much attention bas been given to this sub- 
ject, both by the authorities and citizens, This depart- 
ment, being under the charge of the Board of Public 
Works, that body bas shown commendabie zeal in car- 
rying out to the full extent of their ability a complete 
system of water-works. The new tunnel, which is 7 
feet in diameter, is now completed, It extends from the 
crib, in nearly a parullel line witb the old tunnel, to the 
shore, and from thence through the city a distance of 
4 miles in a southwest direction, baving its terminus 
at Twenty-second street and Ashland avenue, in the 
midst of the lumber district, Atthis terminus it it 
proposed to erect pressure engines for the ualizing 
of the pressure throughout the entire city. ese e- 
gines are now being built in the City of New York, 
bui cannot be made ready for use until the fail of 13875. 
One valuable feature in connection with this tunnel 
is tae introduction of whatare termed “ fire-shafts,” 
in which the water rises to a level with the lake, which 
can be made available for suppiying the engines, 
either by the use of the suction pipes of the steamers, 
or, better still,—which your Committee urge,—by suc- 
tion hydrants on @ level wiib tue sireeia, Tiese shafts 
are sixieeu in number. 

It is expected that the two tunnels will be connected 
during the month of December, and thus the new tun- 
nei can, a8 far as these shafts are concerned, be relied 
upon for fire purposes, Tue depth of this tunne! be- 
low the lake is SU feet ct its greatest de; tb and 21 feet 
at its lowest, The following is the amount of water 
pipe that has been laid in tue city from July 14 to Nov. 
25, 1874: 

124 feet of 4inch pipe, 8,326 feet af €-inch pipe, 
16,052 feet of 8-inch pipe, 5,118 feet f 12-inch pipe, 
1,008 feet of 16-inch pipe, 2,464 feet of a4-iuch pipe, all 
in the South Division. 

In the rest of the city: 7,616 feet of 4-inch pipe, 24,- 
032 feet of 6-inch pipe, 22,778 feet of 8—.ueh pipe, 150 
feet of 10-inch pipe; 14,711 feet of 12-inch pipe, 5,941 
feet of 16-inch }ipe, 4,243 feet of 24-1nch pipe, 

The 12, 16, and 24inch pipes a:e mains, while the 
larger part of the 8-inch pipes have been used to re- 
place those of smaller size taken up. They bave aiso 
put dowu 125 new hydrants in the South Division to 
Thirty-ninth street; 78 io West Division, and 135 in 
North Division—in all, 338; but a large number of 
these have heen placed in the newer parts of the city, 
in which the water pives have been laid for the first 
time this year. It is expected that thesystem of water 
circuits will be completed before the close of 1875, and 
if carried out on the plan explained to your 
Committee, and of which there seems to be no 
reasonable doubt, wil! afford a full, reliable, and 
adequate supply for both fire and domestic purposes, 
The Committee beg, however, to differ from the Board 
of Public Works as to the size of pipe generally to be 
employed, and urged very strongiy upon all the 
officials the adoption of a 12-inch supply pipe ae a 
minimum in all business and exposed sections of the 
city. It is proper to add that no sufficient protect on 
exists to prevent hydrents from being frozen during 
the long and severe winters to which thecity is sub- 
ject. Your Commiitee were exrnest in cailing atten- 
tion to this want, which ail underwriters know to be of 
such grave importance to their interests. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The statement niace in the report presented to the 
Fxecutive Committ eon July 11, as to the force of the 
Fire Department, its disci; line, organization, and ap- 
paratus, proves to be true in every particular, as your 
Committee verified from the stuiements of the Com- 
missioners theme2elves in the course of several inter- 
views held. The only change made in this 
De;artment since the July re is the aid- 
dition of four engines of the Silsby pattern 
(rotary); two of these are stored, tnere being 
neither houses nor companies for them. Two hook- 
and-ladder trucks have also been ordered, and two 
hose carriages, capable of holding 1,000 feet of hose 
each, The compiement of hose to an engine is from 
600 to 800 feet, the kind used being mostly leather 
riveted, A further amount of hose has been ordered, 
say 10,000 feet, one-half of which wiil be delivered be- 
foreJan, 1. The use of leather hose in a city where 
the temperature is as low as that of Chicago in winter, 
is to your Committee of doubtful expediency, 


The Committee here give Gen. Shaler’s first 
report, and then proceed as follows: 


Another series of recommendations will be made for 
the Western Division of the city the present week. 
Should all of these suggestions be carried out, they 
will go a great way toward reinforcing the Depart- 
ment and giving it a reasonable chance of protecting 
the city. The want of proper equipment of the appar- 
atus, and especially of the hook-and-ladder trucks, was 
one thing that impressed snch of your Com- 
mittee as visited the several stations, Your 
Committee urged with great earestness upon the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners the 
necessity for the adoption and immediate putting 
into operation of all these recommendations, The 
plea of want of funds is one that can be made against 
immediate compliance with them ; but attention to the 
discipline and moraie of the force can be eflected at 
once, Weawait with much interest the action in re- 
gard to these sugestions. 

Chicago, as you are aware, covers nearly half as 
much again territory as the City of New York, 
with the addition of being surrounded on two sides 
with very dangerous localities, difficult of access, and 
yet, to our defense of 4] steamers, 18 trucks, and 6 
chemical engines, in all 65 companies, with a force of 
700 officers and men, it opposes only 29 steamers 
and 6 trucks, including the new ones since 
ordered, two of which, as before stated, 
are not in commission, and a force of 279 oflicers and 
men, The Department retains no duplicates of parts 
of steamers, and any accident is sure to throw out of 
commission the injured engine for weeks at a time, 
thus lessening the force at .ommand. Inthe opinion 
of your Committee, as stated to the authorities, there 
should not be less than forty steamers and eighteen 
trucks to enable the Department to cope promptiy and 
efiiciently with a fire ip the extensive business and 
wooden localities, One useful addition has been made 
by the Fire Department in the lumber district ; that is, 
the building of eight tide-water cisterns, placed at the 
head of the slips marked on the map, As the supply 
of water is constant, tueir great utility can readily be 
seen, 

FIRE-TELEGRAPH AND BUILDING LAW. 

The full information obtained and examination 
given by your Committee to this important brunch of 
protection, enables them to state its condition with 
entire accuracy. The system in use is called “* The 
American,” or ‘“‘Gamewell’s,”—the best known; the 
boxes used are of the automatic pattern. Of these, 
there are 275 street-boxes now up, or about twenty- 
‘five to a circuit, of which there are twelve; 200 adci- 
tional boxes have been ordered by the Common 
Council, and will be erected at once. A substitution 
of the newer ones in the more important districis 
for those in use will be made. The system of 
laying the wires over house-tove ceferred to in the re- 
port of July 11 still existe, and has been the means of 
causing the wires to be burned, cut, and spliced, to 
accommodate house-moving, and building, until their 
conducting capacity has been seriously impaired, of- 
fering gre ter resistan: e in consequence, and prevent- 
ing prompt working. It will be necessary ere long to 
reinforce with new wires those already in use; until 
this is done, it can hardly be implicitly relied on. The 
conduct of the telegraph is ir the hands of Mr. E. B. 
Chandler, an accomplished operator and electrician, 
who can be relied upon to bring it to perfection when- 
ever the means are placed at his disposal, 

The compilation of a building law is in the hands of 
a competent committee, and is underthe care of the 
Citizens’ Association. Having given thislaw a very 
careful examination, we find it a very maiked im- 
provement upon the one now in force. Your Com- 
mittee have suggested numerous amendments to it, 
all calculated to increase the safety of the city. These 
are now under consideration by the Corumittee having 
the lawin charge. The law will be presented for the 
action of either tae Common Council or Legislature 
early in 1875, 

In this connection, we feel it our duty to state that 
irou shutters have been placed upon many buildings, 
since the July fire, mainly to the rears of buildings. 
A large number of owners have ordered them for 
their buildings; they are to be erected at once—this is 
a most hopeful sign. 

Noting has been done towards the establishment 
of this bureau, the Police and Fire Commissioners 
having taken the investigation into the origin of fires 
into their own hands. With the burdens already rest- 
ing upon this Board, we have little hope of its duties 
being thoroughly performed, 

We found littie or nothing done in this direction 
except the sinking of the cisterns heretof sre vefur d 
to. On the completion of the water-s) stem next year, 
more ample meaus will be available, but the ex; sure 
remains as before, No flovting engines Lave as yet 
been provided for use upon the river and laxe fronts, 
Your Cowmittee urged the utiization of the river tugs 
in this comnection. ;

MILWAUKEE. 
POWER TO REGULATE RAILROAD CROSSINGS, 

MILWavkEE, Dec. 5.—A question of some im- 
portance promises to come up io relation to the 
First avenue railroad levei crossing. 
been considerabie loss of life at this point, and 
some time ago the Common Council passed @ 
resolution, under the powers conferred by the 
charter to regulate level crossings, cause via- 
ducts and bridges to be constructed by railroads 
at the expense of the railroads, and so forth, re- 
quiring the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad to build a viaduct within sixty days 
over First avenue. Although reserving the point 
that there is no power in the Board of Public 
Works or City Council to compel the Company 
at their own expense to do this, yet J. W. Cary, 
Esq., attorney of the road, wrote a letter Aung. 
21 last, expressing the willingness of the Com- 
pany to build the viaduct if the city would con- 
demn and pay damages for the land required for 
the approaches ; and he submitted an ordinance 
for the purpose. On the 24th of August the 
matter was submitted to the Council] 
by the Board of Public Works, with 
a recommendation of reference to a proper 
committee, with the City Attorney. Nothing 
further was done until the 23d of November last, 
when a resolution was adopted by the Council 
instructing the City Attorney to confer with the 
railroad people aa to the best mode of carrying 
this matter to an issue. 

The difficulty in the way of a settlement is 
the question of damages tor land to be taken for 
the vridge approaches. The Council assumes it 
has power, under the section of the charter re- 
feried to, to Order the viaduct to be built, but 
there is a doubt as to whether such power ex- 
tends also to ordering the property-holders to 
pay damages. So, as a way out of the difficulty, 
an effort was made to get property-holders on 
the spot to sign a petition for the taking of the 
land aod assessment of damages, which they will 
notdo. Audthere the matter stands. ‘The city 
orders the viaduct to be built; the railroad offer 
to build a viduct worth $17,000 or $18,000, Lut 
reqaires the city to make the approaches; the 
owners of land on which the approaches must 
be made will not consent to the work; and now 
the question is raised, how shall the ditticu!ty be 
got around, and who shail be compelled to pay 
the piper ?

New ah egy DISAPPEARANCE. 
RLEANS, Dec. 5.—Jules Courtlay, a 
ag mage hquor merchant, disappeared from 
my — the 24th ult., with $2,000in his pock- 
- not since been heard of. it is sup- 
posed he was murdered for his money. 
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The house is divided into four rooms, 
—two above aud two below,—the 


lean-to at the rear was finished off and used as a 
bedroom for the hired man, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Davis occupied a bedroom dowo-stairs. A large 
chamber at the head of the stairs was occupied 
by Martin Bunnell; and Jennie Davis—a school- 
teacher—slept in the adjoining room with her 
sister Almeda. Aimeda, the victim of this 
tragedy, was the youngest of the family; but 
little over 16 years of age, with splendid com- 
plexion, black hair, aod sparkling eyes, she was 
the pet and beauty of the housenold. 

About 10 minutes before 9 o’clock on Friday 
night last, Almeda Davis bade her parents good 
vight, and sought her couch in the little 
chamber above. Ten minutes after Almeda 
had retired, Bunnell took of his coat and 
boots, and, leaving them in the family sitting- 
room, also went to bed. The night being un- 
usually cold, Mrs. Davis feared that ber guest 
might not rest qmietly, and accordingly, about 
fifteen minutes after Bunnell went to bed, she 
went to the head of the stairs and asked him if 
he had clothes enough to keep him warm. He 
replied he had; when Mrs. Davis addressed the 
same question to her daughter, but received uo 
answer. The second and third time was the 
same inquiry put, but without obtaining any 
reply, At last the mother stepped invo the 
daughter's room, and felt of the bed, but found 
itempty; at the same time she saw something 
like a woman’s form standing near the window 
in Bunnell’s room. The mother said, ‘* Meda, 
I'l) settle with you for this in the morning,” and 
went down stairs. Another report says that 
Almeda soon followed her mother, went into her 
father’s room, and then returned up-stairs; pos- 
sibly this may be so. 

About fiiteen minutes had passed, when Bun- 
ne!l suddenly made his appearance in the famuily- 
room, seized his coat and hat, and, not stopping 
to sit down, drew on his boots and rushed out of 
doors, passing Jennie Davis, and asking her if 
she was writing. Not more than twenty minutes 
after Bunnell’s abrupt departure, Jennie went 
up-stairs to bed, not taking any light with her, 
as she expected to find a candie in her sister's 
room. All was dark, however, but, being famil- 
iar with the position of the furniture, she did not 
strike a match, but proceeded at once to undress 
herself. She bad taken off her collar and belt, 
when she called her sister, but received no au- 
swer. Again she spoke, and, Almeda continuing 
silent, Jennie thought to awake ber, and put her 
hand upon the bed. At first she felt nothing 
save the bed-clothes ; then ber hand was thrust 
into what she supposed was water, and, ip a 
moment atter, she touched her sister's arm, 
which was limp and lifeless. 

In a moment the fearful truth flashed through 
Jennie’s: mind ber sister was dead! Her cries 
at once brought the family to the room, and, aa 
the light flashed upou the scene, ail surank bac« 
horror-stricken at the signt. Poor Meda lay 
lifeless before them, her life’s blood flooding the 
bed and carpet, and bespatiering the walls. The 
room is very small, requiring the bedstead to be 
placed diagonally from the window in order to 
allow the door to be opened. The head of the 
bed was toward the window, and but a short dis- 
tance from it. The body of the girl lav diago- 
nally across the bed, her head near the window ; 
the right side of the face was turned slightly 
upward, the back was upward, and the left leg 
bung over the side of the bed; the body was cov- 
ered with an army-blanket, leaving exposed 
only the face and left leg. ‘The position 
of the body and face prevented the par- 
ents from at first learning the cause of 
the death of the daughter; but, upoo 
close examination, it was seen that her 
bead had been nearly severed from her body, 
and the instrument with which the deed had 
been committed lay, reeking with the poor girl’s 
blood, but afew inches from her head. The 
throat bad been fearfully mangled; no less than 
five cuts appeared upon it. Two of the cuts 
were superficial, penetrating only through the 
skin and flesh; a thud injured the wiudpipe 
slightly, while the fourth penetrated that organ; 
the fifin and most fatal wound neariy severed 
the windpipe, cut through tae jugular veiv, but 
escaped the principal artery. ihe organs of 
sound were also destroyed, which wouid pre- 
vent her crying out, had she been so disposed, 
while the bloody decd was being perpetrated. 
The body was dressed only in a chemise and 
stockings; the chemise was of course saturated 
with blood; a iittle blood was upon her stockig- 
legs, as if the deceased had been standing up; 
and considerable blood was upon the bottom. sho w- 
ing that the soles of the feet had been upon the 
floor. There were few evidences of a struggle, 
indeed litile else than bruises about the face 
aud nose, as if a band had been pressed violent- 
ly over the mouth to prevent outcry. A rag- 
carpet upon the floor was a massof gore, aod 
the blood had spirted in several directions, some 
of the streams flying at least six feet. The 
razor belonged to Mr. Davis, but its place of 
keeipng was well known to deceased, and also 
Buonell. 

Neighbors came in in a few minutea, 
and particulars of the affair were 
sent to Deputy-Sheriff Dennis, at Bron- 
son. Circumstances pointed out Bunnell 
as the perpetiator of this fiendish crime, and 
Mr. Dennis resolved to arrest him. Tading a 
posse of five men, he setaited for Bunnell’s 
home, 5 miles distant, which was safely reached 
after a most faciguing journey through the ariv- 
ing storm. Upon arriving at the house of 
Banneil’s father, admittance was refused the 
party, although the Sheriff made known his of- 
tice and object of his visit,—the parents of 
Bunnell stoutly denying that their son was at 
home. The Shenff was not to be driven from 
his purpose, and, bursting open the door, pro- 
ceeded to search every apartment,—the parents 
of Bunnell protesting against ‘“‘the outrage,” 
and asserting that Maitin had not been at home 
foraday ortwo. ‘Their protestations were un- 
availing, and finally the yonng man was found 
in an upper room, secreted under the bed. He 
was immediately taken to Bronsou, and confined 
under guard until Saturday. 

In bLropson pnoihing was talked about, on 
Saturday, except the murder, or, as many be- 
lieved, the suicide, of Almeda Davis. Tue 
frends of the family maintained that it was a 
clear case of wanton murder, aad were anxious 
that justice should be meted out to Bunnell, 
whose guilt, they declared, was too plain to admit 
of doubt. Otbers, however, believed that the 
unfortunate girl took her own life rather 
thau meet the reproaches of he: family. An in- 
quest was held by Esquire Morrell over the re- 
mains of the deceased, Dr. Burns examin- 
ing thé body and giving a description of the 
wounds. The jury, after hearing all the 
circumstances and looking at the  siir- 
roundings, returned a verdict of suicide. This, 
however, did not exculpate Bunnell, and he was 
still held in enstody, and placed in jail in this 
city for safe-keeping. His examination willtake 
place some day this week, but the time and place 
we have not been able to ascertain. Innumera- 
ble rumors are in circulation in regard to the 
heartrending affair, some of them materially af- 
feciing tae prisoner, and others calculated to 
injure the character of the poor girl. It would 
be improper for us to give currency to these _re- 
ports, and thus prejudice the public mind for or 
against the prisoner; we have, therefore, given 
only the facts concerning the tragedy,—not 
touching upon attending circumstances or aliud- 
ipg to current rumors. 


POLITICAL. 


Hiow Senator Spencer, of Georgia, Ob-« 
tained His Seat. 

Montcomery, Ala., Dec. 5.—The State Senate 
has ousted Miller, Republican, and seated Mar- 
tin, Democrat. Onthe organization of the At- 
torney-General’s compromise L gislature in Jan 
uary, 1873, a quorum of Court-Room Repub- 
lican Representatives was seated in the House. 

In the Senate the Republicans required one 
Senator to make a quorum, and commenced a 
contest for Martin’s seat. The matter was re- 
ferred to a committee, who reported that in 
counting all the votes Martin, Democrat, was 
elected by 269 majority, and in counting only the 
legal votes be was elected by 265 majority ; 
but, by the rulings of Lieut.-Gov. Mcxinstry, 
Miller was seated and Martin ousted without 
allowing the Senate to vote onthe question. 
The Democrats fearing, if they did not submit, 
the Republicans would again withdraw andi 
set up a new Court-Room Legislature, 
and secure Federal recognition, contented 
themselves with seeing that the journal stated 
the facts as they occurred, with a formal protest 
entered at large thereon. It was this seating of 
Muler which gave Spencer the seat in the 

United States Senate, 

After the last election,the Senate holding over, 
Martin petitioned for his seat. The petition 
was referred to a committee, which reported 
a ie facts, and recommended that the 
senate resume proceedings at the point where 
they had been broken of by McKinetry’s ruling, 
and proceeed with what wes, in fact, the sus 
pended contest. This was agreed to, and Martin 
was declared entitled to the seat.

Legislators. 


Bismarck Again Talks Plainly to the 
Ultramontane Deputies. 


The Imperial Government Desires 
No Intercourse with the 
Vatican. 


The French University---Clerical Oppo- 
sition to State Control. 


GERMANY. 
BISMARCK AND THE ULTRAMONTANES. 

Bex.in, Dec. 5.—The Reichstag was to-day 
engaged in the discussion upon the estimates of 
the Foreign Office. The Ultramontane Deputy 
Windhorst spoke at length. He assailed the 
Government for suppressiog the legation of the 
Vatican, and declared that such action would not 
estrange German Catholics from the Pope. 

Bismarck said that, upon reading the report of 
the last debate in the Chamber, he discovered 
that he had expressed conciliatory sentiments 
which he must now withdraw, because he did 
not desire to expose himself to the misrepre- 
sentations that the Imperial Government sought 
peace with Rome upon avy terms. Ger- 
many recognized the Pope as the head 
of the Catholic Church, but required no legation 
at the Vatican. If negotiations with the Pope 
are necessary, they can be conducted through 
the Ambassador to Italy. So long as the Pope 
urges the Catholic elergy to break the laws 
of the States in which they lived, diplomatic 
relations between himself and Germany were 
useless. The Vatican desired victory for France 
in the late war; that could be proved. In con- 
clusion, Bismarck said he would meet Windhorst 
in discussion on this sudject again in the Prus- 
sian Diet. 

FRANCE, 
EXCITING DEBATE IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

Panis Dec. 5.—The National Assembly has 

been eugaged in an exciting debate the past two 


for freeing the University from the control of 
the State. The principal speakers were 
Bishop Dupanloup, Legitimist, and Chale- 
mon La Cour, Radical Deputy for 
Bouches du s#hbone. Bishop rants 
in the course of his remarks to-day, pas#ionately 
declared that danger to society was to be appre- 
hended from the friends of those who favored 
the shooting of the Archbishop of Paris. This 
remark occasioned a great tumultin the Cham- 
ber. Upon the restoration of order 
Chalemel La Cour retorted upon’ Bishop 
Dupanloup, in a speech of great bitterness. He 
said he left such personalities to the judgment 
of honest men, and those who had some regard 
left for the dignity of the French Episcopate. 
Upon the conciusion of tho discussion, the bill 
passed its second reading by a vote of 553 
against 133.
